Following many complaintH regard- 
ing the heating plant at the High 
Schools in Newtonville and consider- 
able controversy over the failure of 
the plant to properly heat the build- 
ings, not to mention a smoke nuisance 
it lias caused In the neighborhood. 
Mayor Weeks lias decided to ask for 
an appropriation of nearly $50,000 to 
make dot sided changes in tin- heating 
system there. A firm of heating en- 
gineers made a survey of the situa- 
tion at the schools last year and as 
a result of their recommendations, 
plans were prepared and bids received. 
There was no advertisement for pro- 
posals of bids hut certain firms were 
Invited to submit figures. These bids 
were received: John McDonald Con- 
struction Co., Boston. $48,323; Saw- 
yer Construction Co., Boston. $49,954 : 
Lawson Oakes, Boston, $51,754; Wil- 
liam Coulson Co.*, Cambridge, $52,145. 

Two of the present boilers will be 
replaced by high pressure boilers, 
equipped with stokers and automatic 
feeders: equipping two boilers with 
new grates: installing an incinerator 
for paper; raising the height of the 
boiler room 15 feet: increasing the 
height of the chimney 15 feet.

BROCKTON WINS 

LOOSE GAME 11-4 

Newton entertained Brockton on 
Claflin Field Wednesday afternoon 
this week and presented the game to 
them on a silver platter.

Elrod heat out a bunt to start the sev 
enth. Pilesky was not scored upon 
and went out to centrefield for the 
last two innings. Newton got to the 
three succeeding Brockton pitchers 
and scored four tallies to save a com- 
plete rout. 

Chipman was on the mound for New- 
ton and through his teammates er- 
rors was in trouble most of the time.

ABOUT TOWN

A citizen of Ward 7, residing near 
Farlow Park, believes that it would 
be better if the small pond in the park 
were filled in. Much of the time this 
little artificial pond has no water in 
it and during the wdnter months the 
ice on it is being continually broken 
by small boys. This citizen also com- 
plains that the lawns and shrubs in 
the park are not kept in as good con- 
dition as they should be and that 
children from the Underwood School 
trample the grass while doing calis- 
thenics in the park. He contends such 
exercises ought to be performed in 
the school yard. 


The usual Sabbath quiet was rudely 
broken last Sunday, about noontime, 
by a crowd apparently participating 
in a wedding celebration who travelled 
through different villages of this city 
in several automobiles. The horns on 
the cars were kept incessantly blow- 
ing. This noisy group had neither 
respect for the Sabbath Day nor con- 
sideration for sick persons. A few 
arrests would effectively curb this 
practice. 


Officials of the Metropolitan Water 
Commission have informed Street 
Commissioner Stuart that work will 
be started this year on the big 60 
inch water main which will be laid 
from the reservoir at WeHton along 
Commonwealth avenue. Webster, Wal- 
tham. Washington. Peabody and Pearl 
streets, thence following the bank of 
the Charles River towards Boston. 


A newspaper in a neighboring city 
printed an item stating that a former 
official of that city is a candidate to 
succeed Water Commissioner J. Clif- 
ton Whitney who retires soon. There 
are men in this city capable of effi- 
ciently filling this position. Public 
offices in Newton should be given to 
Newton men. No technical engineer 


is required for this position. The en- 
gineering work of the Water Depart- 
ment is performed by the City Engin- 
eer’s Department. In a city of this 
size, possessing educational facilities 
such as are afforded by Newton’s 
highly praised schools, it should not 
be necessary to import department 
heads. Other cities don’t send to 
Newton to offer public positions to 
Newton men. They employ home ta- 
lent. 


Residents of Farlow Hill, who for 
years have made pets of squirrels 
which lived in that neighborhood are 
incensed over the alleged actions of a 
person in that section. It is claimed 
that this man has been catching the 
squirrels in a box-trap set on a roof 
at his residence, and then killing the 
friendly little rodents. As the open 
season for the killing of squirrels is 
limited to one month in the Autumn, 
this person who has an antipathy for 
these little animals may have to ex- 
plain his action to the game warden 
for this district. 


The sun set last evening at 7:43 
daylight saving time. It was 30 min- 
utes later before the street lights in 
this city were turned on. During those 
30 minutes, the streets of this city 
were in semi-darkness or almost total 
darkness. Street lights in neighor- 
ing communities are turned on 15 or 
more minutes earlier than those in 
Newton. The streets of this city are 
none too well lighted even when the 
lights are on. It is about time that 
Newton had its street lights illumin- 
ated as early as other places; and 
that these lights will be kept going 
until daylight arrives and not be ex- 
tinguished 30 minutes or so before the 
dawn. We want fewer reports of per- 
sons killed by automobiles because of 
dark streets.

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UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


Last Monday afternoon Governor 
Allen signed Mayor Weeks' petition 
for authority to borrow money for 
building a new city hall. The provi 
sions of the measure have been made 
to read as follows: 

‘‘For the purpose of constructing 
originally equipping and furnishing a 
new city hall, the city of Newton may, 
from time to time, within a period of 
five years from the acceptance of this 
act, borrow such sums as may be 
necessary not exceeding in the aggre 
gate seven hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars, and may issue bonds or notes 
therefor, which shall hear on their 
face the words ‘Newton City Hall 
Loan, Act of 1930’. Each authorized 
issue shall constitute a separate loan 
and such loan shall he paid in not 
more than fifteen years from their 
dates, but no issue shall he authorized 
under this act unless a sum squal to 
an amount not less then ten per cent 
of such authorized issue is voted for 
the same purpose to i"- raised by the 
tax levy of the year when authorized. 
Indebtedness incurred under this act 
shall be in excess of the statutory 
limit hut shall, except as provided 
herein, be subject to chapter forty- 
four of the General Laws, exclusive 
of the limits contained in the first 
paragraph of section seven thereof as 
revised by chapter three hundred and 
twenty-four of the acts of nineteen 
hundred and twenty-eight. 

‘‘This act shall take effect upon its 
acceptance during the current year by 
two thirds vote of the board of aider- 
men of the city of Newton.” 

Representatives Baker and Thomp- 
son spoke against the bill “further to 
protect locations reserved for public 
ways." Mr. Baker declared it was 
merely an attempt to exercise the 
right of eminent domain without pay- 
ing damages at the time the reserva- 
tion is made. The bill was killed. 

Senator Hollis, petitioner for the 
bill for the appointment of a special 
commission to study highway safety, 
was obliged to see his idea referred 
to the next annual session by the 
Senate. The Ways and Means Com- 
mittee contended that the Governor’s 
Committee on Street and Highway 
Safety is doing everything possible 
to promote safety. To this Senator 
Hollis replied that he had no quarrel 
with the Goverfnor’s committee hut 
he believed too little attention was 
paid to the safety of pedestrians. He 
said, “Protection of the pedestrian is 
the point we should aim at as there 
are 100 people a day killed in the Unit- 
ed States by automobiles." The 
Ways and Means Committee had re- 
ported that the hill should be reject- 
ed hut Senator Hollis had the decision 
modified by referring it to next year’s 
Legislature. 

The Commission on the Necessaries 
of Life, which lias been in existence 
since the close of the World War, is 
a tiling of the past. One of its most 
valiant supporters was Representa- 
ive Luitwieler. The Ways and Means 
Committee of the Senate reported and 
the Senate passed a bill to place the 
activities of the commission under the 
State Department of Labor and In- 
dustries. It sets up a division on the 
necessaries of life in that department 
with a director at a salary of $5000. 
Fuel prices and those of other neces- 
saries will he investigated by the 
division which will have authority to 
summon witnessess, administer oaths 
and require the production of hooks 
and papers. In some ways the divi- 
ion will have more power than the 
old commission. 

The various bills forbidding the 
throwing aside of abandoned automo- 
iles on other people’s property, the 
licensing of automobile junk yards, 
etc., huve been made into a resolve 
which was tills week signed by t he 
Governor. The resolve provides for 
un investigation hv the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works into t he dis- 
posal of abandoned, junked or used 
automobiles and also the licensing of 
motor vehicle Junk yards. 

The House followed the recommen- 
dations of t he Ways and Means Com- 
mittee and rejected t ho hill which 
would permit laborers on roads and 
bridges to work more than eight hours 

day. The committee suld thut the 
present law was sufficient and thut 
the act wus not needed. By roll call, 

h yeas to 10 nays the House voted 
for rejection. Representatives Baker, 
ultwieler and Thompson voted with 
tin* majority. 

It is not often that mutters are 
fought on the enuctment stage and yet 
thut hit of Htrutegy wus resorted to 
successfully to kill a bill which would 
have permitted the city of Boston to 
pay $4000 to the mother or u young 
man killed by a Boston policeniuu 
There wus extended argument.

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5 used and that a policeman is al- 
ways on duty. The hill was killed, 
105 to 90. Representatives Baker. 
Luitwieler and Thompson voted to 
kill the bill.

W ANOTHER

We 
had plenty of fun, though. Of course 
I didn’t have any tennis clothes with 
me. so I had to play in my business 
suit. That kind of hampered me, be- 
cause my necktie kept getting 
wrapped around my eyes, and by the 
time I got it unwrapped, the hall had 
socked me on the chin and it was too 
late to do anything about it. 


My leather heels didn't improve my 
form very much, either. In fact my 
opponent seemed to find something 
amusing in watching me run after 
his drives, especially the ones that 
went over the back stop. It was too 
cold for me to play in my hare feet, 
however, and my sneakers were many 
miles away. 

Oh. I almost forgot to tell you about 
the time I chased the hall over to my 
friend’s side of the net. Of course, 
you’ve seen players to whom it 
means practically nothing to hop over 
the net when changing courts or such. 
Well I tried to hurdle the net and I 
didn’t do so well. After my opponent 
had unwrapped the net from around 
my neck, however, we put the net up 
again and went on playing as if noth- 
ing had happened. 

Wasn’t it good exercise, though?

It’s bad enugh to have an ache in 
some definitely located part of one’s 
anatomy.

You think you'll try it some day 
next week?

You used to be pretty good last 
year, you say? 

Sure you did. But don't forget, this 
is another year and the first day you 
take the cotton batting off the old 
racquet, do you know how you’ll play?

What experience have you had as 
a guide to your city? I bet you will 
think before replying. It is not my 
intention to offer employment to 
those who seem to lie well posted. I 
merely suggest that you brush-up 
your knowledge of local geography. 
This is going to he a big year for 
visitors and you know how they can 
ask questions. Well, nobody wants to 
he ignorant of ills own city or State 
and everybody likes, or should like to 
be obliging. 

Frankly, I must say that some peo- 
ple irritate me in the extreme when 
they want to he set right. I have 
had a piece of paper thrust under my 
nose by an individual with a scant 
knowledge of the English language 
who has demanded by gesture and 
otherwise that l point out the way for 
him. % At other times 1 have found for 
elgners who were extremely grateful 
for whatever help I might have been 
able to supply, it doesn’t follow that 
because they are not natives that 
their manners are had. We have a 
lot of people ljorn and raised in our 
country who have much t * » learn. 

The kind of people that cause me 
to become till'd are those who seem 
to think that it is everybody’s job to 
answer their questions. I am willing 
and I have gone blocks out of my way 
to try and be a faithful guide to a 
faltering stranger. Sometimes I have 
f* lt well repaid and others I have not 
It lias not prevented me from taking 
another chance and I shall continue 
to lie us courteous ns l know how. 

Another set of persons who make 
me sore ure those who ask first one 
and thou another the same question 
You may lie the one first approached. 
You do your best. Then the question- 
er moves a few feet and stops some- 
body else and asks them exaetlj 
what you have tried to make cl«Ki 
If you stand around you will find 
them asking a dozen people. Wheth- 
er they require assurance from a cer- 
tain number or whether they are tak- 
ing u straw vote I cunnot say. I only 
know they get my goat. 

However, none of these things ure 
intended to discourage politeness. Let 
us be courteous ami If irritated pre- 


tend not to notice it. Such a thing is 
not easy to do hut’s really better for 
the nerves — our own and the other 
fellow’s. 


There are those among our friends 
and acquaintances who unwittingly set 
our standards for us. We refer to 
someone as “the most capable mother 
you ever saw" and somebody else as 
“the best natured man in the world.” 
We hold others up for their Industry, 
their unselfishness, their patience and 
for this and that excellent quality. 
They would he the last people on 
earth to pose as models, yet they can’t 
help themselves. Whatever we say 
about them has been inspired by 
their conduct as we have observed it 
from day to day and year to year. 

Based on long-time observation 1 
should like to declare that .1. Clifton 
Whitney, who retires next month as 
Water Commissioner of Newton, 
stands out in my opinion as the finest 
type of city official and high-minded 
gentleman. His devotion to his duties 
cannot, be measured bv his salary or 
any pension that may be provided. 
Twenty-four hours a day and seven 
days a week has been his rule. More- 
over. he has found time for number- 
less good deeds performed without 
ostentation. I know of his constant 
visits to an old friend who lay ill for 
months but to whom Mr. Whitney 
brought cheer and comfort though it 
was a sacrifice of time and energy. 
The friend it was who told me what 
Mr. Whitney had done for him. 

And there are other things I could 
say in praifee of our retiring Water 
Commissioner. But 1 have embar- 
rassed him already and must cease, 
though not without noting that this 
world possesses only too few men of 
the type of “Clif" Whitney. 


Because the constitution of Massa- 
chusetts. one of the oldest of any in 
this country, was drawn with the 
taxation laws of the mother country in 
mind, few changes, and those slight 
ones, are permissible in Massachu- 
setts’ taxation laws. The constitu- 
tion deals at length with taxation, 
whereas some State constitutions do 
not even refer to that subject. Hence 
the Massachusetts Legislature may 
not make any extensive alterations 
in the administration of taxation laws 
without amending the State’s consti- 
tution. 

The mother country had imposed un- 
just taxation laws with such severity 
that when the Massachusetts const!- 
tetion was drawn there was little the 
Legislature could do under its provi 
sions. When in 1916 this State sought 
to establish ail income tax law the 
constitution had first to lie amended. 

Now the Legislature desires to 
make certain changes hut these can- 
not lie made until the constitution is 
amended in two particulars. One 
amendment relates to the authority 
of tlie General Court to levy excise 
taxes. The other to the levying of 
taxes on tangible personal property. 

The first would be permit a graded 
Income tax such as the Federal Gov- 
ernment administers, or similar to 
that of New York State. This would 


apply to the individual and his stock 
in trade whereas the existing Massa- 
chusetts lav.* deals only in this re- 
spect with corporations. 

The second would allow groups of 
tangible personal property to be classi- 
fied and taxed by the State. For in- 
stance, under the proposed change, 
spindles in textile mills would be 
taxed by the State instead of local 
municipalities. One reason advanced 
for the decline of the textile industry 
in Massachusetts is the high local 
taxes imposed. The valuation set by 
local assessors in some cases is re- 
garded as excessive. Another exam- 
ple is local value set on fishing boats. 
Fishermen have complained that the 
amount of their local taxes has been 
excessive and made their trade less 
profitable by a marked degree. 

These amendments come before a 
joint sessiou of the present Legisla- 
ture. If approved they will have to be 
submitted to the 1931 Legislature and 
in 1932 to the voters at the State elec- 
ion by whom they will either be rati- 
fied or rejected.

ANNUAL MEETING. Once more 
the State Federation of Women’s 
Clubs will hold its Annual Meeting 
in May at the New Ocean House, 
Swampscott, which has gained such 
popularity as a gathering place for 
these many Clubwomen from all over 
the State. Rut unlike previous years, 
the first session will not be on an 
afternoon, with delegates arriving 
during the morning, and having cre- 
dentials signed In these busy hours. 
Unless Clubwomen are putting up at 
the hotel, they must be bright and 
early in coming from more or less 
distant homes to get credentials sign- 
ed. It can be seen how the business 
of this large organization has grown 
to make Imperative the adding of an- 
other session. In previous years 
there have been four business ses- 
sions, one on the opening afternoon, 
one on the closing morning, and a 
morning and afternoon session of the 
middle day; and two evening sessions 
of combined business and pleasure. 
Now there will be the morning session 
added for the opening day, making 
five business sessions, with the others 
continuing as before. On Wednesday 
morning, the 14th, the first session 
opens, at 10.30 o’clock. 

The program for the three days, 
Wednesday, the 14th, through Friday 
morning, the 16th, will be given in 
full next week. 

Delegates must make their own re- 
servations at the New Ocean House. 
Double room, with bath, and single 
beds. Is $8 per day, per person. 
Large rooms, with three single beds 
are $7 per day, per person. 

There are many Important amend- 
ments to the By-Laws coming up, up- 
on which delegates should inform 
themselves. They are asked, as well, 
to bring copies of these revisions to 
the Annual Meeting. In order to aid 
in both these directions your editor 
gives them In full, that delegates may 
ponder them In the next ten days, and 
take them as copy to the meeting:

The Mather Class 


“India” was the subject of the lec- 
ture of Prof. Kirtley F. Mather last 
Sunday morning at the regular week- 
ly meeting of t lie Mather (Mass in the 
Newton Centre Woman’s Club House. 

This was the third lecture in the 
series entitled "Christianity Abroad.” 

At the present time there is a 
likelihood of failure for Gandhi'H 
idealistic movement, In spite of the 
fact that millions of people are ready 
to lay down their lives for him. 

Gandhi does not care particularly 
for tlie political and economic features 
of his program, but he is most em- 
phatically concerned about his ideal- 
ism. 

To understand Gandhi it is neces- 
sary to review the historical back- 
ground. 

The nationalist movement got under 
way right after the World War. 

India is a land of variegated peo- 
ples. The poor are distressingly poor. 
They have no great intelligence. They 
toll to maintain Imre existence. When 
famines and pestilences come, many 
die. 

At tiie other end of the scale are 
some of the most learned men in the 
world. Prof. Mather has met the fa- 
mous botanist, Bose, a Hindu with no 
mixture of any other race for many 
generations of his ancestors. Many 
Hindus and others religiously in- 
clined are numbered among the mys- 
tics. They are often very fine spir- 
its. There are also industrialists with 
factories and organizations noted foi 
their great efficiency. 

A few Indians are wealthy. The 
native princes and rajahs are of no 
appreciable political importance but 
they are aristocrats and millionaires. 

Nevertheless, a tremendous mass of 
Indians are on n low level. They do 
not come up to the average I-Q of 
the United States in intelligence. The 
low plane of their existence is due 
in part to their unfortunate environ- 
ment. 

And now this great mass of low- 
grade people comes along and de- 
mands self-expression. That was 
caused by Woodrow’ Wilson who said 
that subject peoples should be given 
a chance for self-government. There- 
upon arose this surge for some sort of 
political entity and self-expression. 
They could give only an imperfect 
idea of their desires, but, anyhow, 
Fngland made a lot of concessions. 
India remained, nevertheless, the most 
completely subject of all the lands 
over which the English flag flies. 
There is no comparison between India 
and Canada, Newfoundland, or Aus- 
tralia. England recognizes the right 
o' 1 the Indian to some voice in his own 
government, hut she has no intention 
of meeting all the demands that come 
from that country. 

Eight years ago Gandhi headed the 
nationalist movement, which w r as com- 
posed of the younger men and women, 
who were better off economically and 
had superior educations. 

It was a bit curious. 

To get the historical development 
we have to go back to Jesus, whose 
idea was to implant a spirit and de- 
velop a particular attitude. Tills was 
a persona:! and individual affair. 
Jesus did not feature methods, pro- 
grams. or organizations. In trying to 
spread Christianity, we have sort of 
reversed the process and given a lot 
of weight to methods. The individual 
is not supposed to be able to do as 
much as a group incorporated into an 
organization with a program. We ap- 
pear to have gone from the individual 
to the corporate attitude. 

Gandhi’s program centered around 
tne idea of what he called "soul 
force.’’ He assumed that there was 
such a thing as a soul and that it 
was far more powerful than armies. 
He thereupon undertook to put to 
work these little used spiritual forces. 
It was a great venture of faith. Of 
course, lie had to have a method, and 
it was non-co-operation. There were 
many natives in Government offices. 
He aimed to induce them all to with- 
draw and have nothing to do with 
the British Government. He called 
it Satanic government. He wanted 
no revolution or rebellion. No force 
was to be used. Everybody Was to 
submit to all laws, taxes, and customs 
imposed by England, but there was to 
be no co-operation. Of course, Gandhi 
got into trouble right off and put in 
two years in prison. 

For the last six years Gandhi has 
been out of prison, trying to spread 
ills ideas, but exactly nothing has 
been gained by all his efforts. 

And now two things have happened. 
They are the appointment of the 
Simon commission and the publica- 
tion of tlie hook entitled “Mother 
India.” 

England has authorized the Nation- 
al Congress. It had no power and 
was meant to lie merely something 
for the Indians to play with. It was 
not supposed to do anything, hut it 
did. It demanded a revision of the 
constitution of India. England ac- 
ceded to this. Tho native press de- 
manded that there should be some 
native representatives on the commis- 
sion. Tliis was popularly expected. 

Lord Birkenhead, the factual head 
of India, persuaded ids friend, Sir 
John Simon, to be the bend of the 
commission, and thereupon no Hindu 
was appointed. The Hindus were 
horror-stricken. It was considered an 
act of treachery. Everywhere he 
went, Simon was pelted with vegeta- 
bles and epithets, throughout India. 
Finally he quit. The report of tlie 
commission is still pending, hut it will 
not he likely to bring peace. The 
nationalist party will have nothing to 
do with it, becuuse of tlie bungling 
way it was carried out. 

The effect of “Mother India" lias 
been tremendous. The Indians cull it 
rank treachery in representing a con- 
dition thut does not exist. Others 
say England ought to keep control 
over people who cannot run their 
government any better than it ap- 
pears in the book. 

England lias lately been spending 
money on u larger scute than usual for 
educationul projects, a new capital at 
Delhi, and more soldiers to cope witli 
tlie current unrest. All tliis means 
money. Tuxution was increased. One 
item wus salt, over which Engluud 
had a monopoly. The new tax raised the 
retail price 60%. In ludiu 00,000,000

He 
staged a march across the hottest part 
of India for 200 miles to the shore of 
Arabia, which he reached April 6. 
1930. He waded in, scooped up sea 
water, evaporated the salt, and sold 
it in violation of law without paying 
the tax. it was significant, like the 
Boston Tea Party. 

Now the world is wondering wlutt 
will happen, and the great danger 
is that it will all end in disorder.

PAGEANT PARAGRAPHS 

No. 2

Editor's Note: — tfeeond of this Interest- 
ing series of announcements concerning 
the production of the Newton Tercen- 
tenary Pageant on June 3. I and B. on the 
Newton Centre Playground, is by Mr. 
Ernst Hermann. General Director of the 
Pageant. Mr. Hermann, who is nation- 
ally known as an authority on recreation 
and physical education, has been Super- 
intendent of Playgrounds in Newton for 
the past 17 years. He Is also director 
of the Sargcant School of Boston Univer- 
sity and has lectured In Wellesley Col- 
li ge and Harvard University. Mr. Her- 
mann Is prominently identified with the 
National Playground and Recreation As- 
sociation of America. 

"When the official Newton Tercen- 
tenary Committee was first appointed 
last year, it authorized me to organize 
a Committee to study the possibilities 
of a Newton Pageant and to make 
suggestions for other forms of cele- 
brating this historical event. 

"In this preliminary work we were 
fortunate in securing men and women 
of Newton who were not only familiar 
with Newton and its history, but also 
have had considerable experience with 
pageants. The following were the 
members who reported favorably up- 
on having the main celebration take 
the form of a pageant; Mr. Edward E. 
Whiting, Mr. Samuel Thurber, Mrs. 
Ralph C. Henry, Miss Ethel H. Free- 
man. and Mr. Chester A. Drummond. 

"The Official Tercentenary Commit- 
tee of which the late Mr. Walter E. C. 
Worth was the City’s Official repre-

It further authorized the Super- 
intendent of Playgrounds to proceed 
with the organization and the execu- 
tion of the pageant, and guaranteed

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Forest Fire Does Much Damage At 
Boy Scout Reservation At Nobscot 

Eighty Per Cent Burned Over — Twenty Per Cent Devastated — 
Two Cabins Lost 


Started from State rond — Swept by 
high wind. Reforestation to start Im- 
mediately. 

On Sunday last a severe forest Are 
swept thru the Nobscot Reservation 
of Norumboga Council, Inc., the New- 
ton organization of the Boy Scouts of 
America. The Reservation comprises 
about 200 acres located In Sudbury 
and Framingham, on and around Nob- 
scot Mountain. 80% of the Reserva- 
tion was burned over and about 20% 
actually devastated, where the growth 
of white pine, juniper and cedar was 
very heavy. 

The Are started from the State road, 
possibly from a discarded cigarette 
butt and swept towards the Reserva- 
tion, fanned by a high northwest wind. 
The Ranger on the Reservation sum- 
moned Scouts from Newton at once: 
the Sudbury Are department and the 
state forest Are warden’s men were 
already on the job; the Framingham 
lire department sent help; last, the 
Ranger called Chief C. H. Randlett, 
Fire Chier of Newton and a member 
of the Norumbega Council. Chief 
Randlett responded with a truck and 
crew of men and they all did yeoman 
work in Aghting Are. 

When the Are struck the How Pines, 
as the grovo around the big pond was 
called, the wind drove it thru the tops 
of the big pines and nothing could 
stop it. In fact the men about who 
have fought Ares for years said they 
never saw anything like it; only a 
cloud-burst could have saved the Re- 
servation, or stopped the Are vein 
before it reached the Reservation. 

No One Hurt or Lost 

The greatest feature of the Are was 
that not a single man or boy was lost 
or injured. Scouts of Newton worked 
under their Scoutmasters and Assist- 
ants and other Scouters and the men 
used the greatest care and caution 
in handling and working with the 
Scouts. When Are drove towards 
groups who were trying to prevent its 
spread, the men withdrew the Scouts 
to safety. By ten o’clock the last 
scouts were out of the Reservation 
and on their way home. The ranger, 
Mr. D. K. Ingram, and State wardens 
patrolled the Reservation and burned 
area during the night, to prevent the 
Are breaking out again. All thru the 
night and on Monday the Are burned 
to the south of the Reservation. In 
the land of M. H. Ellis and Mr. Pear- 
main, with the Framingham Aremen 
and the State men Aghting to get It 
out. The force was and is handi- 
capped greatly by the dryness of the 
woods, which are like tinder. 

Only Two Cabins Lost 

Due to the Council policy of having 
areas about cabins cleared, only two 
cabins, in the heart of the pines and 
cedars were lost. These belong to 
Troop 5, Center, which was planning 
a dedication of its cabin — the Clark 
Alvord Memorial Cabin on this Satur- 
day and Troop 18, Center, which was 
in process of completion. There was 
no chance to save these cabins, for 
the Are simply swept over them 
ami around them and drove everyone 
out. 

The cabins of Troops 7, West New- 
ton and 19, Center, were saved by 
the heroic efforts of a few Scouts who 
were camping nearby, before any help 
could get there to help them, the Are 


moved so rapidly. Other cabins and 
some woodland were saved by tho 
splendid work of the men and boys. 
The Are chiefs and State men spoke 
very highly of the work of the Scouts 
and men of Newton and complimented 
them all highly on their efforts. 

In the enrly stages of the Are, be- 
fore it had reached the Reservation, 
the Ranger took nboard a load of 
pump tanks and pails and other Are 
Aghting equipment and started for 
tho northwest end of the Reservation, 
in his now car. He got into the woods, 
on General John Nixon road and 
parked. He took a load of Ailed tanks 
and started for the lire. It came so 
fast, it chased hint back to his car, 
which he backed out and started 
down the road, out of the Reservation. 
Before he had gone more than a few 
feet, the tlantes were all around and 
over him and he had to run for his 
life. Here was a dramatic instant, for 
he had his famous dog “Rags”, as 
much an institution at the Reserva- 
tion aj the Ranger himself, with him. 
He missed the dog and thought he 
had become panic-stricken and had 
been burned to death. As he ran, he 
was chased closely by the Aames; he 
reached the houndary wall and fell 
over into the meadow, on the green 
grass; there was Rags, running back 
and forth, looking for his master’s 
trail. There was a joyous reunion 
and then Ranger went back to work. 

Reforestation to Start at Once 

On Monday afternoon, the Presi- 
dent of the Council, the State Forest- 
er, Mr. H. O. Cook, a member of the 
Troop 15, Auburndale Committee and 
the camp director, with the Ranger, 
made a tour of the burned area. Mr. 
Cook laid out a suggested plan for 
reforesting immediately and this will 
be done immediately after the Arst 
soaking rains. Mr. Cook has given, 
from the State Nurseries, 20,000 five- 
year-old white pines, which will re- 
seed over forty acres, or about the 
entire devastated area. During the 
summer the burned timber will be 
cleaned off that area and next spring 
will see a great change in that section. 

All reforestation and planting will 
be done on a deAnite plan to reduce 
to a minimum any further hazard; 
there will be a Are lane of 100 feet 
left around the entire property and the 
remaining land will be wholly cleared 
to eliminate the Are hazard there. 

On Thursday night, the sub-Commit- 
tee of the Executive Board of the 
Council met to lay out deAnite plans 
for making the Reservation even more 
beautiful than before. Every Scout 
and man in the Council will work for 
the future of the Reservation, that 
tho Scouts to come may have a most 
paradise-like place for their camping 
program. 


STATE FIRE MARSHAL SUSTAINS 
ALDERMEN IN CEMETERY 
FILLING STATION PERMIT 

As a result of a hearing held on 
April 24 at the State House before 
State Fire Marshal Reth, the appeal 
entered by George M. Heathcote, at- 
torney for Mrs. Mary O’Connor has 
been denied. The appeal was taken 
from the action of the Newton Board 
of Aldermen in granting a permit for 
a gasoline Ailing station to the New- 
ton Cemetery Corporation.

there ure 47 farms in the town. Bell- 
ingham has a population of 3187 as 
compared with 2.102 in 1920: there are 
63 farms in the town. Dover has a 
population of 1190 as compared with 
867 111 1920; there are 61 farms in the 
town. Medfleld has a population of 
•<080, as compared with 3595 
111 1920; there are 40 farms in the 
town. Medway has a population of 
3148, as compared with 2956 in 1920; 
there are 76 farms in the town. Nor- 
folk has a population of 1430, as com- 
pared with 1159 in 1920; there are 22 
farms in the town. Plaifiville has a 
population of 1540, as compared with 
i3ba 111 1920; there are 43 farms in 
the town. Weston has a population 
of 3327, as compared with 2282 in 
1930; it has 48 farms. Millis has a 
population of 1735; in 1920 it hud 
1485: there are 50 farms in the town. 
Sherborn has a population of 943; in 
1920 it had 1559; it has 40 farms. The 
large decrease in the population of 
Sherborn was cuused when the most 
thickly settled part of the town, the 
north-west .corner, was annexed to 
Framingham.

HISTORY OF NEWTON WRITTEN 


Prof. Henry K. Rowe of Newton 
Highlands has completed his work of 
writing a history of Newton. Mayor 
Childs appointed Prof. Rowe last year 
to write a history of this city which 
would supplement those written by 
Francis Jackson and Rev. S. F. Smith. 
Jac kson’s history covered the annals 
of this community from its first set- 
tlement in 1639 down to 1800. Its 
author was a descendant of Newton’s 
first settler. Dr. Smith, famous as 
the author of the hymn “America,” 
brought the history of this city up to 
the last quarter of the 19th century. 
Prof. Rowe’s manuscript has been 
turned over to Mayor Weeks who will 
ask the Aldermen to appropriate 
money to enable the history to be pub- 
lished. 


Grant Permit For 

W. Newton Theatre 

Mayor Imposes Bevcral Restrictions 
To License 

Pcumit for a motion picture theatre 
in West Newton, conditional upon the 
acceptance of certain restrictive re- 
quirements, was granted yesterday by 
Mayor Sinclair Weeks to Mr. Bennett 
Rock man of tho Kenmoro Realty Cor- 
poration, Boston. Vote of the resi- 
dents of West Newton, which Mayor 
Weeks required the petitioners to take 
before ho would give his decision on 
the application, showed an overwhelm- 
ing desire for tho motion picture thea- 
tre In West Newton. More than three 
to one voted In favor of a theatre 
location. 

The petitioners showed plans to 
Mayor Weeks for a modern theatre 
capable of- seating a total of 1557 per- 
sons — 1172 on the main floor and 385 
in the balcony. In connection with 
tlie theatre building, moreover, there 
will bo 11 stores facing on Washing- 
ton street, a large vestibule, lobby and 
foyer. There will also be on the 
Arst floor a ladies lounge and a men’s 
smoking room. The proposed location 
is in Washington street on the site 
of tho present Players’ Hall. 

Mayor Weeks’ communication grant- 
ing the permit provisionally is as fol- 
lows : 

I slmll grant a moving picture thea- 
tre license to operato seven days a 
week, to he exercised on the property 
at No. 1300 Washington street, West 
Newton, provided tho following con- 
ditions are complied with: 

First that a lease satisfactory to the 
Players’ Inc., be executed with that 
organization. Second that the front 
elevation of the theatre shall be ap- 
proved by me before erection. Third 
that the lessee of the theatre be a 
responsible company satisfactory to 
mo as far as responsibility is concern- 
ed. Fourth that no advertising matter 
be displayed outside of tlie theatre ex- 
cept as follows: the name of the play, 
name or names of principal actors, 
and photographs of the actors in 
frames. One frame on either side of 
the entrance, not to exceed in dimen- 
sions three feet by five feet, together 
with the usual electric display signs.

Mayor Weeks, who will officiate as 
Chief Marshal of the parade, has ex- 
tended invitations to all fraternal and 
civic organizations in the city to par- 
ticipate. Besides Company c of the 
101st Infantry. t\«re he a batt- 

tery of Field Artillery, a cavalry troop 
and a company ot engineers in line. 
The parade will start at Newton Cor- 
ner and proceed by way of Washing- 
ton street to Newtonville, thence along 
Walnut street to Newton Cemetery. 
From the cemetery the parade will pro- 
ceed, following the usual exercises at 
the Soldiers’ Monument, to Newton 
Centre Playground where ceremonies 
appropriate to the Tercentenary will 
he held. A lunch will he served at 
the playground to those who will 
march. 


IMPROVING MORE STREETS 

Work began Monday on resurfac- 
ing Washington street. West Newton 
between the Boston & Albany railroad 
bridge and Commonwealth avenue. 
The surface will be of bitlnilitic ma- 
terial laid by Warren Bros. Company. 
Work on the resurfacing of Beacon 
street between Gordon road and Wind- 
sor road will he started today. This 
street work will be also done by the 
Warren Brothers Corporation ami tlie 
material used will be the same as 
on Washington street.

An entire section of the book Is 
devoted to the various memorials 
erected In the city and the report of 
the aldermanic committee on a last- 
ing memorial is given complete 

The volume also contains the por- 
traits and life sketches of representa- 
tive men of Newton, and illustrations 
of Newton’s attractive homes and 
buildings.

Work on the construction of the 
foundation for the new block at Wash- 
ington and Walnut streets, Newton- 
ville, which will be erected on the 
site of Central Block, reveals the fact 
that the new building will project a 
few feet further out on the sidewalk 
than did the Central Block.

Aldermen Act On Gasoline Stations, 
Tercentenary And Other Matters 

Eight Members of Board Oppose Additional Appropriations 
For Tercentenary 


“That it pays to be persistent” was 
indicated Monday night at the meet- 
ing of the Board of Aldermen when a 
permit was granted to Jacob Kligman 
for a 10 car garage and a gasoline 
filling station at 456 Watertown street, 
Newtonville. The tenacity of purpose 
of Kligman's son, Reuben, was respon- 
sible for the successful culmination of 
many years' effort on the part of the 
House of Kligman for the privilege 
of using the property at the Water- 
town street location for garage and 
filling station business. 

Other “gasoline" matters acted on 
by the Board Monday night were the 
petitions of the Texas Company for 
increased storage capacity at their sta- 
tions — Boylston and Chestnut streets. 
Upper Falls; Needham street, Newton 
Highlands: 1974 ^Vashington street, 
Newton Lower Falls. 

The Aldermen granted the petitions 
of the Texas Company to store 1000 
additional gallons of gasoline at its 
stations — 769 Beacon street, Newton 
Centre, and 1149 Walnut street, New- 
ton Highlands. The Licenses Com- 
mittee rpported favorably on the peti- 
tion of Nils Eng for a filling station 
permit at 14 Eliot street, near Boyls- 
ton street. Newton Highlands. Aider- 
man Powers asked that the permit for 
the Eng station be held up until an 
agreement would be received from the 
petitioner regarding the appearance of 
the proposed station. The Ward 1 
alderman referred to a suggestion 
made recently by Alderman Temper- 
ley that a permit for a SHELL gas- 
oline filling station be held up until 
that company would agree not to 
paint the new station with its glar- 
ing red and yellow color scheme. Al- 
derman Powers called attention to the 
change which has been made at Col- 
onial Filling Stations. These sta- 
tions were formerly painted white 
with a light green trim. They have 
been painted a vivid green from top 
to bottom and neat appearing brick 
buildings at these stations have been 
daubed green from the ground to the 
ridge pole. The Ward 1 member con- 
tended that there seems to be a com- 
petition between certain gasoline com- 
panies to make their stations the most 
conspicuous: owners or occupants of 
property in Newton should not be 
forced to have glaringly painted fill- 
ing stations thrust before their gaze 
continually. 

To prove that f w Aldermen do not 
show discrimination in drawing names 
for jury duty. A»ue<u<an Pratt drew 
the name of Alderman John Gordon to 
serve as a Juror at the session of the 
Superior Court in Cambridge on May 
19. Other names whose owners must 
serve as jurors at the Middlesex Su- 
perior Court sessions are — Ralph 
French, 250 Austin street; John C. 
Duff, 216 Valentine street: Clifton Bas- 
sett, 74 Prescott street: Frank Sea- 
mans, Jr.. 145 Pine Ridge road; How- 
ard Eagle. 6S2 Boylston street: Ed- 
ward McHugh. Jr.. 936 Walnut street; 
Norman Southworth. 607 Watertown 
street: George Porter. 216 Cherry 
street: Carroll Wakefield, 12 Murray 
road; Fred L. Greene. 52 Elm street. 

The Board took a long recess while 
members of the Public Buildings and 


Finance Committees discussed the 
matter of altering the heating plant 
at the high school. They were in con- 
ference with Mr. Hubbard, a heating 
engineer. Buildings Commissioner 
Chadwick and George Kellar, secre- 
tary of the School Department. No 
definite agreement, apparently was 
reached, as no report was made after 
the lengthy conference had concluded. 

Among the appropriations recom- 
mended by the Finance Committee 
was one of $4000 for expenses in con- 
nection with the Tercentenary Cel- 
ebration. This is to be in addition to 
the $15,000 already appropriated for 
the pageant. Alderman Pratt, a mem- 
ber of the Tercentenary Committee, 
read a list of the items for which the 
$4000 would be expended. It includes — 
6 signs to mark entrances to city. 
$2000; 10.000 programs to be distrib- 
uted by Boy Scouts, $1200; 10,000 

badges for school children. $500; 
bronze tablet to mark site of first 
house in city at Washington street 
and Waverley avenue, $380; bronze 
tablet to replace broken tablet at Eliot 
Memorial on Eliot Memorial Road, 
$310: repairs to monument in honor 
of first settlers, located in old Centre 
street cemetery, $45; bronze tablet 
and boulder at site of training ground 
and old powder mill at village green. 
Newton Centre. $430; boulder and 
I bronze tablet to mark site of first mill 
1 in city near Bullough's Pond outlet, 
j Walnut street, $380; printing and post- 
j age for campaign to clean up village 
i centres. $20: prizes for essay contest 
; for school children, $125; Art Exhibit. 
$100; golf contest, three prizes, $100; 
squash tennis, two prizes, $75: tennis, 
j four prizes $100; track meet, medals 
1 for prizes, $115; swimming events, 
medals for prizes. $115; baseball 
championship, twelve gold balls for 
I prizes. $100: playground prizes $125. 
j Alderman Powers opposed the ap- 
propriation. He said that last autumn 
i the Board agreed to a request made 
by the late Alderman Walter Worth 
for an appropriation of $5000 for the 
Tercentenary Pageant, with the un- 
derstanding that $15,000 would even- 
tually be appropriated for this pag- 
eant. Subsequently the stock market 
collapsed with the result that hard 
times have been general in this coun- 
try. Thousands of business concerns 
have either failed or are in adverse 
circumstances, hundreds of thousands 
of persons formerly comparatively 
wealthy are now in need, millions of 
working people have been unemploy- 
ed for months and lack the neces- 
saries of life. The Ward 1 aider- 
man stated that he believes in prop- 
erly honoring the memory of the 
founders of this Commonwealth, but 
under existing economic conditions the 
$4000 should be expended to relieve 
suffering in this city and not used as 
an additional appropriation for the 
Tercentenary Celebration. The frugal 
Puritans would not approve of such 
action. 

Alderman Floyd, chairman of the 
Aldermanic Committee assisting in the 
Tercentenary Celebration called atten- 
tion to the fact that ex-Mayor Childs 
had agreed with the Tercentenary 
Committee to recommend an appropri-

PAGEANT PARAGRAPHS 

No. 3 

By RALPH COOLIDGE HENRY 


Editor’s Note: The author of this 
week’s article Is Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Scenery of the Newton Ter- 
centenary Pageant, which will be held 
on the Newton Centre Playground June 
3rd. 4th, and 5th. lie Is a prominent 
Architect, a member of the firm of llfim 
Richmond, successors to Guy Lowell, 
and a member of the Hoston Chapter 
American Institute of Architects. He was 
the architect for the Boston Museum of 
Fine Arts, among other noted structures, 
and has been selected by Mayor Weeks 
as architect of the new South Side Junior 
High School. 

“Let us project our thoughts, in 
imagination, to the middle of next 
June. Among other conversations we 
shall then he apt to hear is the fol- 
lowing. 

"Did you see the Pageant at the 
Newton Centre Playground on June 
3rd, 4th, or 5th?” 

“Yen may be sure I did. It was an 
outstanding success and captivating in 
its beauty throughout." “There is 
nothing more I ai clnating than the nat- 
ural grace aful tlie niiself-oonsoious 
charm of youthful dancers well train- 
ed. und well-costumed. 1 under- 
stand they were nil girls from 
tlie Newton Schools. The book of the 
Pageant was beautifully conceived. I 
had not realized that there was so 
much of dramatic interest and of his 
torlc importance attaching to the be- 
ginnings of our home city. Ned Childs 
made a convincing Moderator. The 
music was appropriately chosen and 
extremely well-rendered.” 

“Among the replies to the above 
question we shall not be apt to bear, 
is,— "No, I had not heard there was 
to bo a Pageant." 

"It is the purpose of this brief 
article to give you some ideu of the 


scheme of the stage settings. It will 
be followed by other articles on other 
phases of our common enterprise. 

“The site chosen for the staging of 
Mr. Drummond’s beautiful Pageant 
was not without great natural charm 
as your Committee on Scenery found 
it. Such modifications and embellish- 
ments as it seemed wise to effect were 
strongly suggested by the existing 
conditions. Here was a natural am- 
phitheatre of generous proportions, 
with the ground sloping gently up- 
ward toward the south, needing only 
adequate seating accommodations and 
such rectification of the greensward 
as would provide a level lawn for the 
foreground stage and a suitable foot- 
ing for the dancers. Here also was a 
beautiful natural brook near which 
grow remarkable groups of ancient 
willows of enormous size and placed 
bv one of nature’s more fortunate ac- 
cidents. in an almost ideal relation- 
ship. to the brook and the general 
setting, to form a monumental out- 
door proscenium, or frame of the stage 
picture The brook larked only a 
sufficient breadth to make it convinc- 
ing and this has been accomplished 
by tlie simple expedient of damming 
its flow at the requisite level. 

“Beyond the brook the raised stage 
has been created through the use of 
grass-decked mounds in tlie forward 
banks of which are embedded natural 
rockeries and live trees grouped as 
the various picture episodes require. 
The background is also of a host of 
natural trees in simulation of the 
early forests of Nouuntuin. ’ere white 
men came to touch its loveliness to 
greater beauty.’ 

"For such luter scenes as bring our 


Pageant within range of living mem- 
ories. the settings are appropriately 
painted upon canvas-covered frames 
introducing only such elements as re- 
quire conventionality in their treat- 
ment if we are to have a fitting back- 
ground of such episodes as the Town 
Meeting, the Grand-father’s scene and 
the final Garden scene. 

"For the Modes and Manners scene 
of the third episode, historically of 
the first half of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. we find the little old red school- 
house at stage-right and the Church 
at stage-left. ’The sentinels which our 
fathers built to guard the freedom 
bought with a great price.’ the setting 
for such stirring events as immediate- 
ly antedate the Civil War. 

“Our effort has been to create a 
scene, or series of scenes, which shall 
reflect that natural, rather than arti- 
ficial. beauty of field and river and 
hill and tree which has always been 
an outstanding and almost unique 
characteristic of this Garden City of 
homes. 

"This is the rich heritage which all 
right-thinking Newton citizens are 
zealous to preserve and this is one 
element to which Mr. Drummond’s 
Pageant gives bold relief, lest we for- 
get "

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In the coming three-cornered contest for the Republican 
nomination for district attorney for Middlesex county, we shall 
support the candidacy of the present first assistant district 
attorney, Warren L. Bishop.

Regardless 
of the merits of the case, and there is much to say in favor 
of the increased exemption, we believe it is no business of 
the assessors to take sides on matters of this sort. Theirs is 
an administrative office — not legislative. Let us merely call 
attention to the fact that an exemption of $1000 twenty years 
ago was of far greater benefit to the tax payer than at the 
present time, due to the decreased value of the dollar. We 
call the attention of our readers to the discussion of this mat- 
ter in our exclusive feature “Under the Gilded Dome.”

The judge ruled that Centre avenue 
extends beyond the bridge to a line 
paralleling t lie south sidewalk on 
Washington street. As a result of this 
ruling, the Street Department lias 
painted a heavy white line with the 
instruction ’STOP” well out on what 
Is ordinarily supposed to be Washing- 
»'i street. This causes cars to stop 
in front of the Engine House and may 
he- productive of accidents. If neces- 
sary. it may in- expedient for the A1 
dermi n to authorize Centre avenue^to 
end at the bridge, so as to legalize the 
STOP sign now on this bridge. And 
the traffic ordinance can be changed 
to instruct autoists to stop their curs 
momentarily on bridges so as to con- 
i'»rm with the through street law.

Silver Hoard Put Away ^ 
by Romani Unearthed 

At Caerleou In Monmouthshire,' 
where, a Roman legionary fortress 
stood to keep the Welsh inarches for 
tho Caesars In tho Third century, ex- 
cavators digging there unearthed some 
Interesting secrets. 

Tlie one that Is the oddest Is that 
of the three centurions of the Second 
Augustan legion whose names, Quin- 
tinus Aqulln, Vlbltis Proculus, and Ylb- 
ius Seveni8, have been newly found. 
One of them must have been a lin rd- 
faced man who had done very well out 
of tho wur (like some men of a later 
day). 

Whether It was hidden by Quintinl- 
us Aquiln or by one of the two named 
Vlhius we mny never know; but be- 
neath the floor of the quarters of one 
of these three centurions was a hoard 
of 280 silver coins. They mny have 
been wrung from the neighboring 
Britons. Perhaps they were part of 
tlie military chest of tlie soldiers. 

Some of tlie companies of the legion 
about that time appear to have been 
given mnrehing orders for the north, 
where they were to take part in tho 
work on Hadrian's wall.

Of more than ordinary interest to 
Newton is Governor Allen’s veto of 
the bill to increase from $1000 to $1,- 
500 the amount of exemption that lo- 
cal assessors may grant on house- 
hold furniture and other personal ef- 
fects. Some weeks ago Chairman Mur- 
phy of the Newton Assessors nnd City 
Solicitor Bartlett, together with leg- 
islators from this city, appeared be- 
fore the Taxation Committee and said 
that an increase in exemption on 
household furniture, etc., would mean 
an annual loss of many thousands to 
this city. A bill was reported by the 
committee, however, increasing the 
exemption from $1000 to $1500 and it 
was passed by both branches. Gov- 
ernor Allen thereupon voted it and 
his veto was sustained by the House 
Inst Tuesday.

Electrons in Atom 

Physicists of today state that there 
Is evidence that all atoms known huve 
in them a certain definite number of 
negative electrons and exactly tlie 
same number of positive electrons.

at ion of $25,000 for the celebration. 
The committeee had made drastic re- 
ductions from the amount originally 
estimated and had brought the total 
to be expended from $25,000 to $19,- 
000. The committee in charge of the 
affair has given freely of their time 
and energy in arranging the many 
details and the appropriation of the 
sum asked for Is reasonable. 

Alderman Mansfield advocated the 
appropriation saying: 

“I think that the programme as out- 
lined here shows very clearly that the 
amounts asked for that constitute this 
$4,000.00 are very reasonable, and It 
seems to me that If we very readily 
appropriate $38,000.00 for street bet- 
terments, and are willing to spend 
$47,000.00 for the correction of a heat- 
ing plant in the High School, that an 
affair of this kind well warrants t lie 
expenditure of an additional $4,000.00. 

“It seems to me that an affair of this 
kind does a great deal to give us an 
idea of good Citizenship. I think this 
$4,000.00 will do a great deal more to 
develop good -citizenship than money 
expended in boilers, street better- 
jnents, etc., which, though necessary, 
will not do ns much to develop the 
ideal of good citizenship." 

A vote was then taken on the ap- 
propriation. Those who voted in fa- 
vor were: Aldermen Bail, Bowen. Col- 
lins. Gallagher, Gordon, Grebenstein, 
Chandler. Floyd. Chase. Mansfield, 
Murray, Jamieson.

Notting- 
ham, Stoneleigh, Colbert, Ellis and 
Wessex roads, Mayflower terrace and 
Larchmont avenue. Among those who 
favored the Larchmont avenue peti- 
tion were John Collaway who stated 
that the street is a mudhole in Spring 
and Fall, and Ira Conant who told of 
water draining onto his land. Arthur 
Burnham of 712 Chestnut street op- 
posed the petition because he believes 
the method of apportioning the ex- 
pense to be unfair. He thinks the 
street is in fairly good shape. Robert 
Nichols of 316 Woodward street also 
protested against being made to pay 
for part of the cost of the improve- 
ment. Daniel Harvey of Wessex road 
oljjected against his land being taken 
to widen this street. 

Upon the favoruble report of the 
Licenses Committee the Board voted 
to grant a common victualler license 
to Alfred Jolly at 1288 Washington 
street. John McLeod was refused a 
common victualler license at 419 Lex- 
ington street on the recommendation 
of the Licenses Committee. Barbara 
Simpson was refused an intelligence 
office license at 2061 Commonwealth 
avenue and Ellen Sullivan was re- 
fused a similar license at 64 Webster 
street because these locations are 
not in business zones. 

Once again the Licenses Committee 
reported adversely on a petition for 
a permit for 10 bowling alleys at 25 
Bacon street, Newton. The petition 
tills time was presented by the New- 
ton Mortgage Company, owners of the 
building. Alderman Hawkins, chair- 
man of the committee stated that a 
permit had been granted in this build- 
ing for an automobile service station 
agaipst the protests of adjoining prop- 
erty owners and the bowling alley was 
opposed by these same owners. 

A permit was denied the Water- 
man Greater Shows who want to op- 
erate a travelling “merry-go-round" 
and Ferris wheel in this city. 

Appropriations made by the Board 
included — salary for night watchman 
at City Home, $450; additional award 
to Riverside Sand & Gravel Company 
for land taken for school purposes, 
$759.71: additional award to James 
Welch for land taken for city hall 
site, $50u; award to Ernest Henley 
for land taken to widen Washington 
street near Beacon street, $429.75; ad- 
ditional award to Joseph Keefe, trus- 
tee, for land taken to widen Water- | 
town street, $250. 

Another additional claim was re- 
ceived from DeChristofaro Brothers 
for work done on the Cold Spring 
drain. This claim is for $18,760. 

Lewis & Valentine Dresented a peti- 
tion to he allowed to use a house, 
barn and land at 1266 Commonwealth 
avenue for a nursery business. Mas- 
ten & Wells ask for a renewal of their 
license to manufacture black gun-pow- 
d'T at Needham treet, Upper Falls. 

Th(? efforts put forth by Alderman 
Temperley the past two years to in- 
duce the Aldermen to take additional 
land for school playground purposes 
at the Emerson School In Upper Falls 
seem to he assured of success. The 
Board voted to order a hearing at 
the May 19 meeting on the muttei of 
taking this land. 


ASKS DAMAGES FROM CITY FOR 
HORSE BITE 


Mrs. K. V. Pinklmm of 66 Goddard 
street, Newton Highlands, has entered 
a claim ngnlnst tho City of Newton 
for $26 to pay for damages to cloth- 
ing belonging to her son. Her letter 
to tlie Board of Aldermen concerning 
the claim reads: 

“On April 25, Inst, my son wns nip- 
ped at by one of the city horses. The 
accident took place at the corner of 
Hartford and Boylston streets, New- 
ton Highlands, near eight o’clock. 

"The horse was brown and was 
hitched to n tip-cart.

Many Republics Before 

That of United States 

Probably the first government which 
enn lie considered republican in form 
wns the ancient Israelltlsh common- 
wealth or republic, which lasted from 
about 1401 B. C. to 1005 R. C. About 
three centuries after this the Greek 
states, of which Athens wns chief, set 
up whnt gradually came to ho demo- 
cratic republics. Ancient Carthage 
nnd Rome were for n short period re- 
publics. During the Middle ages 
ninny of the free cities of Italy and 
Germany set up republics. San 
Marino In Italy Is now t lie oldest ex- 
isting republic, while Switzerland 1ms 
existed ns a republic since 1291. Ac- 
cording to an article in the American 
Cyclopedia, the degree of popular sov- 
ereignty In republics hns varied very 
widely In the past, most of the so- 
called republics having been ruled by 
nn nristocrncy which Jealously guard- 
ed Its own rights hut treated the mul- 
titude ns little better than slnves. 
“Real republican government may be 
said to date from the Americnn Dec- 
laration of Independence, and even in 
the United States the government wns 
largely one of class until about the 
second quarter of the Nineteenth cen- 
tury. when suffrage barriers began to 
break down.” 


Mennonite Colony in 

America in Year 1662 

Mennonites first appeared in Amer- 
ica about Ififi’J, when a baud of 24, 
led by Pieter Cornelius Plockhoy, or- 
ganized a settlement, but It was not 
until a century Inter that the cult be- 
came firmly established. 

The settlement, which wns one of 
the early plans for the occupation of 
the Delawnre by any of the European 
sectarians, did not Inst. Plockhoy, 
with his 24 followers, made a con- 
tract with the Burgomeisters nnd 
Regents of Amsterdam, for the found- 
ing of a colony “In any part of the 
district of this Colonie wherever It 
may please to lie, us they shall he 
willing to cultivate and pasture.” 

After adopting various rules and 
regulations, the colony was broken up 
by the English under Sir Robert Carr 
in 1064. nnd nothing whatever is 
known of the fate of members of the 
colony. It is stated that Plockhoy, the 
lender, and his wife, arrived nt Ger- 
mantown in 1094, after hawing wan- 
dered in the wilderness for SO years, 
nnd were given a home by the Men- 
nonites at that place.

Moonlight at the Pole* 

The Naval observatory says that at 
either pole tiie moon is above tlie ho- 
rizon continuously for about two 
weeks, nnd then below the horizon con- 
tinuously for about two weeks. At tlie 
Arctic nnd Antarctic circles there are 
some years when for a few days In 
encli month the moon does not set, 
and a few days when It does not rise; 
otherwise nt these circles it rises nnd 
sets daily. In tlie polar regions, dur- 
ing the winter months, the moon Is 
generally above the horizon when It 
is full nnd below tlie horizon when it 
is new, nnd tlie reverse is the case 
during the summer months. 


Fuel for Smoking Meat 

The Department of Agriculture says 
that tlie best fuel for smoking meat is 
green hickory or maple wood smoth- 
ered with sawdust of tlie same ma- 
terial. Hard wood of nny kind is pref- 
erable to soft wood. Resinous woods 
should not bo used, as they may give 
a bad flavor to tiie meat. Corncobs 
nre a good substitute for hard wood. 
Juniper berries or fragrant woods may 
be added to the fire to flavor tiie meat. 
Tlie fire should he kept burning slow- 
ly, keeping tiie temperature between 
70 and 90 degrees.

of workers to lose their jobs. 

Some of the persons who take the 
less cheerful view of present affairs 
contend that millions of persons must 
• ventually change from urban to rural 
life, cultivate a few acres to obtain 
i<»d enough on which to exist. This 
mode of living certainly does not ap- 
ical to most of the millions who are 
accustomed to the conveniences of city 
life. Others believe that the remedy 
will lie to work but six hours a day 
and live days a week.

RADIO CABINETS MADE BY 
SPECIAL PROCESS 

Considerable advancement is being 
made in tlie combining of the art of 
cabinet making with the manufacture 
of radio receivers. A decade ago when 
sets were cumbered with many knob 
controls it was practically impossible 
to make a receiver Unit would ho an 
acceptable piece of furniture. Tlie 
Stromberg-Carlsou Company, through 
the "Kurvart" process, is now making 
cabinets with the appearance of deli- 
cute and expensive hand carving 
without the expense that actual hum! 
carving would involve. In the “Knr- 
vart" process tlie wood is subjected 
to grout pressure and heat in a steel 
mold with a resultant perfect design. 
Ii is often found nearly impossible to 
tell tlie original hand curving from 
a duplication in "Kurvart.’’ Tlie use 
of wood rather than metal gives an 
iinpearance of warmth and depth to 
tli*» set. Wood construction also per- 
mits the use of finishing stains that 
irtvo pleasing contrasts and natural 
wood shadings. 



INTERESTING HISTORY 


To the Editor of the Newton Graphic: 

Built in the middle of the past cen- 
tury to serve as an elementary and 
South Side high school the frame 
building (commonly known us Crane’s 
Shop) located on Rogers street, and 
extending toward Crystal Lake. New- 
ton Centre will end Its span of varied 
usefulness us an auto repair shop. 

The demolition of the old shop will 
give an adequate approach and setting 
to the bathhouse now building on 
Crystal Lake shore. 

The structure originally stood in the 
Mason school yard, Newton Centre, 
about across from the present Meth- 
odist Church on Langley road. It was 
erected, I am told in 1852 for the pur- 
pose of serving tlie youth of tlie South 
side and adjacent sections of Newton 
as an elementary and high school. 
Accommodations were afforded for 
about 100. Pupils attended the school 
from the Mount Ida and Waverley 
avenue sections of Newton, among 
whom was the late Mayor Henry E. 
Cobh. Enrolled upon the records of 
the school at that time were such 
names as Smith, Bracket, Ward, Wood, 
Kingsbury, Rice and Loving — and 
many of the youth bearing them in 
i lie days of '61-65 drilled upon the 
training common in front of tlie pres- 
ent Rice School prior to going into 
the Civil War. 

The coming of more peaceful days, 
coupled with Newton’s growth, found 
the building too small to house the 
spreading circle of youth, besides a 
central high school in Newtonville of 
growing importance made it advisable 
to merge tlie then Higli School at 
West Newton and the South Side Higli 
School. 

Somewhere about the year 1870 the 
building was sold to the late Moses 
G. Crane and moved by him to its 
present site in Newton Highlands, 
after another and much larger edifice 
l.ad been erected to serve Newton 
Centre. Tlie west shore of Crystal 
Lake was then graced with spreading 
Chestnut trees, youths disrobed under 
them — and there being few houses — 
often disported themselves in the pop- 
ular bare skin bathing trunks. 

Mr. Crane fitted up the building for 
the use of the Gamewell Fire Alarm 
Company of which he was a leading 
figure. Unlike tlie present day own- 
ers of mills and shops who operate an 
industry in one town and live miles 
away from its activities. Mr. Crane 
lived but a few hundred feet from 
his shop. Its operators and their wel- 
fare were of lively concern to him. 
The Gamewell shop in 1892 — having 
grown witli the years — built a larger 
plant at Newton Upper Falls, and 
tlie old school building was for the 
time without a tenant. But not for 
long. A son of Mr. Crane, who was 
gifted with some of his sire's inven- 
tive genius, for a period conducted 
chemical research within its walls 
which led him into the realms of 
photography; later other men mechan- 
ically inclined busied themselves 
about tlie premises; one firm made 
for awhile a sort of portable automo- 
bile turn-table, useful in jockeying 
autos about in a crowded garage 
(such a contrivance might well be 
given new life and help serve some 
of the jams sometimes occurring in 
parking areas); a friction cone maker 
used tlie building for a number of 
years previous to the present auto 
repair shop, which activities in a week 
or two will probably be transferred to 
a building on Needham street. 

It has been believed generally by 
residents in the Crystal Lake neigh- 
borhood that the one-time building 
would sometime he razed — that day 
has arrived. One however, may haz- 
ard the guess that perhaps no struc- 
ture in the Garden City has had a 
more extensive, or more varied period 
of usefulness than this wooden build- 
ing which was opened as a school- 
house and goes out of life as a hos- 
pital for revivifying ailing autos.

KEEP NEWTON CLEAN 

To the Editor: 

I am reminded of tlie generous offer 
of the City to take all sorts of refuse 
the following week in an effort to 
make Newton a clean City. This is 
very commendable and should be 
taken seriously by all the citizens. 
The question that occurs to one’s mind 
is what will the City men do with all 
this refuse. One would presume the 
obvious would lie to the "DUMPS.” 

Now “DUMPS” are one of the house- 
keeping problems of any City and 
need especial care to keep such from 
tlie public gaze. Several years ago it 
was the order that all the ashes and 
tlie other refuse such as paper and 
burnable material be kept in separate 
receptacles. This order now stands. 
I believe, and tlie citizens are doing 
the separation failthfully. But what 
is the observation of the traveller? 
They are mixed together in the same 
common dump with the result that 
fires and other nuisances pervade the 
atmosphere. I presume that origin- 
ally it was intended that the papers 
and such should he kept separate and 
haled for sale. Possibly this did not 
pay the City thus the change to the 
common dump. 

The approaches to the City are not 
only over tlie highways hut on tlie 
railroads and any entrance over the 
railroad lines should be as sightly ns 
over a highway; any dumps near a 
railroad should lie covered and taken 
in hand that all unsightly impressions 
would he removed. 

Several years ago I remember trav- 
elling in England and noticed the 
pleasant buck yards of the people, not 
a dump on the line, for the stranger 
to see. The gardens ami what we 
would call buck yards were very pret- 
ty with the cure that was put into 
them by the individuals. 

A railroad can keep its own proper- 
ty in order but the traveler’s eye ii#es 
not only see tlie right of way of tracks 
hut beyond. It is tlie beyond thut is 
offensive. 

I wonder If tlie good offices of the 
City can be extended to the dumps as

NEWTON CENTRE IMPROVEMENT 
ASSOCIATION 


The annual meeting of tlie Newton 
Centre Improvement Association was 
held on Wednesday, April 23rd in the 
Newton Centre Library building. The 
following report of the secretary in- 
dicates the value and service this or- 
ganization is rendering that section 
of the city: 

“The Newton Ceutre Improvement 
Association was first started in 1852 
as tlie Newton Ceutre Tree Club, and 
in 1S79 it adopted its present name. 
This season is the seventy-eighth year 
of its activity here in Newton Centre. 
I is said to he the oldest association 
of its kind in the country. During 
all these years its object has been to 
beautify and make more convenient 
our Village for the home-dwellers in 
our locality. 

"During the past season our Associ- 
ation continued with these objects in 
view. This year it has contributed 
$100 for the layiug out of a lovely 
spot in the rear of the Library Build- 
ing where we are now holding this 
meeting, which project has been car- 
ried through by the Garden Club. The 
triangle at the corner of Institution 
avenue and Union street has been re- 
planted and graded by the City fol- 
lowing onr earnest request. We are 
giving our co-operation to the Tercen- 
tenary Committee in its endeavor to 
lean up and make more attractive 
our City during its Anniversary year, 
and to provide a fitting pageant next 
June to commemorate the three hun- 
dred years of Massachusetts' exist- 
ence. 

"One of tlie most gratifying results 
of our year’s work is the purchase by 
tlie City of the 10Lj acre tract in the 
Thompsonville District for playground 
purposes. Tlie idea of this playground 
originated in our Association and 
when the tract is laid out It will be 
a worthy addition to our playground 
sytem. 

"Also from a practical point of view 
our Association is watching the rapid 
growth of this side of our City. The 
Public dump on Warren street, which 
by reason of smoke and dirt luis so 
annoyed the residents over a large 
area is now no longer a decided iiuis- 
ence. This is due entirely to our 
recent petition of protest sent to the 
City Hall, signed by over two hundred 
residents. The dump is now fenced 
in. has a watchman iu charge, and 
only tlie City is allowed to dump ref- 
use. The result so far has been a 
gratifying absence of fires, smoke, uml 
offensive odors. The iucreuse iu the 
amount of our water hills has been 
brought to the uttentiou of our Mayor, 
and he has given the matter careful 
consideration. Also a project to re- 
lieve cougeatlou on Union street op- 
posite the Boston and Albany Ruilroud 
Stutiou is under way, mud Is receiving 


the attention of our Aldermen. The 
result will probably be that the street 
will be widened through a change in 
the street line, making this highway 
more passable and convenient. 

"It is fitting that I here express a 
word of deep regret shared by every 
member of the Association at the 
death this year of Walter E. C. Worth. 
We greatly miss his genial spirit and 
the untiring work which he so freely 
gave our organization. 

"Doubtless many problems are 
ahead for our Association; the ever 
present traffic problem, for instance. 
We look forward with assurance and 
believe that the effective work of our 
Association will continue in the fu- 
ture as it has during the past seventy- 
eight years."

The Mather Class 

L_==== 

I’rof. Klrtley F. Mather spoke on 
"Modern Translations" Inst Sundny 
morning at the regular weekly meet- 
ing of the Mather Class at t he New- 
ton Centre Woman's Club House. 

This was the eighth lecture in the 
series on Biblical Scholarship. In the 
preceding talks on this subject Prof. 
Mather has taken up the history of 
Biblical literature, and now he has 
reached the various modern transla- 
tions of the Scriptures. When he un- 
dertook to find out wlint has been 
done in this line, he was amazed to 
find more than five times as many 
modern translations as he supposed 
there were. He brought a very few 
samples to show the class. 

The Twentieth Century translation 
of the New’Testament is about fifteen 
years old. 

James Moffett made a translation. 

The Riverside edition of the New 
Testament by Valentine is in such u 
form that it looks like a novel. 

Weymouth’s attempt to do some- 
thing or other with the New Testa- 
ment is not a translation at all. It is 
a paraphrase. 

Mrs. Montgomery did the Century 
translation. She is a notable scholar 
and one of the few women intellectual- 
ly qualified to do difficult translation 
work. This edition is cut up into 
sections, with chapter heading and 
half-titles. 

At the University of Chicago. Dr. 
Goodspeed translated the New Testa- 
ment into American English. This 
makes Goodspeed more readable to 
Americans that Moffett, who trans- 
lated the Bible into Scotch English. 
There is quite a difference. Dr. Good- 
speed’s associates, under the leader 
ship of J. M. B. Smith, collaborated 
to get out a translation of the Old 
Testament. 

The question is sometimes asked, 
why anybody should think it worth 
while to translate the Bible all over 
again. What is the matter with the 
magnificent work of the past? Why 
not leave good enough alone? Further- 
more, many people have learned parts 
of the King James version in their 
childhood and have not the slightest 
notion of changing just because some- 
body calls himself a scholar and prints 
a new version. 

Modern researchers have dug up a 
lot of manuscripts, which were un- 
known to the King James translators. 
Many of these manuscripts have noth- 
ing at all to do with the Bible, but 
they are thought to throw a more or 
less light on the customs and habits 
of Biblical times and particularly on 
the language that was prevalent 
among the common people. 

The scholars of King James’ time 
knew the classical Greek of Homer 
perfectly, but Prof. Mather does not 
think that they were so well posted 
on common, ordinary, Greek, and the 
New Testament was written in com- 
mon Greek, not classical Greek. 

Prof. Mather gave no facts or any- 
thing else to substantiate his assump- 
tion that the King James experts over- 
looked this distinction and went right 
ahead and translated what was not 
classical Greek just as if it were the 
classical Greek with which they were 
thoroughly familiar. How did it hap- 
pen that those learned scholars did 
not know common Greek when they 
saw it? And if they really had been 
as ignorant as Prof. Mather thinks 
they were, why didn’t they hustle 
’round and find out about it before 
trying to translate it? Prof. Mather 
most significantly sidesteps this prob- 
lem and talks about something else. 

There are some dignified, high- 
sounding phrases in the Bible that 
look ns if they have a religious mean- 
ing. Modern investigators try to make 
out that these expressions menu noth- 
ing more than our phrase, “very sin- 
cerely yours,” on the end of a letter. 
The way they go about it is like this. 
They dig »>ut of the waste baskets and 
ash heaps of antiquity a conglomera- 
tion of common, ordinary letters, writ- 
ten by people of no consequence what- 
ever. They then hunt diligently until 
they find a chance word or two that 
looks enough like something in the 
Bible so that they can claim that that 
sheds some light on a similar word or 
phrase as used by Paul, one of the 
most intellectual men of all time. Prof. 
Mather read one letter from a wife 
bawling out her husband for not send- 
ing home enough money. Another let- 
ter was from a spoiled school boy in a 
tantrum, showing how saucy and im- 
pudent lie could be to his father, who 
evidently was intending to go some- 
where without taking the boy along. 
Both letters show unthinking, uncon- 
trolled, irresponsible emotionnlism. ex- 
pressed in extremely common lang- 
uage. It Is material of that sordid 
type that so-called modern scholars 
use in their attempt to make clear 
the Word of God. The measure of 
their success is dramatically illus- 
trated by Prof. Mather’s complete ig- 
norance of the existence of the great 
majority of these "modern transla- 
tions." until he made an intensive 
search to dig them out of obscurity. 
Very few people outside the ministry 
and the theological institutions know 
ns much about these matters as Prof. 
Mather, and he knew nothing of many 
of them. 

The English lnngunge is, of course, 
always changing. Occasionally mean- 
ings of words change so that explana- 
tions are in order as century follows 
century. The King James version 
has a marvelous rhythm and beauty 
nml sense of high value. As a trans- 
lation it is extraordinarily accurate 
and gives the meaning of the author 
with great care. 

In Psalms 119:147 the King James 
version says, "I prevented the dnwn- 
ing of the morning, and cried: 1 hoped 
in thy word." Prof. Mather said that 
this means. "I got up before sunrise 
and prayed to God.” The verb "pre- 
vent” was used 300 years ago to sig- 
nify "anticipate” or "precede.” There 
are 170 verses in this Psalm, and a 
perfectly clear explanation of each one 
of them would be quite an undertak- 
ing. 

Prof Mather gave one cautionary 
hit of advice. Care should he used to 
watch for individual theological pref- 
erences, which are almost sure to 
creep into a translation made entirely 
by one person or group of congenial

spirits. It is practically inevitable 
that any one person must color his 
translation with his own ideas. This 
should of course lie discounted. Valen- 
tine’s personal theology shows up fre- 
quently in his translation. Too many 
diverse minds were concerned with 
the King James version to let in 
this particular error. 

Much of the Bible was written or- 
iginally not primarily or exclusively 
as theology but because of a local and 
temporary demand and for particular 
and specific purposes. 

In Paul's exhortation to think of 
whatsoever things are lovely he was 
trying to harmonize the discordant 
elements of a particular church. The 
members were bickering and having a 
terrible time. Paul wanted them to 
get along together in harmony so 
he told them to think of the good in 
their fellow members. 

The Hebrews had a sacred word. 
"Jahveli," for God. The word "Elo- 
him," was more commonly used. Only 
the consonants appeared in early He- 
brew. The English in the 1 4 1 Ii cen- 
tury. took the consonants of the He- 
brew "Jahveli" and distributed the 
vowels of "Elohim" and got "Jehovih,” 
which became very easily our familiar 
“Jehovah.” 

We rend the Bible today for ideas, 
not as mental gymnastics, and we 
need all possible help in getting at the 
ideas concealed in difficult language.

A report published by Mr. Freder- 
ick H. Eckor, president of the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company, con- 
cerning 19,000,000 Industrial policy 
holders in the United States and 
Canada, shows that workers are liv- 
ing longer than they used to. 

Thnnks to science and prosperity, 
the denth rate among wage enrners 
has diminished. Mr. Ecker's statisti- 
cal bureau shows a new low death 
rate of 9.4 per 1,000 during March. 

More adults that live, fewer babies 
that die, is a good programme. 

If big figures fascinate you, read 
about an extraordinary bridge game, 
thoroughly authenticated, in which 
the man of Glastonbury, England, 
held a hand. 

Each partner had thirteen cards of 
the same suit. 

The man with 13 spades made a 
big slam. Mathematicians say the 
chances against such an occurrence 
are two thousand two hundred and 
thirty-five million trillion to one. 

The British trillion is a million mul- 
tiplied by a million multiplied hy a 
million. 

With us it is only a million multi- 
plied by a thousand multiplied by a 
thousand. 


Britain has a now worry in India — 
fear of treachery among native troops. 

Only a few British are In India, less 
than the population of a small Amer- 
ican city, among 300,000,000 Hindus. 

To what extent native troops and 
police can be relied on. in view of 
intense national feeling. Is a serious 
question. 

The British are shifting native 
troops, official reports referring to 
“unsatisfactory conduc t," which 
means that natives would not obey 
orders to shoot their own people. 

Cost of travel by air and rail be- 
tween New York and the Southwest 
Is reduced to less than regular rail- 
road and Pullman car travel. 

Flying from New York to Dallas, 
Texas, or Oklahoma City, you save 
$6.24 in cash, 18 hours in time. 

And these cuts are made by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad itself.

Archeologists, according to the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency, have dis- 
covered ancient Sodom nnd Gomor- 
rah, buried in the ashes of a fire that 
destroyed, and punished wickedness 
with fire and brimstone.

Throughout 
the week, activities will be open for 
parents and friends to visit. No spe- 
cial programs are planned because it 
is the wish of the Community Centre 
that the public should see what goes 
on regularly from week to week. 

If one is particularly interested in 
children’s groups, club activities for 
boys and girls are carried on at the 
Portable Club House, Eden Avenue 
Playground, every day but Wednes- 
day, after school hours.

The Moulton Club will entertain the 
members of the Newaba Club and oth- 
er friends at the Library, Monday 
night, May 12. The Moulton and the 
Wenecocomo Clubs are two of the 
adult groups meeting at the Communi- 
ty Centre. 

Although the Pre-School Kindergar- 
ten will be open the entire week for 
visitors, Friday morninV May 16. is 
to be designated as Pre-School Kinder- 
garten Day. The kindergarten is con- 
ducted at the Memorial Library in 
West Newton for boys and girls just 
under school age. How much can be 
accomplished with these little tots 
may be readily seen on a visit to the 
Library Friday morning. 

The big day of the week, as far as 
the children are concerned, will be 
Saturday, May 17, when Play Day will 
be held on the Eden Avenue Play- 
ground. Games, Races, a May Pole 
dance, and special Folk Dance num- 
bers will complete the program. 

A great many people may not know 
that there is a Community Centre in 
West Newton.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 

Although the daily average for the 
month of April was 165.40 as com- 
pared with 174.67 for the month of 
February, the largest so far this year, 
the actual number of patients admit- 
ted to the hospital for April was 415. 
larger by 53 than any previous month 
this year. 12S patients were admit- 
ted for x-ray and as out-patients. The 
largest, number for any 24 hours was 
193, and the smallest was 127. Ten 
patients were admitted to the conta- 
gious department, the largest number 
this year. 57 babies were born, 31 
boys and 26 girls. The number of 
operations performed during the 
month was 210, exceeding by 68 any 
previous month in 1930. 77 of these 

were major. 37 minor, and 96 nose 
and throat operations. There were 
262 entries to the x-ray department. 
700 visits were made to the out-pa- 
tient department, and 70 calls were 
made by the social worker. 22 pa- 
tients were transported by the social 
service car, and 1 by a volunteer 
car. 

During the week ending May 3rd 
there were 166 patients in the hospi- 
tal. Of this number 71 paid as much 
as cost of care, or more. 47 paid less 
than cost of care, and 38, including 
babies were treated free of charge. 
19 babies were born during the week, 
7 girls and 12 boys. 142 patients were 
treated in the out-patient, and 3 in the 
eye clinic. 20 accident cases were 
admitted to the accident ward. 16 
calls were made by the social worker, 
and 5 patients transported by the so- 
cial service car. 

Of tlie 20 accident cases admitted 
II were automobile accident cases. 
Seven of these were men: One with 
a laceration of his wrist caused when 
the car in which he was riding struck 
a tree, one with a question of frac- 
tures caused when he fell out of the 
door of a car, one with a deep lacera- 
tion of the palm of Ids hand caused 
when the car in which he was riding 
overturned, one with a scratch on his 
forehead caused when his car struck 
a pole and overturned, one with lac- 
erations, one wifh bruises and abra- 
sions, and one with a laceration of 
his scalp caused when his machine 
struck a tree. Three of these were 
women: One with a fractured skull 
received when she was struck by a 
car while crossing the street, one with 
bruises and abrasions received in an 
auto accident, and one with a lacera- 
tion of her knee. One boy was treat- 
ed for a fractured hip hone caused 
when the cart in which he was riding 
was struck by an automobile. One 
man was t routed for a fractured leg 
caused when he fell while running, 
one for a laceration over his eye 
caused by a baseball bat, one for a 
laceration of his forehead caused 
when someone pushed a door into him. 
one for a laceration of the skin and 
muscle of his upper arm caused by 
broken glass, and one for a laceration 
over his eyebrow caused while chop- 
ping wood. Two women were treated: 
One for a fractured leg. and one for a 
fractured wrist caused when she fell 
down while walking. One boy was 
treated for a laceration of his fore- 
head caused when he was struck by 
a golf club. A girl was treated for 
a laceration of her arm caused when 
she fell from a .wire fence which she 
was climbing.

With all the inventions to save time 
and trouble as well as many large and 
trifling annoyances there is still one 
thing that needs the attention of a 
genius.

A timid 
person hesitates to walk into a store 
and ask that the clerk change the 
quarter into nickels. Of course if one 
is known as a regular patron that 
makes a difference. But. rather than 
brave the scornful look of a clerk 
with whom he has never, many a man 
will buy a stick of gum or something 
for the sake of having a nickel handy.

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who must spend several minutes get- 
ting one. thus delaying his call. The 
second is the clerk or proprietor who 
must suspend waiting on profitable 
trade merely to be obliging and there- 
by lose both time and money. The 
third, in my modest opinion, Is the 
telephone company which would get 
more business if it could manage to 
get more nickels in circulation. 


A popular lament among those who 
enjoy the theatre is the apparent de- 
cline of interest in the so-called legit- 
imate stage. Some of the largest thea- 
tres in Boston, seldom if ever used 
for screen productions, were closed 
for weeks at a time during the height 
of the theatrical season now drawing 
to a close. "The show business is shot 
to pieces", theatrical people, review- 
ers and playgoers agree. “The talkies 
are getting all the business”. 

Managers explain that their troubles 
are due to their Inability to determine 
“what the public wants". They de- 
plore the fact that the best actors in 
the country were secured to perform 
the best plays available and that peo- 
ple will not attend. Some shows make 
a hit and achieve a comparatively 
long run. but this is the exception 
rather than the rule. 

It is not fair to criticise the “talk- 
ies" when you consider what you get 
for your money. The outlay on the 
average screen production would 
appall the ordinary investor. Set- 
tings are arranged at tremendous 
cost, a group of high-salaried players, 
musicians, etc., are engaged and then 
comes the enormous cost of making 
the picture. All this you are given 
for a price that ranges anywhere 
from 25 cents to $1, with some ex- 
ceptions that run to $1.50 top. 

Now these performances, if not 
continuous, are started on time and 
run through a lengthy program with- 
out interruption. But what often hap- 
pens at the old-fashioned theatre? You 
are fortunate if you can get good seats 
for $3 each. The hour for beginning 
is announced as 8:15 p. m. It is more 
often 8.40 before the curtain rings up. 
There are long waits between the acts 
and the final curtain is down about 
10.30. If the show is longer the price 
of tickets is higher. 

It seems to me a simple problem 
that confronts the legitimate producer, 
so called. He asks too much money 
for what he gives. People do not like 
to sit around for a half-hour or so, 
waiting for the curtain to rise, neither 
do they like to pay so much money 
for seats. After all, entertainment is 
entertainment with the majority. 
Those who compose discriminating 
audiences, who look for the “finer 
things” in the theatre, will spend 
their money for what they consider 
the very best shows. But they are 
not the backbone of theatre patron- 
age. The stage is all right, but it 
Is not handled as it should he. It is 
not made attractive to the masses as 
far as the cost of tLckets are concern* 
eo. The '‘talkies” give a lot for your 
money. On the other hand the thea- 
tre with stage plays, unless a popular- 
priced house, expects something it has 
not the right to receive and that is 
the long end of an unfair business 
proposition.

lias the same effect on those of today 
as it did on their fathers and grand- 
fathers. When unaccompanied almost 
anybody has to summon reserve 
bravery to meet the night gloom. 
Young and old must be careful not 
to let it get on their nerves. We all 
understand the feeling. 

Now here's something that I've dis- 
covered which in a way upsets this 
theory. Courage, in a certain definite 
form, will come with darkness. Let 
me explain first that I am not referring 
to the individual but to the human 
race when a group of its members, 
large or small, is assembled for social 
purposes. The precise thought I have 
in mind is the way people flinch in 
the brightest kind of light from sing- 
ing. You know the kind of occasion — 
a good supper has been enjoyed and 
then a ".community sing" is in order. 
Printed sheets with the choruses of 
old and fairly recent popular songs 
are handed out and a leader an- 
nounces, “Turn to number 21”. With 
that the pianist starts off and there 
is a chorus. Oftimes it is feeble and 
the singers have to he urged repeated- 
ly by the leader to lift their voices. 
"Now, don’t he afraid", he urges, “let 
everybody join". 

Not until the other night did I learn 
how one director got more music or 
melody or volume out of his chorus. 
Instead of passing copies of the words 
around he had prepared a series of 
lantern slides. The good old stereop- 
ticon. which I had not seen for a 
long time, was brought into use. 
There had been a splendid supper and 
all hands were in excellent spirits. 
The lights were suddenly extinguish- 
ed. except those over the “exit" signs 
and above the music rack of the piano. 
On the screen was flashed the words 
of the chorus of “The Sidewalks of 
New York ”. The musical attack as 
engineered by the pianist was direct 
and sharp. There was a challenge for 
everyone to do his best. 

The effect of darkness on the sing- 
ers was remarkable. A lot of people, 
who in the brilliance of the best Edi- 
son current would have kept their 
mouths shut, immediately became 
vocalists of power. As long as nobody 
could see them they were ready to ex- 
ercise their vocal resources to the 
full. The leader had an easy time of 
it. Everybody, save one or two who 
were suffering from throat trouble, 
was ready to raise the roof.. The only 
way to stop them would have been to 
turn on the lights. But nobody did 
until the singing was all over. As 
far as I can see the moral is: Any- 
body can be a John McCormack or a 
Mary Garden under the cloak of 
darkness. 


From personal observation I am 
convinced that physicians are modest. 
Therefore, failure in past years to 
pay them deserved tribute such as the 
“old family doctor" has received of 
late from State and city officials, 
newspapers and others, may have been 
due to their own reluctance at step- 
ping before the camera. They are 
now getting it plenty and all the 
praise bestowed is more than well de- 
served. 

The only thing that I don’t quite 
understand is why a doctor must be- 
come an nonogenurian or at least an 
octogenarian or approaching that 
stage, before the public shows its ap- 
preciation. However, as long as some 
sign of gratitude has appeared I sup- 
pose the entire profession may shar 
in the glory. At least, they are en- 
titled to and I hope that they may. 

We have heard how the doctor in 
a rural community has been forced to 
drive miles and miles at all hours of 
the day and night and in all kinds 
of weather to administer to the sick 
and dying. The same thing applies to 
those in cities, whose opportunities 
for larger fees and hospital work 
perhaps have added to their success, 
As far as I have been able to learn 
one ol' the hardest things a doctor in 
the country and the city, too, has to 
do in connection with his practice is 
to collect the money due him for serv- 
ices. A movement now to encourage 
tin* payment of doctor's bills would 
probably be as satisfactory to the 
medical profession as anything. If 
as much consideration was given old 
doctors' hills as lias been accorded 
old doctors I think there would be 
enough enthusiasm as to make it a 
part of the tercentenary celebration. 

Where the public has benefited 
from tlie activities of the medical pro- 
fession has been a doctor’s devotion 
to his labors. Let him get interested 
in a complicated case and he is quite 
as apt to forget the matter of a fee 
as are some of ills patients. Progress 
lias been marked, due to all forms of 
research, specializing, etc. with the 
result t hat we know more ways to 
keep well and deprive the doctor of 
fee than we ever did. He is applying 
himself all the time to preventive 
methods which, of course, is giving 
tin* public a big break. 

Many of the best friends I possess 
are doctors. As much as I like t heir 
company I prefer to meet them when 
l am fully dressed and in a neutral 
place lather than when they approach 
me witli a stethoscope and u clinical 
thermometer. But how good it is 
to see them when you are obliged to, 
and how welcome their reassurance 
and cheering words. I’m for giving 
them an annual recognition in what- 
ever form they prefer Instead of put

HAS AUTO LICENSE SUSPENDED 


Charles J. Baima of Nonantum had 
his license suspended Wednesday by 
George A. Parker, registrar of motor 
vehicles. Raima was teaching An- 
tonio Shawsheen of Boston to drive a 
car. Shawsheen, driving in a thickly 
settled and heavily travelled district, 
lost control of the car which went on- 
to the sidewalk at the corner of Mass- 
achusetts and Harrison avenues, Bos- 
ton. and ran over Walter Hill and his 
two small children, causing serious in- 
juries to them. Registrar Parker is- 
sued this warning: 

There have been several accidents 
recently in this state of this same 
kind, in which a licensed operator 
has permitted an unlicensed friend 
at the wheel to lose control of the 
car and cause serious injury both to 
other motorists and to pedestrians. 
Apparently many operators do not 
realize the heavy responsibility which 
they assume when they permit an in- 
experienced and unlicensed person to 
drive under their charge. 

This action in the case of Baima 
and Shawsheen is taken to warn all 
our Massachusetts motorists that, so 
far as the office of the registrar is 
concerned, those who fail to recog- 
nize that responsibility will be pen- 
alized to the fullest extent of the 
law and will be taken off the high- 
ways. No operator should undertake 
to tench an inexperienced, unlicensed 
person to drive or permit another 
to drive under his supervision without 
being absolutely certain that he can 
control the car and stop it. if neces- 
sary. in order to prevent an accident. 

Shawsheen’s right to operate a car 
was revoked. Registrar Parker’s ac- 
tion should serve to discourage per- 
sons from using heavily travelled 
streets as places to teach inexperi- 
enced drivers.

The large brick stable on Auburn 
dale avenue, West Newton, used by 
the Street Department of the City of 
Newton was the scene of a serious fire 
last Friday night which seriously dam 
aged the building and caused the 
deaths of seven horses. Six of the 
animals were burned and the seventh 
had to be shot after it had been struck 
by an automobile. The fire was dis 
covered at 10:35 p. m. by Leonard Far- 
rell of Crescent street. Waltham. Far- 
rell was changing a tire on his car, 
which was parked on Auburndale ave 
nue when he noticed flames In the up- 
per windows of the barn. He ran to 
fire alarm box, sounded an alarm 
and then hastened back to the stable 
where he informed Michael McCarthy, 
the watchman, of the blaze. McCar- 
thy managed to release eleven of the 
seventeen horses in the stable, being 
assisted by Joseph Whelan of West 
Newton. The terrified animals gallop- 
ed across fields to River street, con- 
tinuing on to Star road. William street 
and other sections of that neighbor- 
hood. One of the animals collided 
with an automobile operated by Al- 
fred Church of 59 Judkins street, 
Newtonville. Church was told by a 
young man who seized the horse, that 
the animal was not injured, and pro- 
ceeded on his way. The horse, how- 
ever, had a leg broken and was shot 
about 30 minutes later by Dr. Bou- 
telle. The next day, Church conferred 
with Inspector Shaughnessy of the po- 
lice and agreed to pay $250 to the city 
for the loss of the horse. 

Daniel Cronin of Sheridan street 
suffered an injury to his left leg while 
leading the horse which was injured. 
He was treated by Dr. Fred Lowe. 

When Deputy Chief Boothby arrived 
at the fire, he ordered a second alarm 
sounded. In addition to extra New- 
ton apparatus, this alarm brought as- 
sistance from Waltham. Hoseinen Ed- 
ward Keegan and Frank Babbin of the 
Newton Fire Department were slightly 
injured when a ladder on which they 
were standing broke, hurling them to 
the ground. They were taken to the 
Newton Hospital for treatment. 

A conference was held by City Of- 
ficials Monday to determine the cause 
of the fire. Michael McCarthy, the 
watchman on duty was commended by 
Chief Randlett for his work in saving 
the eleven horses from the blaze. 
Questioned by the chief. McCarthy 
stated that during the night he had 
gone out to place detour signs on 
streets but had be^u iu the building 
for some time befbre hlja/p was dis- 
covered and was making out report 
slips. McCarthy, in answer to a ques- 
tion by Chief Randlett stated that he 
had not been smoking prior to the fire 
and whenever he did smoke it was 
near the outer door and never near 
where any of the hay was stored. Mc- 
Carthy stated that he had seen no one 
in the stable that night except one 
man who had departed long before 
the blaze started and who had not 
been near the box stall, in the vicinity 
of which the fire commenced. Ac- 
cording to the investigation, the blaze 
started in. or near this stall, worked 
up through the hay chute and ignited 
the hay in the loft, causing the blaze 
to spread rapidly. 

Chief Randlett was of the opinion 
that fire was started either by some 
one smoking, or by some person who 
entered the building without the 
watchman's knowledge and set the 
blaze. 

The loss on the building Vas esti- 
mated by Buildings Commissioner 
Chadwick at about $20,000. The seven 
horses destroyed were valued at $350 
each. The building was not insured.

Census Returns 

Show Big Gain Here 

Garden City Has Population Of 
Over Off, OOO 


Based on the figures of the recent 
United States Census, Newton’s pres- 
ent population is 65,295, an increase 
of nearly 20,000 persons since the last 
federal enumeration, according to of 
fleial preliminary announcement made 
today by Joseph J. Murray of New- 
ton, supervisor of the 9th Massachu- 
setts district. 

The figures show an increase of ap- 
proximately 42 per cent, in the city’s 
population since 1920 when the popu 
lation was 46,054. The principal 
growth of the city is on the South 
side, in Newton Centre, Newton High- 
lands. and the Waban districts of 
Newton, and is caused by the popu 
larity of the “Garden City” as a resi- 
dential community. Some increase 
was expected, but the percentage of 
growth, the largest in 50 years, was 
a surprise to city officials. The fig- 
ures for the 1910 census were 39.806, 
and for 1900 the figures were 33,587, so 
that the city population has almost 
doubled since the beginning of the 
century. 

Supervisor Murray stated yesterday 
that 32 enumerators began work in 
Newton on April 2 and completed the 
preliminary work to the last detail 
yesterday. There were 143 enumerators 
at work under Mr. Murray’s direction 
throughout the 9th census district. 
There were 44 farms enumerated in 
the Newton area. 

The population by Wards announced 
by Mr. Murray is as follows: Ward 
1. 6856; Ward 2. 11,878; Ward 3. 
10.005: Ward 4. 6,127; Ward 5. 12.507 
Ward 6. 12,375; and Ward 7. 5.54 
The greatest growth was in Ward 
where an increase of 4985 persons 
were recorded over the last federal 
census. The smallest growth was in 
Ward 7. which showed an increase of 
972 persons during the last 10 years.

Ex-Mayor Edwin 0. Childs Elected 
President of Chamber of Commerce 

Governor Allen, Speaker Saltonstall, Mayor Weeks And 
Others Speak At Annual Meeting 


The annual meeting and dinner of 
the Newton Chamber of Commerce 
was held Wednesday night at the 
Brae Burn Club, West Newton. Fol 
lowing the dinner which was enjoyed 
by 125 members. President Ira S. 
Roe conducted a brief business meet- 
ing. The report of Treasurer Harold 
Young showed that the financial con 
dition of the Chamber had advanced 
from last year. Horace W. Orr. re- 
porting as chairman of the nominating 
committee, presented the following 
list of names for officers of the Cham 
her during the ensuing year; Pre'si- 
dent. Hon. Edwin O. Childs: 1st Vice 
President and chairman of the civic 
division. Judge Thomas Weston: 2nd 
Vice President and chairman of the 
industrial division, George J. Martin: 
3rd Vice President and chairman of 
the mercantile division. Fred D. 
Bond: 4th Vice President and chair- 
man of the building division. George 
A. Haynes. Directors — Frank L. Rich- 
ardson. G. Wilbur Thompson. Thomas 
L. Goodwin. Richard I. Dwyer, Wil- 
liam T. Hailiday, Dr. Frederick M 
Sears. David C. Theall. Ira S. Roe. 
Frederick J. Driscoll. Cecil C. Chad- 
wick. Harvey W. Schaschke. 

President Roe introduced former 
Mayor Edwin O. Childs as toastmaster 
and the latter presented Mayor Sin- 
clair Weeks as the first speaker. 

Mayor Weeks lauded the work done 
by Chambers of Commerce as dis- 
tinctly worth while and valuable to 
every interest in the city. He gave 
the information that unofficial census 
figures just compiled show that New- 
ton’s population has increased from 
46.000 in 1920 to 65.130. a gain of 
about 33 1-3%. The population in 
1910 was 39.000. The Mayor com- 
mented that this growth shows that 
Newton is regarded as a very desir- 
able place in which to reside. He re- 
ferred to the many complaints he has 
received about the large increases in 
water bills this year. He had ex- 
amined a couple of hundred bills, 
taken at random, and found that 
about 10% of the increases were due 
to increased consumption of water 
last summer. 25% of the increases 
was occasioned by the higher rates 
now charged for water in Newton. 

Mayor Weeks told of the work 
which is being and will be done on 
the streets of this city this year. 
Double the amount of money ever be 
fore appropriated will be spent. This 
will be used io surface parts of Dea- 
con. Washington and Centre streets 
and to make Commonwealth avenue 
a two-way street, opening the north 
roadway for west bound traffic and 
using the south roadway for east 
bound traffic. On January 1st of this 
year 55 petitions were on hand asking 
improvements on and acceptances of 
streets under the Betterment Law. 

It is expected that work on these 55 
streets will be done this year in ac- 
cordance with the petitions. The Leg- 
islature had passed and the Governor 


approved of the hill which allows New- 
ton to borrow $750,000 outside its 
debt limit to build a new City Hall 
in the near future. The Soldiers’ 
Memorial will also he erected at the 
triangle. Mayor Weeks welcomed 
Gov. Allen to the city and thanked 
him for his presence. 

Mr. Childs introduced Speaker Sal- 
tonstall of the House of Representa- 
tives as a direct descendant of Sir 
Richard Saltonstall. founder of the 
adjoining town of Watertown. He 
referred to Mr. Saltonstall as a 
"thoroughbred” and yet the personi- 
fication of democracy. Mr. Salton- 
stall dwelt on the matter of Taxation 
which has occupied so much of the 
Legislature’s time. The bill to re- 
vise the system of taxation in Mas- 
sachusetts has passed several stages 
in its progress through the Legisla- 
ture. but the Speaker doubted if it 
will be passed this year. It is prob- 
able that a committee will be appoint- 
ed to give it further consideration 
this summer. The move to revise our 
method of taxation is the result of 
the clamor to correct inequalities and 
relieve industries of oppressive taxes. 

Explaining the financing of the Com- 
monwealth's expenses. Mr. Saltonstall 
stated that the Budget of the State 
for 193b is $62,000,000; of this amount 
$20,000,000 will be spent for welfare 
work. $13,000,000 on highways. $10.- 
150.000 on education. For ten years 
the State practiced a “pay a* you 
go policy.” Massachusetts leads the 
country in welfare work. In 1928 It 
expended $3.42 per capita in this ac- 
tivity; New York, the second state, 
expended $2.39 per capita: Ohio spent 
$1.29 per capita. Massachusetts is 
the only state which has an institu- 
tion for the care of cancer victims. 
Referring to the bill for "old age pen- 
sions" which is being considered by 
the Legislature, the Speaker said that 
he though Newton’s representatives 
reflected the sentiment of the city 
when they opposed this bill. He com- 
mented that "old age pensions” in 
some form are coming but the start 
should be made in a safe direction. 
The bill which is under discussion re- 
sembles the "old age pension" acts 
passed by California and New York, 
the only states which have this law. 
In these states 70 is the minimum 
age fixed for pensioners but an amend- 
ment was tacked onto the bill here 
to reduce this age to 60 for women 
and 63 for m*nt. The Speaker hopes 
that 70 will be the age determined on. 

we do not know the expense of this 
undertaking and we must feel our 
way. We must not burden business 
too much as this will redound to the 
disadvantage of the workers of this 
State. 

Mr. Saltonstall mentioned that real 
estate now hears 79% of the tax bur- 
den of Massachusetts. It must be 
relieved but we must go slowly in 
radical tax changes with business in

MEETING

Its present condition. intangible 
wealth has grown five times as fast 
in the last ten years as has real estate 
wealfli. Something must he done to 
relieve the mills of this Stnte from 
taxation which niukes It impossible for 
them to compete with mills in other 
States. He said that cities must 
make a drive to reduce their expendi- 
tures. 

Mr. Childs next introduced James 
R. Chandler of Waban, who was pre- 
sented as "the only comedian ever 
to be a member of the Board of Al- 
dermen." Mr. Chandler amused the 
gathering with some of the humorous 
stories for which he Is famous. 

The next speaker to he Introduced 
was Gov. Frank G. Allen. He agreed 
with Speaker Saltonstall that it Is 
wiser to postpone the pussage of the 
hill which will revise taxation until 
next year. One objection the Govern- 
or has to the bill in its present form 
Is that it is planned so as to bring 
in about the same amount of revenues 
now obtained. This is unwise, as we 
can’t anticipate future needs. He 
doubts if the time has arrived to 
change the whole method of taxation. 
He vetoed the bill to increase exemp- 
tion on tangible property from $1000 
to $1500 because such a change would 
mean tremendous losses in taxes to 
many cities and towns in the State 
and would have necessitated more bur- 
dens being placed on real estate. This 
is just what the proposed changes in 
the method of taxation is supposed to 
correct. 

The Governor referred to the "dol- 
lars and cents side of government 
and he deprecated those carpers who 
contend that Massachusetts is losing 
its prestige as a great industrial State. 
He asserted that while we have lost 
some industries, new industries have 
more than made up the losses — in 
1928 the gain in industries in this 
State was $50,000,000 in value. Gov- 
ernors and Legislatures of Massachu- 
setts have guarded the welfare of the 
industries. Governor Allen told of 
Massachusetts "pay as you go” policy, 
no bonds having been issued for sev 
eral years and the net debt of the 
State having been reduced from $40,- 
000,000 in 1919 to $19,000,000 this 
year. Although we are spending much 
more, the State tax on cities and 
towns has been greatly reduced; this 
year it is hut $7,000,000. The aim is 
to run the Commonwealth's political 
business as nearly as possible as pri- 
vate business is efficiently run. In 
the cost of conducting the government 
of the State. Massachusetts has the 
best record in this country. As com- 
pared with the pre-war cost, this Com- 
monwealth shows an increase of 72%; 
the next best record is 101% and one 
State has increased its cost 847% 
this State is North Carolina, 

Gov. Allen commented that when he 
first went to Beacon Hill as a mem- 
ber of the Legislature he thought that 
government was determined by the 
matter of dollars and cents. Now he 
believes that the humanitarian as- 
pect of government is the most im- 
portant. He believes in going as far 
as possible in bettering the condi- 
tions of the people without imposing 
tax burdens that will injure our in- 
dustries. Massachusetts takes care 
ot a larger percentage of its inhab- 
itants than does any State in the 
Union. He mentioned the new $6,000,- 
000 insane hospital at Waltham. 
When completed it will make the 16th 
institution for the care of mentally 
ill in this State. By preventive clinics 
for those mentally ill. it is expected 
that 25% of cases that otherwise 
would have to go to institutions will 
be cured in the future. By spending 
more money now to treat those ment- 
ally ill. the State will save money in 
future years by decreasing the num- 
ber of those who would have become 
insane. The same policy is being 
pursued in our social welfare and 
health departments. Tuberculosis clin- 
ics have reduced the death rate from 
this disease from 187 per 100,000 to 
85. The Governor announced his poll 
icy of extending a helping hand to the 
needy. In conclusion he lauded the 
type of men Newton has sent to the 
Legislature.

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Our readers are probably aware that the state has had for 
the past six years a Judicial Council composed of nine prom- 
inent lawyers appointed for the continuous study of the or- 
ganization, rules and methods of procedure and practice of 
the judicial system of the Commonwealth. It is needless to 
say that the recommendations of such a body should receive 
careful consideration and, in most cases, prompt action along 
the lines suggested by the Council. While some excellent 
legislation has been accomplished it is apparent that when the 
recommendation is on a controversial matter it is usually 
ignored, either by the Committee on Judiciary, always com- 
posed of lawyers or, if, by some ledgerdemain, favorable 
action is taken by the committee, the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee find that expense is a more important matter than 
correction of existing evils. We are led to make this comment 
because a recent recommendation of the Council, to relieve 
congestion in our courts, received favorable action by the 
Committee blit was killed on report of Ways and Means that 
the expense was excessive. We are sorry to note that Repre- 
sentative Baker took a prominent part in this action of the 
Ways and Means Committee. 


While old age pensions or “assistance” appeal to one sen- 
timent their adoption means additional taxes and a further 
unnecessary burden on the average tax payer.

LEGISLATIVE PRINCIPLES 


Congressman Robert Luce is the 
author of a third volume in the Sci- 
ence of Legislation, entitled Legisla- 
tive principles, a history, description 
and criticism of representative gov- 
ernment so far as lawmaking is in- 
volved. 

No other book covers so exhaustive- 
ly all three aspects of the subject. 
Mr. Luce begins with a study of the 
nature, origin, and development of 
law, goes on to t he origin and devel- 
opment of representative institutions, 
takes up organic law as embodied in 
the American Constitutions, and dis- 
cusses constitutional conventions.

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UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

A strenuous effort was mnde by 
Senntor Hollis to have the Senate 
pass the hill for the construction of 
sidewalks on State highways. lie 
contended that It was greatly needed 
as a safety measure naul insisted 
that if it resulted In the saving of a 
single life it would he worth while. 
He called attention to the record of 
motor vehicle fatalities and pointed 
out that the majority were pedestri 
ans. He maintained that It was the 
duty of the Legislature to pass such 
legislation. Opponents of the hill 
argued that no matter how generally 
and how well the sidewalks were 
built many people would continue to 
use the highways. The Senate voted 
by roll call. 16 to 14. to refer the mat- 
ter to next year’s Legislature. 

Representative Baker has returned 
to his duties after a slight indisposi- 
tion which forced him to remain at 
home for several days. 

The third veto of the present ses- 
sion to he sent in by Governor Allen 
aroused something of a small-sized 
tempest and found a number of 
staunch Republicans in strong opposi- 
tion to His Excellency. The hill was 
that ‘‘to increase the maximum 
amount of State reimbusement of cit- 
ies and towns for care of certain sick 
persons.’’ It would have increased 
the maximum amount of reimburse- 
ment paid by the State for the care 
of these persons from $10.50 to $16 per 
week, an increase over 50 percent. 
The Governor in his message said. 
Massachusetts at present bears a far 
greater share than any other State 
of the total cost of care of the sick 
and tlie indigent within its borders. 
In 1930 total appropriations by the 
Commonwealth for the care of the 
sick and the indigent comprise $21.- 
152,140, constituting 34 percent of the 
total appropriations. The Common- 
wealth is one of the very few States 
which assumes the total cost of the 
are of the mentally ill. thus reliev- 
ing the cities and towns of this bur- 
den.” These and other arguments put 
forth hv the Governor did not seem 
m convince a majority of the House 
members. There were several speech- 
es in favor of overriding the Govern- 
or’s veto and when it came to the 
question of "passing the hill notwith- 
standing the veto of the Governor” 118 
voted yes and 99 nay. This made a 
majority of 19 in favor of overriding 
the Governor, but in the case of a 
veto it is necessary that two-thirds 
of those present vote to override. Thus 
the Governor was sustained. Repre 
sentative Luitwieler voted with the 
Governor while Representatives Ba- 
ker and Thompson were not recorded. 

After considerable debate the House 
passed a hill to provide for the pay- 
ment of old age assistance, or. as the 
title puts it. "providing for adequate 
assistance to certain aged citizens.” 
It is the result of many annual at- 
tempts to obtain the passage of some 
form of old age pension legislation. 
The House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee last week reported the bill which 
made the age 70 for both men and 
women before they could receive as- 
sistance and provided that they must 
first prove that "kindred” were unable 
to support them. Then came the 
fight in the House to make the ages 
65 for men and 60 for women and to 
strike out the "kindred” provision. 
By roll call, 117 to 109, the age limit 
was changed to 60 for women and 
63 for men and by voice vote the 
‘kindred” provision was struck out 
Then the bill was advanced by roll 
all, 202 to 19. Representative Luit- 
wieler fought against the hill all the 
way. He was bitterly assailed by one 
of the leading Democrats for his at- 
titude. Mr. Luitwieler voted against 
amending the hill and also against 
passing it. Representatives Raker 
and Thompson were not recorded. The 
hill contains a provision that the 
State Tax Commissioner shall make 
an investigation for the purpose of de- 
termining various sources of revenue 
to make the law operative. Amuse- 
ments, proprietary articles and luxur- 
ies are on the list which the Tax Com- 
missioner is expected to look into for 
the purpose of learning how best the 
money may he raised. 

Two well known figures in the State 
House for a number of years have 
passed on. Executive Councillor Al- 
vin E. Bliss of Malden died suddenly 
at his home and Former Sergeant-at- 
Arms James A. Beatty of Waltham died 
after an extended illness. Funeral ser- 
vices for each were held last Friday 
afternoon and delegations from all de- 
partments attended. There will be a 
joint convention of the Senate and 
House during the coining week to fill 
the vacancy in the Executive Council 
caused by the deatli of Mr. Bliss. The 
Councillor from that district has al- 
ways been a Republican so thiit mat- 
ter of selecting a new Councillor can 
and no doubt will be settled by the Re- 
publican leaders before the joint con- 
vention is called. 

Under the provisions of a resolve 
signed this week by the Governor an 
unpaid commission of seven members 
will be appointed by the Governor to 
inquire into the use in Massachusetts 
of habit-forming drugs "and other po- 
tent medicinal substances with a view 
to the formulation and adoption of 
such measures as will most effectively 
protect the people of the common- 
wealth from tiie terrible consequences 
of drug addiction.” 

A hill to provide for the payment 
of $100 "to the mothers of certain vet- 
erans who made the supreme sacrifice 
and w ho •• bodies are buried lu for 
• ign territory” is now before the Joint 
Rules Committee on the question of 
admitting under a suspension of the 
rules for consideration at this ses- 
sion of the Geueral Court.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 

On Monday. May 12th. the Hospital 
observed National Hospital Day. The 
hospital was open for inspection be- 
tween the hours of 1:30 and 4 p. m. 

On Monday evening. May 12th, the 
Newton Medical Club met at the hos- 
pital. Dr. Joseph H. Pratt of Boston 
spoke on "Psychalgia — a Common 
Condition often mistaken for Organic 
Disease.” 

The number of patients in the hos- 
pital has continued about the same as 
last week, with 159 in the Uousd on 
the 10th. 66 of these paid as much 

as cost of care, or more, 48 paid less 
than cost of care, and 45, including 
t»a hies, were treated free of charge. 
10 babies were born, 5 boys and 5 
girls. 133 visits were made to the 
out-patient department and 1 to the 
eye clinic. 26 accident cases were ad- 
mitted to the accident department. 6 
calls were made by the social worker 
and 4 patients were transported by 
the social service car. 

Of the 26 accident cases treated 
during the past week 9 were automo- 
bile accidents. Three of these were 
girls, one with scratches on her knee, 
one with a laceration of her nose and 
tipper lip. and the third with a cut on 
iter knee. Three were women: One 
with a fracture of her knee cap, one 
with a laceration of her scalp and a 
strained shoulder, and one suffering 
front shock. Three were men: One 
with a question of internal injuries, 
one with an injury to his hip, anti 
the third witli a laceration of his fore- 
ltead nnd a bruise of his shoulder. 
Eleven men were treated for various 
injuries: One for a laceration of his 
nose caused when he was struck by 
a coal hopper while at work, one witli 
a laceration of his finger caused by 
a knife, one with a dislocated finger 
mused while playing hall, one for a 
laceration of the sole of his foot 
caused while swimming, one with a 
laceration of his leg caused by u pair 
of ice tongs, one with a laceration 
near his eye caused when he fell, 
one with a fractured knee euusetl 
when he fell twenty feet from a lad- 
der while fighting a fire, and another 
for the same injury, and one for 
burns of his hand caused while fight- 
ing the same fire. One man was 
treated for a laceration over his eye 
caused when a door which he was fix 
ing came off of its hinges. Four hoys 
were treuted: One for a laceration 
of his lip caused when he fell down- 
stairs while riding a tricycle, one for 
a strained ligament in his arm caused 
while taking exercises at school, one 
for a laceration of his forearm caused 
when he fell on a bottle while at play, 
and one for a laceration of his scalp 
caused when lu; fell from a swing at 
the pluygrouud. One wouiun was treat- 
ed for an injured knee, und a girl for 
a fractured leg euused when she was 
pushed from u step on which she was 
standing.

SERVICE IS MOTHER-PREACHER’S 
THEME 

Mot Iter’s Day was observed Sunday 
at the Lincoln Park Baptist Church of 
West Newton with a service conduct- 
ed entirely by young women. The 
preacher for the evening was Mrs. 
Barbara St. Denis Franklin who took 
for her sermon the topic, “Saving Ser- 
vice.” With a clear, ringing voice 
that was heard easily throughout tile 
crowded auditorium, Mrs. Franklin 
presented the ideals of service that 
are so characteristic of Motherhood. 
Perhaps it was modesty that prevent- 
ed her saying much about motherhood 
itself, for in the parsonage just across 
the church lawn her own little son 
was sleeping peacefully while she 
spoke. 

The message of this twenty-six-year- 
old mother-preacher was in part as 
follows: 

"As most of you know, preaching is 
not my familiar role and so to make 
ntyself more at home I am going to 
start by telling you a little story. As 
you know', the Sea of Galilee and the 
Dead Sea are made of the same water. 
It comes from the same high moun- 
tains to the north. The Sea of Galilee 
makes beauty of that water for it 
lias an outlet. It gets to give. But 
the Dead Sea with the same water 
makes horror, for with no outlet, it 
gets only to keep. By this little word- 
picture w’e can all see that in order 
to enjoy anything we must share it. 

“Tlte New Testament writers real- 
ized the peril of a passive response 
to the Truth. Ji Bus brought not only 
a message to he heard but also a deed 
to he done, as Harry Emerson Fosdlck 
points out in his ‘The Meaning of Ser- 
vice.’ His gospel rings out with the 
challenge, ‘Everyone that heareth 
these words of mine and doetli them 
not shall likened unto a foolish matt 
who built his house upon the sand.’ 
Paul said, Not the hearers of the law- 
are just before God hut the doers.' ” 
Using the life of St. Paul as an illus- 
tration, Mrs. Franklin closed the first 
section of Iter sermon with this state- 
ment. “Paul was saved to serve and 
serving saved himself.’’ She next 
spoke on the inequalities in various 
folks that make it impossible for all 
to serve alike. By the story called 
"The Place of Honor," she showed 
that tlte true measure of service lies 
in the spirit and motive hack of it. 

Continuing with the thought of the 
hindrances to a life of service Mrs. 
Franklin pointed out that it is the lit- 
tle things which spoil our service for 
God. our condescension, pride, self- 
seeking and conceit. "On the side of 
Long’s Peak in Colorado there lie the 
ruins of a giant forest monarch. Sci- 
entists tell ns that it is four centuries 
old. It was a seedling when Colum- 
bus landed on San Salvador, it lias 
been struck by lightning fourteen 
times, it lias withstood the avalanches 
and storms of four centuries, yet it 
lies in ruins today, killed by little 
beetle I hat ou and I could crush be- 
tween our lingers.” 

After summing up her first three 
points, Mrs. Franklin closed her mes- 
sage with file four-fold challenge of 
Christian Service in the realms of the 
physical, mental, moral and spiritual 
life. She spoke of changing emphases 
and methods in the service of God and 
referred to the new freedom and priv- 
ilege of young people and the ever- 
increasing closeness of the world’s 
peoples as especially testing our gen- 
eration. She said in conclusion: 

"In the new’ contacts lie the pos- 
sibility of endless wars and friction 
or tile possibility of organized fratern- 
ity. We must lie pioneers again. Our 
old spirit of service is challenged 
with new tools and new methods but 
with age-old results. 

‘New occasions teach new duties; 

Time makes ancient good uncouth. 
They must upward still and onward, 
who would keep abreast of Truth. 
Lo! Before ns gleam her camp-fires; 

we ourselves must pilgrims he, 
Launch our Mayflow’er, and steer 
bodly through the desperate winter 
sea, 

Nor attempt the Future’s portal with 
the Past's hlood-rusted key.' ’’

This week a policeman was placed 
at Watertown and Pearl streets to 
protect the many children who cross 
at this place from the heavy traffic 
which speeds down Watertown street. 
For tho past several years many re- 
quests have been made to have a 
policeman stationed at this corner. 
Recently a count was made of the 
number of children who cross Water- 
town street at this point. A hoy scout 
counted 302 crossings made by small 
children going to and coming from 
the Stearns, Eliot and French parochi- 
al schools. This would seem to In- 
dicate that the demands for police 
protection for the children were not 
unwarranted. 


The meek and lowly males are com- 
mencing to emulate the females, by 
wearing less clothing. Dartmouth stu- 
dents have announced their intention 
of discarding trousers and wearing 
"shorts” for the remainder of the 
college year.

Governor Allen, at the meeting of 
the Newton Chamber of Commerce on 
Wednesday night explained why he 
vetoed the hill which would have in- 
creased the exemption on tangible 
property from $1000 to $1500. To In- 
crease this exemption amount, so the 
Governor stated, would have placed 
additional burdens on real estate taxa- 
ton. Had this hill been enacted into 
law, the City of Newton would have 
had to exempt $3,206,650 more tangi- 
ble property than is now exempted. 
The loss to the city on such increased 
exemption would ha v e amounted to 
over $87,000 in taxes. 

The resurfacing work on Washing- 
ton street at West Newton necessi- 
tates a detour for traffic over High- 
land and Temple streets to Common- 
wealth avenue, or vice versa. Temple 
street is carrying more traffic than it 
ever has since it was constructed. 


One large corporation, which oper- 
ates many gasoline filling stations, 
seems to have "turned green with en- 
vy" over the success of some of its 
rivals, if the lurid change it has made 
in the color scheme at its stations is 
any criterion. Daubing filling stations 
with vivid hues will not increase busi- 
ness. The quality of the gasoline sold 
and the quality of the service ren- 
dered — is what brings trade. 


A number of hoys from the F. A. 
Day School went to the East Boston 
airport on Tuesday and enjoyed their 
initial flights in the air. 

Notices to contractors asking for 
bids on the filling and grading of four 
acres of land at Boyd Park and the 
construction of a culvert were sent 
out on Wednesday. The culvert will 
he 927 feet long, 6 feet high and 12% 
feet wide, to he constructed of rein- 
forced concrete. This improvement 
has been sought for years by residents 
of Ward 1 and when completed will 
evolve Boyd Park from a playground 
area of little value to one which 
should afford excellent playing facili- 
ties to children who reside in one of 
the most thickly settled districts of 
the city. Mayor Weeks stated in his 
inaugural address that he would en- 
deavor to have this improvement made 
this year and he has kept his prom- 
ise.

Tho work the rivers do In wearing 
away our land is the subject of the 
motion picture made by Dr. W. W. At- 
wood. famous American geographer, 
which will he shown at the Children’s 
Museum on Saturday. May 17. at 3.00. 
Admission is free. A laughable mo- 
tion picture called "Felix in the Swim” 
will wind up the program. 

Miss Mildred E. Manter, Director of 
the Museum, announces the forma- 
tion of a nature club open to all hoys 
and girls. The club is under the di- 
rection of Miss Anita Neu of tho Mu- 
seum Staff. Meetings take place 
Thursdays at 4 and Saturdays from 9 
to 12. Registration should he made 
promptly. General nature study cor- 
relating with bird walks in prepara- 
tion for summer field trips is the un- 
derlying purpose of the club, and a 
sneclal project is the collecting and 
planting of a wild roof garden by the 
children themselves. The subjects to 
he taken up begin with flowers and 
small plants, and include reptiles, 
trees of Olinstead Park, birds and 
bird nests, insects, animals, minerals, 
and a Nature Trail. 

A complete and fascinating little 
journey through India is packed Into 
"From the Ganges to the Brahma- 
putra” one of the May school talks be- 
ing given almost every day at the Mu- 
seum by Miss Sawyer of the Museum 
Staff.

It should not be necessary to re- 
mind each yenr the people of a city 
that Memorial Day was established for 
the decoration of the graves of depart- 
ed heroes and for the holding of fitting 
services in honory of their memory. 
And yet I am afraid that from year 
to year only the living soldiers and 
their families and the surviving kin of 
those who have passed on are mind- 
ful of the day’s true significance. Of 
course a number of our other good 
citizens appreciate the reason for 
which Memorial Day has been de- 
clared a holiday. They, however, are 
not called upon to perform any ser- 
vice hy which they may express their 
feelings except to observe as specta- 
tors tlie memorial exercises. 

This year we are certain that a 
larger number of men and women 
will take part. Instead of submerg- 
ing the glory of the lives of those who 
fought for their country it will he 
brought afresh to our minds. We will 
be reminded that it is an occasion 
which demands a tribute from all 
classes of citizens and we will learn 
of the history of earlier times when 
others displayed the same fortitude 
and bravery that gave us a Nation to 
uphold and defend. 

Tlie people of Newton should not 
have to he urged to cooperate in this 
splendid movement. I for one have 
faith in my fellowtownsmen and be- 
lieve firmly that the response will 
prove that we in Newton are thought- 
ful and grateful. 


How the warm weather brought out 
the haircuts!

It has always been a notion of mine 
that the youngster’s behavior in a 
barber shop gave you a sort of index 
to his nature. Take the kid who 
comes in with his mother and seems 
to have been coaxed or bribed in order 
to get him to undergo the operation.

His mother frequently 
whispers to him, tries to amuse him 
and put him in good humor, but with- 
out success. He fidgets and squirms 
and no doubt wishes it were all over 
for him. The other customers do. any- 
way. 

Finally a chair is empty. Tlie bar- 
ber readies for one of those small 
seats that are fitted in the big chair 
and smiles at the mother. All is in 
readiness. The kid begins a fresh 
protest. “I don’t want to,” lie whines. 

‘‘But von must” says the mother. 
"It wont take long. See, the nice 
man is waiting for you." 

Reluctantly the youngster permits 
himself to he lifted into the chair. 
He doesn’t feel comfortable and com- 
plains. The barber tries to adjust tlie 
chair and puts on the long sheet. An- 
other howl from the hoy. More talk 
hy the mother, with now and then a 
reassuring word from the barber. 
Then there is a moment’s quiet and 
the barber begins. He has a tough 
job. The mother goes back to sit 
down and the boy turns his head 
around to watch her. The barber, 
being a professional and used to this 
sort of behavior, advoids stabbing the 
little lad with tlie scissors. As the 
process is continued there are sev- 
eral such narrow escapes but finally 
tlie Hair is cut and then comes the 
water or smelly liquid to make it lie 
down. Again the boy fusses, but the 
barber beats him to it and tlie first 
tiling the cloth is drawn aside and 
the boy is hack safe in his fond moth- 
er’s arms.

Another kid will come to the bar- 
ber shop with two or three of his 
young pals. They all need haircuts 
but only one is to receive the barber’s 
attention. It is a sort of lark. The 
boys grin ami chuckle and make whis- 
pered Jokes to eucli other ami then 
when the lucky boy's turn is called 
there Is u great laugh all around. It 
puts the whole shop in good humor 
and makes every mail wish he was a 
youngster again. 

I remember that I was a nervous 
little wretch myself The first time I 
was shorn of my curls didn’t bother 
me at all as I was very young; but 
when I was a little older and began 


to realize that the scissors were an 
implement of death I faced the bar- 
ber with fear and trembling. I know 
that I must have been a torment then 
or was on one occasion at least. The 
barber, a grouchy old fellow, hissed 
in my ear. “If you move your head 
again I’ll cut your ear off." And 1 
believed him. I sat. frozen in terror, 
through the rest of the operation 
Every time after that I behaved like 
an angel because I firmly believed 
that if I misbehaved I would be 
bloody victim of a barber's wrath. 

Recently I told a barber how I had 
been frightened and asked him what 
he thought of that method of keeping 
a child quiet. Said lie. "If we said 
that to a hoy today he would only 
laugh and answer, ‘If you get fresh 
with me. barber. I’ll bust your old 
nose for you.’ " 

Kids have changed, the barber de- 
clared. Well, maybe so hut I have 
my doubts. 

I am well aware that most of us 
are fed-up on the Boston police situa- 
tion. As one privileged to enjoy the 
friendship of the new Commissioner. 
Eugene C. Hultman, and also as pos- 
sessor of knowledge of the circum- 
stances under which the Governor ap- 
pointed hint. 1 cannot resist an op- 
portunity to write of Mr. Hultman. 
Personally he is a likeable individual, 
not because lie lias the attributes of a 
politician, hut because lie is a straight 
shooter. He has even been called 
Straight-laced” and if such a man 
is not needed in Boston at this time 
I’ll hack down as gracefully as pos- 
sible. 

Physically, you might call the new 
Commissioner a giant, hut lie isn’t 
grufT or surly like the storybook giant 
and is always genial and courteous. 
He is a stickler for runuiug the job 
as it should he. In my long observa- 
tion of officials and their conduct of 
their office and duties 1 have never 
seen anybody who more readily com- 
manded my respect for his integrity 
and his industry. Back in the days 
when the ordinary folks were worry- 
ing over the prices of fuel and food 
you would find Mr. Hultman. as chair- 
man of the Commission on the Neces- 
saries of life, striving his utmost to 
see if these costs could not be lowered 
to the advantage of both dealers aud 
consumers. 

I happen to know that he incurred 
the bitter enmity of a number of peo- 
ple. including prominent politicians. 
And 1 also know of my own knowledge 
that it didn’t disturb him in the least 
whose toes were tread upon as long 
as he felt he was in the right and 
serving the people. Nothing that he 
did was superficial. 1 have seen him 
with a mass of statistics before him. 
figuring out tlie solution that would 
bring Justice to everybody. With pres- 
sure from certain quarters that many 
men would find it difficult to resist. 
Mr. Hultman stood his ground Here’s 
a man with the courage of ills con- 
victions if ever there was one. 

It is a simple matter to criticise. 
Those who seek to accomplish some- 
thing worth while may be certain of uu 
avalanche of criticism. A man who 


tan withstand that and proceed to do 
his duty as he sees it has a right to 
expect public indorsement. He doesn’t 
always get it — at first. Eventually 
his most severe critics find they are 
"all wet." Whatever you may have 
heard or read, take it from me Mr. 
Hultman will make good on his job. 


Isn't it strange the sort of things 
people will dig up for topics of argu- 
ment? I have never tried to classify 
them for the purpose of seeing which 
subject was the most popular, but I 
assume that the weather is far in the 
lead. When that has been exhausted 
we always have politics. Most any- 
body can readily suggest a dozen 
more age-old themes that can provoke 
dispute, more or less heated, and end. 
sometimes in hflrd-feelings. if not 
rcugh and tumble fight. 

But a new one came to my atten- 
tion this very week. Several of us 
stepped off an elevator at the floor 
where one had his office. Two or 
three of the party spoke to the ele- 
vat orman and said. "Thank you." 
thereby ackowledging their safe trans- 
portation. I suppose. You know, some 
of us do that sort of thing automa- 
tically. not expecting a response from 
the operator. 

One of the group was plainly vexed. 
Said he. "Why sffould you thank the 
elevatorman? Hang it all. he's paid to 
do that." 

No harm in thanking him. is 
there?" one of the polite individuals 
retorted. 

Of course there is." came the re- 
ply. “You are not called upon to 
thank a conductor when you ask him 
for a transfer. You don’t thank a 
policeman for telling you where a cer- 
tain street is. And you don’t thank 
the letter carrier when he delivers 
your mail." 

"I do." remarked one of the group. 
"I think it’s only courtesy." 

What! When these people are 
paid to do these things?" 

I didn't wait to hear the finish. 
Those kind of arguments are never 
settled. They’re always alive ami if 
you want to start something you have 
merely to introduce such a subject. 
Strange, isn't it. that busy people can 
find time for unprofitable trifles, but 
they do.

tion as one of the city’s few unifying 
organizations. He stressed the impor- 
tance of avoiding duplication of ef- 
fort. and stated that he felt the work 
of the Federation along such lines to 
be particularly valuable. He offered 
at the end of his address to answer 
any questions ns to the work being 
done by the city, and in reply to a 
query from the floor gave an outline 
of tiie proposed plan for improving 
Commonwealth avenue. 

The report of the last Annual Meet 
ing was next heard, and this was fol- 
lowed by the annual report of the 
secretary, Mrs. Harold Moore, which 
gave clearly and concisely the work 
done through the pnst year. Three 
meetings were held, the Election Ral- 
ly, December 5th, at the High School, 
the American Home Day, February 
11th, which was held at the Congre- 
gational Church, in Newton High- 
lands. at the invitation of the New- 
ton Highlands Woman’s Club, and the 
Annual Meeting In session. Excep- 
tionally fine spenkers were provided 
by the chairmen of Education, Con- 
servation, Legislation, and Public 
Health to add interest to the business 
sessions of the board, and the Civics 
committee provided at the last meet- 
ing an instructive sight-seeing trip to 
historic points of interest in Newton. 
The special Tercentenary committees, 
on Clean-Up under Mrs. J. Mace An- 
dress, and the Art Exhibit under Mrs. 
Win. J. Freethy, have done noteworthy 
work. It has been voted to continue 
the Christmas Health Seal work for 
another three years. 

The report of the treasurer, Mrs. 
Harlan J. Maynard, read by the Audi- 
tor, Mrs. Thomas E. Lees, in the en- 
forced absence of Mrs. Maynard, 
showed a balance May 1st, 1929, of 
$408.11; income received $383.50; and 
a balance, May 5th, 1930, of $489.29. 

Mrs. William .T. Freethy, chairman 
of the Art Exhibit, reported that the 
dates had been fixed for June 7th, 
8th, 9th, and 10th, at the Newton Cen- 
tre Woman’s Club, to be open to the 
public from 10 a. m. until 5.30 p. m. 
on week-days and from 2:00 p. m. un- 
til 9:00 p. m. on Sunday. No admis 
sion will be charged. The exhibit is 
to include objects of Art and of his- 
toric interest, over one hundred years 
old. The chairman requested that any 
such articles available be reported to 
her, C. N. 2236-W, or to the village 
chairman. 

A motion was made and adopted to 
vote a sum from the treasury not to 
exceed one hundred dollars toward 
the expense of the Art Exhibit. 

The chair spoke of the entrance of 
the United States into the World 
Court, and asked those who were 
interested to write to Senator Walsh 
expressing their views on this impor- 
tant subject. 

The chair expressed the apprecia- 
tion and gratitude of the Federation 
to the Auburndale Woman’s Club and 
to Auburndale people who had given 
so generously of their time and ef- 
fort to provide the program for the 
afternoon. 

Tiie ballot of the Nominating com- 
mittee was then submitted by the 
chairman, Mrs. A. Shirley Ladd. Nom- 
inations from tiie floor were requested, 
and tellers were appointed hv tiie 
chairman. 

Tiie absence of Mrs. Bertrand E. 
Taylor, Press chairman and Federa- 
tion secretary, was noted with regret 
by the chair. A motion from the floor 
was made and unanimously adopted 
that a letter of appreciation of her 
interest in. and long service for, the 
Federation he sent to Mrs. Taylor. 

Mrs. Ellis Spear, Jr., then gave an 
interesting account of the “Mirror of 
Newton. ’’ a book which was published 
by the Federation in 1907. A number 
of copies have been brought to light 
and put on sale at fifty cents per 
copy. Owing to renewed interest in 
the historical material contained in 
the hook, many are glad to have an 
opportunity to secure these hooks. A 
leaflet bringing the history of the Fed- 
eration up to date has been added 
and included in the price. 

Five-minute reports of the Presi- 
dents of member Clubs followed, given 
by tiie presidents, of the Clubs, with 
tin? single exception of the Newton 
Mothers Club, whose report was read 
by Mrs. A. Shirley Ladd. 

Three minute reports from Asso- 
ciate Organizations were next heard 
and then the reports of tiie Standing 
committees of tiie Federation. These 
reports covered a wide range of ac- 
tivities through a year rich in progress 
and achievement. 

The tellers reported the results of 
tiie election, tl <■ following officers be- 
ing unanimously elected: President, 
Mrs. Samuel X. Beaman, of tiie Social 
Science Club, of Newton; first vice- 
president. Mrs. E. Payson Upham, of 
I lie Wuhan Woman’s Club; second 
vice-president, Mrs. Charles E. Val- 
entine, of tin Auburndale Review 
Club; third vin -president, Mrs. Alden 
H. Spenre, of the Newton Centre 
Woman’s Club: recording secretary, 
Mrs. Harold Moore, of the Newton 
Community Club; corresponding sec- 
retary, Mrs. Charles E. Cunningham, 
of the West Newton Educational Club; 
treasurer, Mrs, Sidney B. Thomas, of 
the West Newton Community Service 
Club; auditor, Mrs. Thomas E. Lees, 
of the Newton Upper Falls Woman’s 
Club; Nominating committee: Mrs. 
Richard A. Cody, of Newton High- 
lands: Mrs. Louis S. Drake, of New- 
ton: Mrs. John H. Eddy, of Newton- 
ville; Mrs. A. S. Ladd, of West New- 
ton: Mrs. Arthur W. Lane, of Auburn- 
dale; Mrs. M. D. Miller, of Wuhan; 
Mrs. c Frederick Rogers. Jr., of New- 
ton Upper Falls; and Mrs. Ellis 
Speure, Jr., chairman, of Newton Cen- 
tre. 

An interesting fact, noted was that 
almost the exact number of votes 
wen* cast as at the annual meeting in 
1929. 

The retiring president, Mrs. PhiHter 
Cowin, then pussed the gavel to Mrs. 
Samuel N. Uranian. In relinquishing 
it (tills a symbol of office) she com- 
pared taking hold of a live organiza- 
tion to grasping a live wire, finding 
It quite as difficult to let go. She also 
voiced her gratitude to the officers and 


chairmen for their co-operation and 
support, and her pleasure in the high 
quality of the in-coming officers. 

Mrs. Brnmnn very ably and graceful- 
ly responded, displaying in her an- 
swer the modesty .combined with high 
ability which the Federation is happy 
to tlnd in its new leader. 

Tiie morning session closed with a 
spirited rendering of the Tercentenary 
Hymn, under the leadership of Mrs. 
M. Gulesinn. 

A delicious luncheon was served by 
the Social committee, Mrs. Frank A. 
Campbell, chairman. Mrs. George G. 
Phipps, Founder of the Federation, 
followed n time-honored custom in 
asking a blessing. At the dose of tiie 
meal, Miss Mabel C. Bragg, an hon- 
ored guest, was presented by the pres- 
ident, who voiced the deep regret of 
the city of Newton, and of the Fed- 
eration at Miss Bragg’s departure in 
the fall.

Plan Reforestation at Nobscot 

President Maynard Hutchinson, on 
recommendation of the sub-Committee 
of the Xorumbega Council. Inc.. Boy 
Scouts of America, has called for to- 
night a mass meeting of all the Scouts 
and offiers and members of the Coun- 
cil — a Nobscot Rally — to hear and 
consider plans for making the Nobscot 
Reservation even more beautiful than 
before. Of the 175 acres which were 
burned, about 5<» were completely dev- 
astated and will be entirely reforested 
and cleared of burned timber. 

This meeting will be held at the 
Levi Warren Junior High School, West 
Newton, at 7:45 o’clock. The Presi- 
dent will present the plans and pic- 
tures will be shown, illustrating the 
growth of the trees which will be set 
out. from year to year. 

Following that brief introductory, 
tlie motion picture ’’Simba.” portray- 
ing lion-hunting in Africa, will be 
shown. An orchestra has been se- 
cured. Singing will be led by Dr. 
Cecil W. Clark, a member of the 
Council. 

Troop IS. Newton Centre, which lost 
its woodsy little cabin in the pines and 
cedars when their site was swept by 
lire, lias already selected a new site 
and plans to start construction. 

Like Troop IS. undaunted by the 
loss of their cabin. Troop 5. Centre, 
too. plans to erect a new cabin. Scouts 
and officers and Troop Committee- 
men of both troops are ready with 
fresh enthusiasm, to make another 
camp-home at the Reservation. Other 
troops with cabins at Nobscot or The 
Ohio have offered these two troops 
the use of their respective cabins. 

In addition, both Troops 5 and IS. 
as well as others in the Council, have 
voted to send money to the sufferers 
from the big fire in the city of Nashua. 

These two troops who lost their 
Nobscot Homes are typical of the spir- 
it of every man and boy who be- 
longs to Norumbcga Council — they 
are ready to "sail into" the job of re- 
making the Nobscot Reservation, and 
are ready to stick to the job until it 
is done right. 

5,000 Seedlings Already Out 

While tlie plans were laid to start 
reforestation this coming Saturday, 
following the Nobscot Rally this eve- 
ning, several troops were at the Res- 
ervation on Saturday last and set out 
over 5,000 red and white pine seed- 
lings. Assistant Scoutmaster George 
H. Crosbie. of Troop 5, Centre, gave 
the men and boys instructions in set- 
ting out the seedlings and already the 
blackened areas of the Reservation 
cr many of them -are showing forth 
small sprouts of green, where th* 
seedlings have been set out. Rain is 
still very badly needed, both for pro- 
tection against further fires and for 
promoting the health of the smull 
It eea. 

To prevent the washing down of 
burned over hillsides, the Council has 
bought several bushels of rye seed 
and the hillsides are to be sown to 
rye, on recommendation of the State 
Forester. Mr. H. O. Cook, who is a 
member of Troop 16. Auburndale. 
Committee, and who has been work- 
ing on the Reservation setting out 
trees, recommending procedure and 
suggesting plans for tlie future 

In order to insure the balance of 
thy Reservation against fire, a fifty 

it nt mi e lam baa bet u started tut 
clearing within the area begun by 
Troops 2, Auburndale; 20 and 21. Cen- 
tre. This will be carried on by other 
troops of the Council, too. 

in addition, underbrush *tii be 


cleared and a fifty-foot fire lane left 
around the entire Reservation wnich 
will be kept cleared. Other plans, 
more detailed, will be considered at 
an early meeting of the Committee 
on Camps and Camping. 

Seascouts Help at Camp Mary Day 

On Saturday last. 12 Seascouts of 
Ship 13. Norumbega Council, went to 
the Newton Girl Scouts summer camp. 
Camp Mary Day and painted the row 
boats, hauled the float into the water 
and secured it for the summer's acti- 
vities. They also helped around the 
camp in other ways. 

During the school vacation, seven 
of the Seascouts of Ship 13 had a 
most successful cruise on the Coast 
Guard Destroyer Beale, under Cap- 
tain Patch. Mr. C. J. A. Wilson of the 
Ship 13 Committee was in charge of 
the Seascouts. More of this most 
unusual and valuable training cruist 
will be told later.

Scouts of the Council, have, during 
the past few days, been giving out 
Near East Relief tags, as requested by 
that organization. Bundle Day of the 
Near East Relief will be this coming 
week-end and all citizens are asked 
to leave old clothing and so on at 
the nearest Fire or Police Station. 

In addition, the Council was given 
15,000 copies of the great address 
made by President Hoover at the 20th 
Anniversary Dinner, celebrating the 
20th Birthday of the Boy Scouts of 
America.

ROTARY CLUB 

The regular weekly luncheon of the 
Rotary Club of Newyjn was held on 
Monday, May 12th. at the Woodland 
Golf Club.

Dr. Cecil W. Clark introduced as 
the speaker at this meeting, Mr. Har- 
old A. Wolff. Mr. Wolff recently took 
part in a nation-wide Crime Survey 
for the Rockefeller Foundation and is 
a member of the staff of the Harvard 
Abnormal Psychology Clinic and is 
now located in Cambridge. 

Mr. Wolff took as his subject, "The 
Criminal Problem in the United States 
Today.” He stated that crime costs 
the United States $3,000,000.00 per day 
in maintaining the Federal and State 
prisons, courts, etc. 

At the present time one murder per 
day is taking place in New York City, 
while in London only twenty murders 
occur in a year. In this country only 
lO^c of the murderers are ever ex- 
ecuted for their crimes, while in Eng- 
land 75 r r are executed. ^Records show 
that only three out of every hundred 
criminals in this country are ever 
convicted so that professional crimi- 
nals have very little chance of ever 
being caught today. 

Mr. Wolff suggested as the first 
thing to do to cure this condition is 
to make a study of the different class- 
es of criminals and then to segregate 
them according to the crime commit- 
ted. whereas today criminals of all 
classes live under the same roof and 
under the same conditions.

Graphic Ads Give Best Results 


Prof. Klrtley F. Mather spoke on 
“Man’s Social Destiny” last Sunday 
morning at the regular weekly meet- 
ing of the Mather Class in the Newton 
Centre Woman’s Club House. 

This was tlie eighth lecture in the 
series on "The Trend in Science." 

We are now to consider man’s des- 
tiny ns an inhabitant of the earth. 
What is the tendency of the present 
and what are the goals toward which 
we are moving? 

We should consider all problems 
with the aid of the perspective of 
history. 

Two great attempts have been made 
by living creatures to develop organ- 
izations and societies. They are the 
insects and human beings. Tbe high- 
est order of invertebrates are the in- 
sects, and tbe highest order of verte- 
brates are the warm blooded mammals, 
of whom man is tbe most notable. 

Living creatures have been gregari- 
ous In the past. The fossils show ani- 
mals associated in groups, and prove 
that, even then, there was sociology 
as well as individual psychology. 

The bees and ants have what some 
scientists call an ideal state of so- 
ciety. These insects were highly or- 
ganized two or three geologic ages 
ago. Human beings are not yet very 
highly organized. Some people are 
actually worried for fear tbe insects 
may be superior to man and may be- 
come tbe lords of the earth. There is, 
however, a big difference bet wee, n 
man and the insect. In making a gen- 
eralization from many facts, care must 
be token not to let it be fallacious. 
Personal desires and prejudices must 
be kept out. 

In man the most valuable product 
of tbe entire process is personality, 
and the best personality is compas- 
sionate personality. 

Brute forep, cruelty, and oppressive- 
ness have triumphed for a brief period 
and had their day. The dinosaur lias 
been here and departed. His persona) 
safety was the only tiling he valued 
extremely high. Many animals have 
perished because of tbe same pecul- 
iarity. Nature has tried to achieve 
success for the animals on tbe basis 
of selfish cruelty and brute power, but 
these attempts have failed. 

Man’s heritage is from other crea- 
tures, whose distinguishing character- 
istics have been unselfishness, cooper- 
ation, brotherliness, and love, the 
most valuable result of which is com- 
passionate personality. 

By the system of trial and error 
the brutally selfish have proved unfit 
for long continued existence on the 
earth. The cooperatve creatures have 
proved fit for a long temporal exist 
ence. 

The rule of insect societies is one 
for all. The prosperity of the group 
is preeminent. Society is safeguarded, 
but individuals readily sacrifice them- 
selves and one another for tbe group. 
The ants place little value on the in- 
dividual. There is an exception, 
among tbe bees, in favor of the queen 
bee. which is rated as of great value. 
We judge tbe insects by tbe way they 
act. 

Among human beings it is one for 
all and all for one. The insects place 
an increasing emphasis on safeguard- 
ing society. Mankind places an in- 
creasing emphasis on the value of 
the individual. Personality pertains 
to the individual. To be sure, we have 
a college spirit and a national spirit. 
Uncle Sam represents t lie spirit of 
America, but that is a fictitious spirit. 
There is no real personalty there, for 
that belongs exclusively to tbe indi- 
vidual. It took a whole lot of energy 
to develop personality from the un- 
promising raw materials. It had to 
emerge from tbe muck of creative pro- 
cesses. Jesus emphasized the worth 
of the individual, and for the last 
few centuries the world has become 
more and more aware of tbe value of 
personality. 

The insects organize their groups 
into a machine which is intended to 
run without friction. Individuals are 
sacrificed ruthlessly and heartlessly so 
t lint the machine can run on smoothly. 
Human society does not mesh in any 
such way. There is a high degree of 
social integration which conserves the 
freedom of individuality. It is not 
like an army, where everybody has 
his station and knows what he must 
do. Man’s social destiny is the educa- 
tion of the individual so that, be- 
cause of his fine, high, compassionate 
personality and of bis own free will 
he will so determine bis conduct that 
lie will benefit the group. He will 
plan tbe organization of the commun- 
ity so as to develop personality rather 
than merely to safeguard life. The 
law aims to save life and property. 
Few laws ltave as their reason for 
being the development of personality. 

Tlie future of mankind is to empha- 
size personality first and the good 
of society second. Society will pros- 
per when tlie fine personalities arc 
there. Seek first tbe Kingdom of 
God and the other things will he add- 
ed unto you. The slogan for man is 
one for all and also all for one. 

What are the tilings for which 
America stands? What meets with 
popular approval? Prof. Mather gave 
a remarkable list of four things which 
he thinks are rated highest in Amer- 
ica. The order in which he gave them 
he says means nothing. This list is 
Prof. Mather’s personal opinion of 
America, bused in part on what he 
calls newspaper emphasis. America’s 
opinion to the contrary is amply and 
quite adequately shown by its regard 
for its hero, Lindbergh, as shown by 
the vast newspaper space which Prof. 
Mather chooses to ignore. 

These four highest things in Ameri- 
ca are. per Prof. Mather: 

1. Physical strength. 

2. Personal beauty. 

3. Intellectual ability. 

4. Financial success. 

Not one of these is characteristic- 
ally Uhristlan. Where are honor, 
truthfulness, integrity of character, 
willingness to sacrifice oneself for the 
welfare of others, and a sympathetic 
and kindly attitude toward others? 
Our schools and colleges emphasize 
the same things as the nation and let 
t lit* Uhristlan virtues go by. All this 
makes some pessimists think that civ- 
ilization in this machine age is on the 
way to its own destruction.

amount; "Crazy That Way. a Fox: 
"The New Babylon", a Russian pict- 
ure: and "Witchcraft Through The 
Ages", a Swedish picture. The first 
is a murder mystery in which an ex- 
pert criminologist leads the audience 
step by step to the solving of the 
murder of a stock broker whose mani- 
pulations with accounts of his clients 
netted all tlie adversity such a man 
deserves. The second is a comedy 
with "cyclonic" plot, delineating a 
young society girl and her reactions 
when one man — an engineer — refuses 
to worship at her shrine. The third 
is a spectacle reproducing the terrors 
of the Franco-Prussian War. with em- 
phasis upon the advance in 1S70 of the 
Germans upon Paris, the siege, the in- 
vaders’ victory, and eventually the 
despairing efforts of the Commune. It 
shows Russian art in the extreme, 
with contrast of beautiful and ghastly 
scenes. The last picture named has no 
particular story, hut shows how an- 
cient witchcraft and modern supersti- 
tion are based on ignorance. 

Four pictures are stated as for 
adults and adolescents: “Trailing 
Trouble", a Universal, is a western 
drama, presenting an adventurous 
cowboy (Hoot Gibson), who is victim- 
ized in a frame-up by his rival and 
enemy, almost to the point of losing 
his sweetheart and his own reputa- 
tion. “Hold Everything”, a Warner 
picture, is the story of a boxer, who 
on his way to become a champion, is 
beset by crooked schemes, hut finally 
is successful, and also wins the girl 
he loves.

Newton’s Tercentenary program is 
rapidly being completed, and bids fair 
to he an event of much interest to 
all. 

Just now. public, private and 
parochial schools from grades 8 
to 12 are busily engaged In writ- 
ing essays on "The Fathers of New 
England”. A first and a second prize 
will be awarded. The committee In 
charge of the Prize Essay Is: Fred- 
erick O. Holmes, Chairman, Miss 
Sadie E. Winchester, Miss Helen M. 
Fnles. H. E. Fife, Rev. Timothy A. 

I Curtin, Mrs. Elsie S. Jewett, Miss 
I Merle Ives. The essays are to he 
judged and prizes awarded very soon. 

The prize medals will he made from 
a die designed by a High school pu- 
pil. Several designs were submitted 
to the Committee for selection. The 
members of this Committee are: Ed- 
ward El well Whiting, chairman. Fred 
H. Daniels and Mrs. Louis H. Marsh- 
all. The winner of the prize is Evelyn 
Ernst, Grade X. living at Newton 
Center. Five other designs were 
considered worthy of honorable men- 
tion. namely: Della Fisher.

An Art Exhibit under the auspices 
of the Federation of Women’s Clubs 
with Mrs. W. G. Freethy of Waban, 
as chairman, will be held in the New- 
ton Centre Woman’s Club House.

It is hoped that some es- 
pecially fine, large piece, as for in- 
stance. a grandfather’s clock or a 
wonderful old desk may he loaned for 
this event. 

A cordial Invitation is extended to 
all persons to visit this exhibition, 
and, of course, admission will be free. 
It is felt that this showing of antiques 
he one of the high lights of our New- 
ton celebration. 

Beginning June 1, and continuing 
through the week. Lucy Jackson 
Chapter Daughters of the American 
Revolution will open the historic man- 
sion at Newton Lower Falls, corner 
of Concord and Washington streets, 
from 10 a. m. to 5 p. m. at a nominal 
admission fee. Tea will be served. 
The original two rooms of this old 
house are thought to have been built 
in 1630, the present house in 1750. 
Some years ago this chapter placed a 
boulder on the site of the birthplace 
of Roger Sherman, a signer of the 
Declaration of Independence. This 
is located on Waverley avenue near 
Cotton street. The site of the first 
Post Office in Newton was also mark- 
ed a short time ago by the placing of 
a large boulder on Washington street, 
Lower Falls, across from the Chapter 
House. 

The Tercentenary Committee hopes 
that old houses throughout Newton 
may be opened during the first week 
in June. This is to be done in Bos- 
ton. especially houses on Beacon Hill 
and vicinity. Newton has not many 
such, but if there are some not yet 
reported it is hoped they will be. 

The Woodward House on Woodward 
street, Newton Highlands will be open- 
ed to visitors on June 2, 3, 4, 5, from 
2 to 5 p. m. This house is two hun- 
dred and fifty years old, during all of 
which time it has been owned and oc- 
cupied by a member of the Wood- 
ward family. Just across the street 
lived Ralph Waldo Emerson, who fre- 
quently visited at the Woodward 
House. The Emerson house Is no 
longer standing, hut the name has 
been kept in the Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son School at Newton Upper Falls. 

One of the most interesting and 
colorful events of the whole Tercent- 
enary observance will be the Civic and 
Military Parade on Memorial Day. It 
will begin or end (as seems best) at 
the Newton Centre Playground where 
the Pageant is to he given on June 3, 
4. 5. Newton will miss an impressive 
spectacle if they elect to be out of the 
city on Memorial Day. Levi Libby, 
Past Commander is chairman of the 
Parade and will be assisted by Col. 
Daniel Needham, Col. Charles R. 
Cabot, Capt. George Henrikus, Hugo 
Xodstrom, Frank Gaw and Russell 
YUes. All Newton citizens will sure- 
ly "show their colors" on that day. 

Frank H. Damon, chairman of the 
Committee to mark historical places, 
assisted by George H. White, C. S. 
Luitwieler, Edwin O. Childs and H. 
D. Fuller are making arrangements 
for marking all places in Newton of 
historical interest, while Ira A. Roe 
bus charge of marking entrances to 
the city. 

There are other committees whose 
work has alreudy been reported or 
will be later. 

In April 1929 former Mayor Childs 
appointed a Citizens’ Committee to 
serve with a Committee from the 
Board of Aldermen on the 300th an- 
niversary «of the settlement of New- 
ton, as follows: William H. Rice, 
chairman; Hon. William F. Beacon, 
Joseph W. Bartlett, Herbert E. Locke, 
Mrs. Louis II.

This is the otllcinl Tercentenary 
committee of Newton, und bus had the 
appointment of ull chairmen and the 
general charge and direction of all 
the programs for the celebration. 
Mayor Childs wus usked to serve as 
Honorary Chairman, but on leaving 
oilier gu vo up that position and Mayor 
Weeks succeeded him. Mr. Childs 
has remained on the committee at 
the request of the members.

The death rate for the month was 
10.80 per 1000 of population as com- 
pared with 10.09 for the corresponding 
month in 1929. 

Inspections made during the month 
included 190 markets ami provision 
stores and 11 bakeries.

There Is a hope of reaching proro- 
gation next week ami matters are be- 
ing handled more rapidly than ever 
before tills year, with morning and 
afternoon sessions of both branches. 
At this time it is impossible to state 
the exact hour and date of final ad- 
journment hut it is snne to assume 
that it will be reached in the imme- 
diate future. 

One of tlie sharpest fights this week 
in the Senate came when a Boston 
Republican Senator sought to linve 
favorably acted upon a bill requiring 
employers of “open shop’’ labor to file 
with the State Department of Labor 
and Industries copies of tlie agree- 
ment with employees. The hill is fa- 
vored by organized labor. Proponents 
of tlie bill declared it would do much 
to prevent strife between capital and 
labor. Opponents said the bill was an 
attempt to do indirectly “what the 
courts say we cannot do directly” and 
meant providing a blacklist of employ 
ers. The Senate rejected the bill by 
a rising vote. An unsuccessful nt 
tempt was made to hove the rejection 
reconsidered. On this there was 
roll coll and Senator Hollis voted for 
reconsideration which lost. 18 to 15 

Mrs. Rnlph C. Henry. Mrs. Ray- 
mond Green. Mrs. John T. Wheelock 
and Miss Eleanor Rhodes of this city, 
accompanied by Mr. James Dempsey 
secretary to Mayor Weeks, called up- 
on Gov. Allen last Monday to invite 
him to the Newton Tercentenary pa 
geant June 3. 4 and 5. Mrs. Green 
Mrs. Wheelock and Miss Rhodes wore 
< ost unit's of the Civil War days in 
which they will appear in the pageant 
They were photographed with the 
Governor. Later they were escorted 
through the State House by Senator 
Hollis and presented to Speaker Sal 
tonstall of the House and President 
Bacon of the Senate. 

Tlie House spent considerable time 
on the bill giving cities and towns 
authority to purchase privately owned 
gas or electric lighting plants or parts 
thereof, the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion to determine the value and ap- 
prove the transaction. The leaders 
of the Democratic party offered as a 
substitute a bill which would allow 
municipalities to establish such plants 
without the approval of the Public 
Utilities Commission. There were 
lengthy arguments but finally the sub- 
stitute was rejected by roll call, 130 
to 84. Representatives Baker, Luit 
wieler and Thompson voted against 
substitution. When it came to the 
passage of tlie original bill the Re- 
publicans performed a neat bit of 
strategy bv demanding a roll call, thus 
fcrcing the Democrats, who had talked 
against the bill and for the substitu- 
tion to either support the bill or go 
without any legislation this year re- 
garding the establishment of munici- 
pal lighting plants. The bill went 
through with a whoop, 201 to 7. 

The Governor sent in a special mes- 
sage. which has already received fa 
vorable action, recommending that 
legislation passed authorizing cit- 
ies and towns to appropriate money 
for local safety committees and to 
carry out such highway safety work 
as may be found necessary in order to 
cope with each local situation. The 
Governor said that some question had 
arisen as to the legality of appropria- 
tions already made and that any ques- 
tion will hamper the splendid work 
that is being done. Therefore, he 
sought to have legislation passed to 
•ontinue public interest. 

The bill imposing a general tax on 
personal incomes und excise taxes 
measured by income and otherwise 
upon certain corporations, reported by 
the Taxation Committee on recommen- 
dations of the special taxation com- 
mission. has been abandoned in spite 
of the efforts of several members of 
the taxation committee. There has 
been substituted a resolve providing 
for an investigation of proposed 
hanges in the tax law. This latter 
action means that a lot of the taxatiou 
bills will go over another year and 
that little if any taxation legislation 
is to be considered at the present ses- 
sion. 

The Governor put his foot down on 
three bills which would have allowed 
tlie members of the city councils of 
Boston, Cambridge and Revere to 
boost their own salaries without a 
referendum to the voters of their re- 
spective cities. The Governor re- 
turned the hills with the recommenda- 
tion t hat they be amended to provide 
tor the approval of the voters and the 
Legislature promptly saw / his point. 
Tlie Boston boost is from $1500 to 
$2000. Cambridge $500 to $750 and Re- 
vere $300 to $500. Tlie amusing part 
of it is that the original bills pro- 
vided for a referendum to the voters 
but somebody thought it would be a 
clever tiling to knock off the referen- 
dum clause. Governor Allen reads 
bills pretty closely and it is not often 
that anything is put over on him. 

Tlie action of the Senute in passing 
old-age assistance legislation was one 
of the principal matters of interest 
tlris week. Tlie upper branch took 
the? House bill us it was with one ex- 
ception and that was placing tlie age 
at which both men and women may 
receive old-age assistance from tlie 
Slate at 70 years. That was the fig- 
ure in the original bill reported by 
the Committee on Pensions. The 
House had made it 60 years of age for 
women and 65 years for men. The 
Senate Ways and Meuns Committee 
tried to have substituted a resolve for 
further investigation of tlie mutter 
I ut that resolve was rejected by roll 
c all, 21 to 16. An attempt to put over 
the* Thoro non-contributory old-age 
pension bill was rejected by roll call, 

23 to 11. Then tlie hill itself was 
passed to he engrossed, 29 to 3. Sen- 
ator Hollis voted for further investiga- 
tion, against the iion*coutrlbutnry 
hill, and was paired against the hill 
that was finally passed.

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ALDERMEN MEET 


The meeting of the Aldermen on 
Monday night was late in adjourning. 
Not because much important business 
was transacted, nor because much rou- 
tine business or lengthy discussions 
were engaged in. A "short recess” 
which lasted the better part of two 
hours, called for the purpose of per- 
mitting a joint conference between the 
Finance and Public Buildings Commit- 
tees kept the other members of Board 
sitting idly in the aldermanic chamber. 
The long confab between the mem- 
bers of the two committees was on 
the matter of remedying the heating 
problem at the high school buildings 
in Newtonville. It was the third 
lengthy pow-wow on t bis perplexing 
problem which has been tlie cause of 
much deliberation the past few 
years on the part of the Scliool Com- 
mittee, the members of the Public 
Buildings Committee of the Aldermen 

and the Public Buildings Commis- 
sioner. Heating experts have been en- 
gaged and paid to make surveys and 
diagnoses of the heating situation at 
the high schools. Plans 1, 2, 3 and 4, 
Suggestions A, B, C and D have been 
made and argued over. 

At a recent meeting it was practi- 
cally decided to make drastic changes 
in the heating plant at the high 
schools which would have included the 
installation of a huge new boiler, plac- 
ing automatic stokers in the other 
boilers and altering the boiler room 
by making it higher, which, naturally 
would necessitate putting on a new 
roof. These changes would have cost 
about $50,000. Bills were received sev- 
eral weeks ago and it was almost de- 
cided to go ahead with the work. But, 
differences of opinions among the con- 
ferees resulted in a compromise which 
brought matters about where they 
were a year or more ago. All that will 
he done this summer on the heating 
plant will be — to install hand operated 
stokers and raise the height of the 
chimney. 

The stokers will allow a more even 
distribution of coal and are expected 
to end the smoke nuisance which re- 
sulted from forced heating. It was 
the smoke nuisance which started 
the whole rumpus over the heating dif- 
ficulties at the high school. 

There were several hearings Mon- 
day night on petitions to improve un- 
accepted streets in the city. It is 
amusing to the Aldermen to hear at 
meeting after meeting the same old 
whine — "Our street is in the worst con- 
dition of any street in the city.” Those 
making this claim know about as 
much concerning other unaccepted 
streets than tlie one on which they re- 
side as the ordinary man knows about 
Einstein’s theory of relativity. Most 
unaccepted streets are in tough shape 
when a thaw comes during the winter 
months. The hearings held Monday 
night concerned Garland, Lee and Wa- 
chusetts roads, Wade and Grant 
streets and Greenlawn avenue. 

William U. Fog will advocated the 
construction of cement curbings on 
rescent street. Auburndale. This 
street was recently improved and acc- 
epted. In accordance with the reg- 
ular method of constructing streets in 
this city, loam borders were placed 
between the street and sidewalk. Mr. 
Fogwill does not think much of the 
practicability of loam borders. Neither 
do other citizens who observe these 
borders rutted by automobiles and 
rampled by children. 

T. S. Woods, Jr., of Lee road was 
apprehensive regarding the levying of 
higher taxes on his property should 
tills street lie improved and accepted. 
He was assured by President Collins 
of the Board that the valuation on his 
property will not be raised because of 
this improvement. I)r. M. C. Sosman 
of Lee road told of friends who had 
:ome to visit him, but who turned 
back their cars when they saw the 
ondition of the street. 

Rev. William Shaw of the Upper 
'alls Methodist Episcopal Church 
spoke in favor of taking land on High 
street ns a playground for the pupils 
of the Emerson Scliool. He stated it 
will be n good investment for the hen- 
fit of growing youth. Mrs. William 
Shaw suid that the time is ripe now 
to act on the taking of tliis land. The 
taking of tills laud will prevent the de- 
plorable condition which forces little 
hildren to use the street ns a play- 
ground. The playground at Upper 
Falls is a half mile from the school, 
too far for little children to travel 
to. Mrs. Shaw stated that the taking 
of the land will not only provide u 
playground for the children now at- 
tending tin* school, hut for the thou- 
sands of children who will attend tliis 
school in future years. Letters were

They do not raise plants 
and shrubs but purchase them and do 
landscaping. The property they wish 
to use on Commonwealth avenue has 
a frontage of 250 feet and a deptli of 
500 feet. According to Mr. Hayden 
it would enhance the beauty of the 
neighborhood and residents would lie 
rot annoyed by seeing loads of dirt 
1 and manure being carted about. He 
, stated that they bad taken a lease on 
tiie property and will purchase it if 
! they obtain the permit. 

• He Btated that it t he permit is 
[ given, Mark Oettinger. New England 
, manager of the company will reside 
! in a $25,000 house which will be erect- 
! ed well in from the street and which 
: will also he used as an office. The 
! present old buildings would he re- 
moved. He quoted from the Zoning 
Ordinance, Section 556 which allows 
' nurseries in single residence zones, 
provided the Board of Aldermen grant 
: the permit and commented that al- 
! though he was of the opinion that the 
petitioners could establish a “demon- 
stration plant" on the property with- 
out a permit, lie desires to lie fair 
with tli • Aldermi n and thus entered 
ttio petition. Although he stated that 
! the site of the proposed nursery on 
Commonwealth avenue, is located on 
t a very dangerous curve. Air. Hayden 
I asserted that no danger will be caused 
! bv the establishment of t lie nursery 
show place at this point. He said 
: that ills clients will he pleased to co- 
operate with the city in the removal 
| of this curve by giving some land to 
i l ave it straightened out. 

| Cornelius Mehlgan of 1298 Common- 
wealth avenue, speaking for his 
mother, who. owned the property In 
question, favored the petition. He 
I thought the establishment of the nurs- 
| cry there will he a good thing for 
the neighborhood. In contradiction to 
Mr. Hayden’s plan to remove the dan- 
gerous curve, Mr. Mehigan said he 
would he opposed to any change in 
this curve. 

Edward A. McLaughlin. Jr., as at 
torney for John J. Daly of Prince 
street, and other owners of nearby 
properties, objected to the granting 
of the petition. He interrogated Mr. 
Hayden on certain matters and ob- 
tained the information that the Lewis 
Ai Valentine Company is a New Jer- 
sey corporation, that the lease they 
have taken on the property can be 
cancelled if a permit is not obtained 
and that already a number of shrubs 
have been planted on the property. 
P was explained by Mr. Oettinger of 
i lie Lewis & Valentine Company that 
i lie shrubs and plunts were pluced in 
the ground at 1266 Commonwealth 
i. venue because of the recent exces- 
sive hot spell, thut they had already 
booji sold and were just there tempor- 
arily. Mr. McLaughlin read letters 
ot protest from owners of nearby prop- 
cities who are opposed to the nursery 
business being established at the silt* 
asked for. 

He ridiculed Mr. Hayden’s argument 
t hat it is the purpose of Lewis & Val- 
entine to heuutify the neighborhood 
and contended that this foreign cor- 
poration isn’t coming lie re ami spend- 
ing $lon,oou just to heuutify the sec- 
tion. He said tiiey hud pickod out a 
spot in one of the most beautiful resi- 
dential sections of this city because 
of its advantage for sales purposes. 
He read their petition to show tho 
place is intended to lie used for unrs- 
er> business purposes aud contended 


that as already 100 or more shrubs 
have been planted, which according 
to Hie statement of the representa- 
tive of the Lewis & Valentine Com- 
pany. have already been sold, thut the 
Zoning Ordinance has been violated. 
He asserted that the Building Com- 
missioner should see that the law Is 
enforced. He argued that tho Zoning 
Ordinance was passed to protect resi- 
dents of this city who hud expended 
large sums in erecting attractive 
dwellings and that ibis ordinance 
should he lived up to. He stated that 
the residents in this neighborhood 
have a right to he protected from in 
road* of big business. 

John M. Delano of S08 Prince street 
opposed the petition. He said that 
the exhibition of shrubs and plants 
on this property will cause automo 
biles to lie stopped on the dangerous 
curve where two serious accidents 
have occurred within the past few 
weeks and where many accidents have 
happened in the past. 

Joseph J. Hickey of 11 SI Common 
wealth avenue objected to the peti- 
tion and queried Attorney Hayden re- 
garding tiie latter’s statement that 
sales will not he made at tiie place ex- 
cept in isolated cases. Mr. Hickey 
wanted to know just how these iso- 
lated eases would he determined? 

Mark Oettinger. manager for Lewis 
& Valentine explained that his em- 
ployers are not in the nursery busi- 
ness but are assemblers of rare plants 
and landscape engineers. He stated 
that the “demonstration plant" on 
Commonwealth avenue will attract 
much attention and will enhance the 
appearance of the neighborhood. He 
called attention to a similar plant 
valued at $1,000,000 and located in the 
best residential section at Rye. New 
York. He had reserved the right to 
purchase a 50 foot strip at t lie rear of 
the Mehigan land adjoining to lie used 
as an approach from Troy Lane for 
trucks. He realized that the curve 
on Commonwealth avenue would be 
bad for parking and automobiles 
should not be driven in from this 
point. He commented that he would 
endeavor to so conduct the plate and 
keep it so attractive that he will win 
the friendship of nearby residents. 

He was also questioned by Mr. Hick 
ey regarding the selling of plants at 
the premises and admitted that oc 
casional sales might lie made. 

George H. Ellis of 1215 Common- 
wealth avenue was another objector 
to the proposed nursery plant. He 
told of tiie many expensive residences 
which have recently been erected on 
the sub-divisions of his former estate 
and believes the proposed business will 
depreciate the value of tlie.se resi- 
dences. He stated that unless sales 
will be made at the place, it will be 
of little value for demonstration pur- 
poses. Tiie grounds there are not 
large enough for such demonstration 
of shrubs, so would bo used more for 
sales. He asserted it will lie a mis- 
take for the Aldermen to grant the 
petition 

Peter Dugan, speaking for Miss 
Leona Sheehan and iter sister of 124S 
Commonwealth avenue, opposed the 
petition and another objector was 
Aliss Lillian Cotter of Troy road. 

Cornelius Mehigan took exception 
to Mr. Delano’s statement that acci- 
dents have occurred at tiie curve op- 
posite 1 266 Commonwealth avenue. 
He stated these accidents have oc- 
curred at t lie intersection of the ave- 
nue and Fuller street. 

Mr. Hayden made the statement 
that the petitioners will agree to a 
modified permit which will forbid 
sales being made at tiie place and that 
no business will lie conducted there. 

POLICE NEWS 

Alleged ignorance of his affairs by 
Frank Vincenzo of Adams street, New- 
ton. caused him to be adjudged in 
contempt of court by Judge Weston 
on Tuesday and ordered to jail for 5 
days. Sometime ago Vincenzo en- 
gaged Attorney Francis Terry of New- 
ton ville to represent him in the mat- 
ter of recovering damages from the 
city for the taking of property on 
Bridges avenue as part of the site 
of the new Cabot School. Subsequent- 
ly. Vincenzo completed negotiations 
with the city and refused to pay 
Terry a fee of $100. Terry hailed j 
Vincenzo into court and last Saturday 
the latter submitted to a questioning 
by the attorney under the Supple- 
mentary Process law to ascertain his 
ability to pay tho debt to Terry. 

To practically all the questions, Vin- 
cenzo answered, “i don’t know.” This 
answer was given to such questions — 
“Do you own an automobile?”; “Have 
you any money? ’; “What business are 
you engaged in?’’ Because of these 
answers.

He was 
taken to jail by Deputy Sheriff Ricker, 
but later in the day paid the Terry 
claim, together with supplementary 
charges which brought the total 
amount to $127.50.

A reader has favored this column 
with a copy of the Boston Daily Cour- 
ier of Saturday morning, Sept. 22, 
1800, and inasmuch os it contains ref- 
erence to Newton I am sure that read- 
ers will find the home town allusions 
of more than passing interest. Be- 
fore going into the local feature let 
me tell you that as a daily newspaper 
this particular sheet Is a wonder. I 
can see why sometimes newspapers are 
flippantly referred to as “sheets.” This 
edition is large enough, when unfold- 
ed, to cover a baby’s crib and more. 
Actually, it measures four feet one 
way and two and one-half ihe other. 

Imagine trying to read it. I spread 
it out as one would an ordinary news- 
paper and found my arms aching be- 
fore I had been holding it long, and 
my arms are not short. It was good 
exercise, along with a study of past 
events. 

Well, it seems that the Courier was 
not in favor of the election of Abra- 
ham Lincoln as President and Hanni- 
bal Hamlin as Vice-President. And 
furthermore, a number of people in 
Newton were of the same opinion. The 
Courier’s candidates for President and 
Vice-President were John Bell of Ten- 
nessee and Edward Everett of Massa- 
chusetts. The leading editorial which 
measures about five feet of small type 
set solid (more than editorial writers 
today dash off in a week of daily edi- 
tions) contains this sad prophecy, "Mr. 
Lincoln, if elected, would be elected 
against the votes of a majority of the 
people of the United States — against 
tlie unanimous vote of fifteen of the 
thirty-three United States— and against 
the vote of a majority of the people 
even of the other eighteen states. He 
would stand on legal theories repudi- 
ated by all the judicial authorities, su- 
preme, circuit, and district, of the 
whole United States.” Not so hot as a 
prophecy. 

All of the above antagonism to one 
of our greatest men would not have 
impressed me as it did had I not read 
of the support given his opponent in 
Newton.

In a conspicuous place at the top of 
a column on the front page we find 
this: “Watertown. Sept. 21. 1860 — 

Watertown was alive last evening. At 
quarter past seven o’clock our Bell and 
Everett Club was drawn into line on 
Main street, each man with a torch in 
his left hand and a Roman candle in 
the right, ready to salute the Cam- 
bridgeport ‘Minute Men,’ who were ex- 
pected to arrive at half-past seven 
o’clock. 

“We had tendered an escort to the 
‘Minute Men’ to Newton Corner, to 
take the cars for the grand ratification 
meeting at West Newton, hut having 
received notice that the cars would not 
wait for us after 8 o’clock, and hear- 
ing that the Minute Men’ had proba- 
bly taken the cars at the Cambridge 
Crossing Station on the Worcester 
Railroad, on account of the storm, we 
started from Watertown at quarter be- 
fore eight for Newton Corner, very 
much disappointed. Just as the cars 
arrived, drums were heard and soon 
the ‘Minute Men’ came in sight, having 
arrived in Watertown a few minutes 
after we left. 

“The Watertown ‘Wide Awakes’ 
were out on a parade, and, to show 
their friendly feelings toward the 
Cambridge Company and our club, 
were drawn up in line on the bridge 
and saluted as we passed. 

”On our return to Newton Corner 
from West Newton we escorted the 
‘Minute Men’ to Watertown where they 
took the cars for home.” 

I fail to find any account of the 
“grand ratification meeting at West 
Newton” which I am sure would he far 
more engrossing than the details of 
transportation so carefully set forth 
by the Courier’s faithful Watertown 
correspondent. 

It seems that Bell and Everett were 
the candidates of the National Union 
Ticket. That party’s State ticket and 
the names of its electors are set forth 
in this edition of the Courier but I 
find no names of Newton men on the 
list. 

To us it seems incredible that there 
should have been this bitter feeling 
towards Abraham Lincoln. Not to 
dwell on the change that must have 
reached the hearts of his critics, but 
just to call attention to the silly tilings 
people can do under the stress of polit- 
ical excitement I place this before 
GRAPHIC readers. 

It is something of an art to know 
how to swing the gavel as presiding 
officer over a business meeting of a 
club or similar organization, but the 
art of it lies in the knowledge of par- 
liamentary procedure rather than any 
other accomplishment. One should 
know one’s Cushing’s Manual, hut so 
few of us do. Offhand I don’t know 
much about Mr. Cushing but I admire 
those who have had the patience to 
study that volume and acquire the 
facility that makes a perfect chairman. 

If you take the average individual 
you will find he understands how to 
put u motion and how to second it and 
most everybody knows, "I move we ad- 
journ.” but all the in-between proce- 
dure is a foreign practice to a lot of 
people. I should never think of crit- 
icising those who have failed to study- 
up on these things, although I believe 
that it is something we should do for 
own good. 

Many of us got our first idea of par- 
liamentary practice when he belonged 
a debating club in our youth. We got 
to learn tlie meaning of amendments, 
of motions to reconsider and those 
things amt we could demand a vote by 
saying, "Question,” which put it up to 
the presiding officer to obtaiu the sense 
or the meeting "All those in favor, 
please say ‘aye’, those opposed ‘no ” be- 
came a phrase common in our vocuh- 
alary but we never did seem ot get 
much beyond that. 

I have often wondered why so small 
a proportion <>f men and women famll- 
lurtze themselves with this really im- 
portant branch of everyday proceed- 
ings. Maylie women do better at it 
than men. I cannot say for l have sel- 
dom been privileged to watch them 
conduct a business meetiug. The whois

thing, I daresay, is a matter of appli- 
cation and minds of both sexes run 
along the same channels when it 
comes to either taking these things 
seriously or dismissing them alto- 
gether. 

In cities we are at a disadvantage 
as compared with residents of towns. 
More parliamentary knowledge can be 
picked up at a town meeting than any 
place I know. The trouble is we are 
apt not to hold it. All this I have 
written in the hope of inspiring my 
fellow citizens. Nothing pleases me 
more thau a man or woman who can 
handle the deliberations of a group of 
earnest people and rule promptly on 
all questions, answer requests for in- 
formation and avoid parliamentary 
tangles. It’s something that any of 
us may readily acquire and which we 
may find necessary to use at a most 
unexpected time. 

"Hot dogs” are always good for a 
laugh, although for the life of me I 
don’t know why. Many of us enjoy 
eating them and possibly the mere 
thought of one. reposing in a long 
roll and garnished with mustard, so 
tickles our appetite and fancy that we 
become slightly hysterical. It may be 
that I am a hit esthetic but I never 
call them “hot dogs”. The name frank- 
furt is. in my opinion, more appropri- 
ate as well as more accurate. How- 
ever, they are really sausage and no- 
body ever uses that word. 

I am not going to sermonize on this 
extremely popular article of food, but 
I have chosen it for a text because it 
furnishes me with an opportunity to 
speak of one of the most encouraging 
tilings that has happened for the com- 
monweal in a long time. If you will 
lie patient I shall show you how “hot 
dogs.” if you will, can represent some- 
thing very much worth while as well 
as very serious. 

Without dwelling on the possible 
adulteration of this delightful form of 
sausage l need only to remind my 
readers that it has been known to hap- 
pen. 

Basing their contention on this very 
fact a group of our best sausage man- 
ufacturers in Massachusetts proceeded 
to the Legislature this year and re- 
quested legislation to make more rigid 
tlie sausage manufacturing law and 
prohibit the use as an ingredient of 
certain organs of animals heretofore 
permitted under the law. 

It wus pointed out by these manu- 
facturers, and in all earnestness, that 
people coming to Massachusetts for 
celebration of the tercentenary this 
year should be able to obtain the very 
best "hot dogs" in the country. The 
Legislature didn’t laugh, but put 
through an act which calls for pure 
sausage and sausage meat. So im- 
pressed were they as to the need of 
this legislation that an emergency pre- 
amble was attached to make it oper- 
ate at once. The Governor lias affixed 
his signature and the whole business 
is settled. 

Out of this we may derive the sat- 
isfaction of knowing that we can’t go 
wrong when we buy sausage. But 
more important still is the fact that 
such legislation was initiated by the 
sausage mutiufacturers themselves. If 


that isn't’ a good healthy sign of pub- 
lic-spirited action I’ll miss my guess. 
It's the old story of reforms from with- 
in. They invariably do the most 
toward the improvement of conditions. 


The official reason of the Boston El- 
evated for giving us so many more 
single cars of the centre-door type on 
the Newton-Brighton-Watertowu line 
does not particularly interest me. One 
car is as good as another to me pro- 
viding I am not obliged to wait too 
long for it. If it comes rolling along 
when I'm ready for a ride I have no 
complaint, except that I hope that it 
isn't crowded and that I may have a 
seat. 

I will withdraw the above assertion 
regarding the similarity of the cars 
because I think the centre-door type 
has advantages. You have only one 
step to make. Also many more may 
board such a car at a single time. The 
two-step end-door car is something of 
a hurdle when there is a crowd. You 
start to climb up when you discover 
the person ahead has been suddenly 
obliged to halt. This sends you tum- 
hling backward to the ground where 


there are other people whose bodily 
presence saves yon from going flat. 

As far as my study of the centre- 
door type car goes there are longer 
side seats and fewer cross seats. They 
differ, these cars do, from the centre 
door trailer in that the latter has a 
semi-circle of seats at each end while 
the single cars have cross seats, one 
set of which requires the passenger to 
ride backwards. And these end seats 
are not too wide for comfort, rather 
the contrary. 

I’ve noticed that some men are alert 
to the opportunity provided by the 
vacant end seats for a good foot rest. 
Next time you ride just notice have 
these end seats that face the other 
way have been used as footstools until 
the varnish has been pretty well re- 
moved from the edge. Personally, the 
only objection I can see is that there 
is apt to be some mud left behind by 
the rested tootsies. 

But none of this is intended in a 
critical spirit. The centre-door cars 
are all right by me. In fact, any kind 
of a car is satisfactory. All I ask is 
plenty of ’em.

General Federation 


The closing event of the Club year 
is the meeting of the General Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, the largest 
organization of women in the world, 
when it will hold its twentieth Bien- 
nial Convention, June 5th to 14th in 
Denver, Colorado, with the president, 
Mrs. John F. Sippel, presiding. Many 
Massachusetts clubwomen at Swamp- 
scott last week, had the pleasure of 
seeing Mrs. Sippel. Approximately 
5t)00 Clubwomen, representing every 
State in the Union and many foreign 
countries, are expected to attend the 
Biennial. 

“Woman’s Service as a Citizen,” is 
the keynote of the convention, around 
which is being built an inspiring pro- 
gram, with special reference to wo- 
men's work, in American Citizenship, in 
American Home, in Education, in Fine 
Arts, in International Relations, in Leg- 
islation, in Press and Publicity and in 
Public Welfare, the eight major de- 
partments of work in the General 
Federation, through which more than 
one hundred and twenty-five separate 
activities are carried on. Mrs. Wil- 
liam N. Haider, of Marion, Ohio, 
chairman of the Program committee, 
announces that a score, or more, of 
women and men of national reputa- 
tion, will he included among the 
speakers. The outstanding achieve- 
ment of the past two years by the sev- 
eral departments will he recounted by 
its chairman, who will also make re- 
commendations for the continuation 
of present projects. 

State Presidents’ night, when the 
president of each State Federation re- 
counts in two minutes the notable 
Club work in her State, occupies a 
conspicuous place on the program. 

The closing session will he in charge 
of the president of the General Fed- 
eration. who will offer especially bril- 
liant speakers. Mrs. Eugene B. Law- 
son of Tulsa, Oklahoma, second vice- 
president of the General Federation, 
is representing the national organiza- 
tion in local arrangements. 

Election of ollicers will take place 
on Tuesday morning, June 10th. Offic- 
ers are elected for two-year terms, and 
with the single exception of the treas- 
urer, the present others were elected 
two years ago at San Antonio. How- 
ever, the custom is to give officers 
two terms; hence, as there are no 
other candidates to date, it is expect- 
ed that the following incumbents will 
he re-elected: President, Mrs. John 
F. Sippel, of Baltimore; first vice-pre- 
sident, Mrs. Grace Morrison Poole, of 
Brockton, Massachusetts; second vice- 
president. Mrs. Eugene B. Lawson of 
Tulsa, Oklahoma; and recording se- 
cretary, Mrs. Henry C. Taylor of 
Bloomfield, Iowa. The treasurer of the 
Federation. Mrs. H. G. Reynolds of 
Paducah, Kentucky, having served 
two two-year terms is not eligible for 
re-election. The only announced can- 
didate for this office Is Mrs. Edward 
Hammett of Sheboygan, Wisconsin. 

Colorado Club women, who number 
8000, have for the past two years been 
occupied with plans for making the 
twentieth Hiennal convention notuhle 
from He standpoints of hospitality 
and entertainment, and many unique 
and delightful features have been 
planned. Mrs. (’. II. Moriau, of Den- 
ver, as local Biennial chairman, is in 
general charge of local arrangements, 
and she is assisted by forty-six large 
and well organized committees. The 
convention will open forinully with a 
great out door reception, featuring a 
dramatic fantasy symbolizing the spir- 
it and history of Colorado, written by 
Nellie Hurget Miller, Colorado’s poet 
laureate. 

"Play Day” as the day set aside 
for recreation 1ms come to he known, 
will offer to the delegates the sixty- 
live mile Circle Drive over Lookout 
Mountain and through Denver’s moun- 
tain purks, to Golden, the eurly capital 
of Colorado, scene of the gold rush of 
’59, the rocky crypt where rests the 
remulus of Col. Win. F. Cody (Buffalo 


Bill). Genesee mountain Continental 
Divide, Bear Creek Canyon, and other 
points of historic and scenic Interest. 
Special entertainment Is being ar- 
ranged for visiting Clubwomen other 
than delegates. A series of delight- 
ful social affairs is being arranged for 
Juniors, whom it Is expected will be 
present in large numbers. 

Clubwomen who attend the Bienninl 
of the General Federation in Denver, 
and there are many from Massachu- 
setts. may stand at the tip-top of the 
world, for Colorado is located on the 
very crest of the continent. Motor 
highways an hour out of Denver climb 
to the top of the Great Divide. The 
continent of America, like a huge 
monster rising from the sea, humps its 
jagged vertebrae for three-hundred 
miles across Colorado. In this short 
distance nearly fifty bristling pinna- 
cles lift more than 14,000 feet above 
the sea, while hundreds of scarred 
peaks barely escape that elevation. 

Denver, itself, stands over 5000 feet 
above sea level and has an average 
summer temperature of sixty degrees. 
It has no wooden structure of any sort 
within its limits, hut matches its rug- 
ged scenery with buildings of con- 
crete, brick, granite and marble. The 
building which will be most frequent- 
ed by the Clubwomen will be the Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium. In its huge hall, 
which seats 12,000 persons, will be 
held the sessions of the Biennial, and 
there will also be ample accommoda- 
tions for committee meetings and ex- 
hibitions. All the sessions will be 
open to the public, with special seats 
reserved for the delegates. 

Not far from the Auditorium is the 
Brown Palace Hotel, the official head- 
quarters. and the Cosmopolitan Hotel, 
where the New England group will be 
quartered. As the hostess for the 
Council of 1929, Massachusetts will be 
favored with especially good seats, 
only Maryland, the president’s State, 
and Texas, the hostess for the last 
Biennial, being given precedence over 
her. 

Denver claims to be the cleanest 
city in the world and the most fire-

Plant 23,000 Pine Seedlings 

As a result of the plans set forth 
by President Hutchinson at the Nob- 
scot Rally on Friday evening last, at 
which 700 Scouts and men were pre- 
sent. about 23,000 young white and 
red pine seedlings have been set out 
at the Xobseot Reservation, which was 
mostly burned over on May 4th. 
These trees were set out by Scouts 
and Scouters from every Troop in the 
Council and was done in record time. 

Mr. H. O. Cook, State Forester and 
member of the Troop 15. Auburndale. 
Committee, provided 20,000 5-year-old 
white pine seedlings on very short 
notice. Mr. G. H. Crosbie, nature ex- 
pert, gave the instructions in setting 
and heeling in the young trees. Mr. 
Crosbie is the Assistant Scoutmaster 
of Troop 5, Centre. 

Scouts Arrive Early 

By eight o’clock on Saturday morn- 
ing last, men and boys began arriv- 
ing at the Xobseot Reservation, ready 
to set out trees. Many of them had 
given up prior engagements of a per- 
sonal or entertainment nature to de- 
vote the day to re-foresting the devast- 
ated area of the Xobseot Reservation, 
totalling about 50 acres. A little later, 
after instructions by Mr. Crosbie. and 
armed with spades, shovels, mattoxes 
and pails full of seedlings, they scat- 
tered to all parts of the Reservation, 
each Troop to the area it was request- 
ed to re-forest. All day long they 
worked, with a short time for lunch, 
and by 6 o’clock, there were but a few 
hundred trees left out of the total of 
24,000 red and white pines which had 
been heeled in. in long rows by the 
Ranger, ready for this big day. 

It was originally believed that two 
Saturdays would be required for the 
work and hence the Camporee planned 
for Saturday. May 24th. was called off. 
as the great majority felt that all time 
possible should be spent in reforesting 
the Reservation. 

"Nobscot Rally” Held Night Before 

On Friday evening. May 17. a big 
rally of all the Scouts and members 
of the Council was held at the Levi 
Warren Junior High School. West 
Newton. This rally was opened with 
the singing of "America ”, followed by 
a brief presentation by the Council 
President. Then were shown slides of 
the burned area of the Reservation, 
followed by slides showing how rap- 
idly evergreen seedlings grow and 
what could be expected at the Reserva- 
tion in comparatively few years after 
setting out youug trees. The Presi- 
dent spoke of the spirit of Scouting 
in taking tho fire as an opportunity 
instead of a blow and rising to the oc- 
casion. He called upon all those who 
were ready to work for the future 
Scouts by re-seeding Nobscot Reserv- 
ation to rise und say, “I Will” — every 
Scout and man sprang to his feet and 
made the pledge in a cry that echoed 
and re-echoed. 

This was followed by the showing 
of the motion picture "Simba”, a pic- 
ture story of lion-hunting and wild life 
in Africa. 

Further Plans for Nobscot 

The Committee on Camps and 
Camping will meet shortly to formul- 
ate additional plans for the Reserva- 
tion. Setting out of red pines, spruce, 
cedar and fir will be carried out in 
the lull. A fire lane of a least fifty 
feet, absolutely cleared with an ad- 
ditional 50 feet, 25 feet euch side of 
the cleared fifty will doubtless be kept 
cleared of all underbrush — all to pro- 
tect the Reservation in its new glory- 
to be from future forest tiros, will 
probably be mude. 

The Council has been asked re- 


peatedly about insurance on burned 
I buildings. The three were insured 
for about material cost, following 
Council policy, as practically all labor 
1 was performed by the Scouts. As all 
buildings were totally destroyed, the 
| full insurance will be paid. The tool 
! shed and garage, formerly an Adiron- 
| dack type shelter of chestnut logs, is 
I already in process of rebuilding, ex- 
actly like the one which was complet- 
ed just the week before the fire wiped 
it out. 

Still Wild Life in the Reservation 

On account of the intensity of the 
fire, it was feared that the wild life 
in the Reservation would be killed. 

; However, rabbits, foxes, birds of all 
kinds, evidently fled to the bird sanct- 
! nary which was almost unscathed and 
were saved. Even the morning after 
the fire, the burned trees were full 
of birds of all descriptions, singing 
their hearts out, probably in thanks- 
giving at having escaped that terrible 
demon they so feared and which they 
understand not. except that it brings 
death to them. As days have passed, 
more birds have appeared, rabbits are 
often seen, the foxes are barking 
once more and the wild life of the 
Reservation, though its home has 
been fearfully mutilated, realizing 
that it is safe for them, have come 
back to the Reservation. 

With the continuing cool and damp 
and rainy weather, the trees that were 
scorched have greater chance of com- 
ing back once more and the young 
seedlings have greater opportunity for 
life. All nature seems to be co-operat- 
ing to heal the wound. Time will 
restore the Reservation, with the work 
that the Scouts and Scouters of the 
present are doing, to even greater 
beauty and paradise-likeness, for the 
Scouts and Scouters of the future.

REVISED ORDINANCES OF 1929- 
ZONING ORDINANCE 
SECTION 577. The Board of Aider- 
men may, from time to time, upon its 
own initiative, or upon the recom- 
mendation of the Planning Board, or 
upon the petition of any owner of real 
estate, after a public hearing by the 
Board of Aldermen or a committee 
thereof, modify the district boundary 
lines as established by this ordinance.

The Mather Class 


"The Future of the Church" was the 
subject of Prof. Klrtley F. Mather’s 
lecture last Sunday morning before 
the Mather Class at its regular week- 
ly meeting at the Newton Centre Wo- 
man’s Club House. 

This was the eighth lecture in the 
series on "The Reconstruction of Reli- 
gion.” 

Prof. Mather considered the future 
of man from the religious point of 
view, in contrast with the lecture the 
preceding Sunday on the future of 
man front the scientific point of view 

Tlie Church is not so essentially a 
part of man’s existence as it once was. 
In times past the Church answered ail 
the needs of man. It was man’s reli- 
gious, political, and economic authori- 
ty. The Church once controlled edu- 
cation. Now the State has taken the 
responsibility of educating the youth 
of the land. You do not have to go 
to Church to learn the alphabet and 
the rudiments of language and science. 

The practice of medicine was con- 
fined to the Church a long time ago. 
Physicians were in and of the Church. 
It is no longer the exclusive guardian 
of the physical needs of mankind. 

Once you had to go to Church to 
get married, but you do not have to 
any longer. 

At present you can be born, educat- 
ed, treated in hospitals, woo, wed, be 
divorced, die, and be buried, and nev- 
er have any contact with the Church. 
It is not now recognized as important 
as it used to be. One by one its rela- 
tionships to the individual have drop- 
ped off. 

The fact that the Church blazed the 
trail and set the standards shows the 
past values of the Church. In some 
respects the functions taken over by 
the State are done better because of 
the larger resources available and be- 
cause of the feeling that what is fund- 
amentally for the good of all should 
he paid for by all and this is approx- 
imately what happens when the State 
does it. because everybody contributes 
in one way or another to the public 
functions of the Government. 

Some people actually imagine that 
the Church, once preeminent and pre- 
requisite, is now no longer essential. 
They expect the dropping off of more 
and more of the duties of the church 
until we shall have no more need of 
the church. They try to be good 
Christians and live like Jesus and vet 
have nothing to do with any church 
organization. They say that no church 
fits their peculiar needs. The creeds 
are outworn, or the ritual isn't satis- 
factory, or something else is the mat- 
ter. This is not very impressive be- 
cause there are so many different 
kinds of Church organization in the 
United States. Out of the many hun- 
dreds of different sects there should 
he no great difficulty in meeting any- 
body’s specifications. There are, for 
instance, seventeen different and dis- 
tinct kinds of Baptists in tlie one State 
of Arkansas alone. 

Christianity is different from Church- 
anity. Any particular Church may not 
in every detail meet your ideal of all 
the Christian virtues, but it is much 
more practicable to reform an insti- 
tution or organization If you are in- 
side. It is better to work from within 
than to attack from outside. You can 
lead people easier than you can drive 
them. 

The Church is a means to an end. 
So is Christianity. The Kingdom of 
God is more than a lot of Churches 
and better than any one of them. 
When it has been attained here on 
earth, the end for which the Church 
stands will have been reached and 
there may then he no further need of 
the Church, but that time is a long 
ways off. quite beyond the range of 
human imagination. In the meantime 
no end that we know about is final. 
No goal is completely attained. Every 
achievement puts us in a better posi- 
tion for another achievement further 
on. Suppose we do say that the 
Church is a means to an end. When 
we reach that end. there will open up 
another end to be attained still fur- 
ther off', and so on indefinitely. We 
are a long way from reaching the first 
end here in America. 

There are two excellent reasons 
why, the Churches will he very neces- 
sary for a long time to come. They 
are: 

1. Spiritual. 

2. Practical. 

The law of biology is that life comes 
only from life. This is true of both 
physical and spiritual life. Thus spir- 
itual life comes only from spiritual 
life. An individual can create spirit- 
ual life in others. Jesus did it. We 
want spiritual life to continue, and it 
is liable to die out if it is left to in- 
dividuals. The Church is an etern- 
ally existing organization and is there- 
fore useful in keeping the spiritual 
flame alive. The individual’s spiritual 
strength is freshened: renewed, and 
expanded by reason of his cooperation 
with others. The group somehow has 
more of a spiritual accumulation than 
tlie sum total of all the contributions 
of all the individuals who make up 
the group. The association of spirit- 
ually minded individuals gives new 
spiritual energy. 

A reasonable variety of denomina- 
tions is excellent, because different 
people require different kinds of wor- 
ship. Beautiful church architecture 
ministers to the need of some far 
more than it does to others. Hurry 
Emerson Fosdick’s new church is a 
declaration of the faith of human 
beings in the reality of spiritual 
forces. 

Spiritual life for some is strengthen- 
ed by music. It is no accident that 
the long-lived works of great music 
were designed for religious worship. 

Ritual helps others, while for an- 
other group a coldly intellectual dis- 
section makes the greatest appeal. 

The great thing is to conserve and 
propagate spiritual life. As in the past, 
so in the future, the Church will grow 
more and more democratic. The needs 
of the group will he better ascertained 
and more and more the attempt will 
be made to meet those needs. 

Tlie second reason for tlie continu- 
ance iif the Church is practical. Form 
erl) thi 1 mphoals waa on the indivi- 
dual, to pluck a brand from the burn- 
ing. Now we want to put out the fire.

Bdltor'a Note: The author of this 

week’s article, describing one of the prin- 
cipal features of the Newton Tercenten- 
ary l’ageant, which will he held June 3rd, 
4th, and 5th, on the Newton Centre Play- 
ground, is Chairman of the Committee on 
< ’ostumes. 

“While many of the costumes to he 
worn by characters in the Newton 
Tercentenary Pageant are being se- 
cured from a theatrical costumer, 
there is particular interest in those 
which the committee has provided 
from home sources. The attics and 
closets of homes in Newton have been 
combed for material. As a result, more 
than one actor will appear in garments 
actually wqrn in a former day by an 
ancestor or a neighbor’s ancestor. The 
fact that they have been preserved for 
generation marks these clothes as 
treasures, and the rich materials and 
glowing colors are a delight to the 
eyes of 1930 when garments, though 
they may be more practical, are not so 
spectacular. 

"Recently Newton citizens who will 
appear i nthe “Village Green’’ episode 
have been trooping to a tine old house 
in Aubumdale, the home of Miss 
Anne E. Bunker, assistant chairman of 
the costume committee. In the high, 
square rooms upstairs they have ar- 
rayed themselves in dresses and hats 
of the 1850 period, with their pinched 
waists, voluminous skirts, trailing rib- 
bons, and all the unaccustomed gear 
of bustles and hoop-skirts. The ladies 
who carried Newton's invitation to 
Governor Allen lastweek put on their 
finery here and descended to a spaci- 
ous parlor furnished exactly as in the 
time of Miss Bunker’s grandmother, 
where the austere pieces of early 
American furniture seemed to glow 
anew at the appearance of quilted and 
brocaded skirts, the memory of a 
quaint past day returned. 

“The hats of this period, remarkable 
for beauty as well as for size, have 
been the particular .charge of Mrs. 
Robert E. Holmes of Aubumdale, an- 
other assistant chairman of the cost- 
ume committee. At her skillful touch 
the faded relics from the attics have 
come to life again, rich in plumes and 
ribbons, brilliant with flowers, gay 
with frivolous lace and ornaments. 
Much of the trimming themselves 
came from boxes and drawers long 
undisturbed in some-one’s storage gar- 
ret 

“Even more notable efforts have 
been made by the committee to keep 
this Pageant truly a Newton home- 
made product. Another assistant 
chairman, Mrs. Percy E. Woodward, is 
operating in the basement of her beau- 
tiful home at 125 Highland avenue, 
Newtonville, a complete dyeing estab- 
lishment, where costumes are brought 
for transformation to the colors best 
suited to the picture. Mrs. Woodward, 
herself an expert in these matters, is 
supervising the coloring of costumes 
for the dancers. 

“The spectator at the Pageant 
should feel an added thrill in knowing 
that the beautiful pictures revealed 
are not only authentically reproduced 
from the past, but are also in many 
details actually part of a bye-gone 
day, the Newton of a century or more 
ago."

“We have already told you that 
James Houghton, the baritone singer, 
takes the part of Chief Waban in the 
Indian Episode. Of local interest will 
be the name of W. H. Harris, who 
went to London with our famous Boy 
Scouts, and who now leads the Indian 
dancers as the Chief Medicine Man of 
the tribe. Raymond Lang, the rector 
of the St. John’s Episcopal Church, 
with his three elders, Dr. DeWitt, Ar- 
thur D. Colby, and S. F. Oldfield, 
preaches in pantomime to the large 
group of men. women and children in 
the Indian encampment, and at the 
end bless the “First Community of 
Christian Indians within the English 
Colonies.” 

"The Village Green episode, show- 
ing the modes and manners of the 
town in 1S30, is most interesting. 
There are about 40 young women and 
matrons in the fetching costumes of 
the period, and 60 men and boys mak- 
ing up a cross section of the village 
of that time. You will see the arrival 
of the stage coach, filled with charm- 
ing people, the wonderful train bring- 
ing ic ; railroad president, Mr. Charles 
Kelsey, to be feted by the citizens, 
some of the elegant ladies being: Mrs. 
George Hatch, Mrs. Francis Newhall, 
and Mrs. Norman Pratt. At the end 
President Lincoln (Raymond Green), 
called a group of men who follow him 
to war, headed by Sidney Holden. 

‘"The Grandfather’s Episode is set 
in a typical modern home of the pre- 
sent day Newton. The mother. Mrs. 
W. Cornell Appleton, makes a charm- 
ing picture with a group of lovely 
children around her. 

“There are many more names we 
would like to mention but we wish to 
fill the remaining space with thanks 
to all those who are taking part in 
our Pageant and making it a success."

Building Collapses 

At Newton Corner 


Two Men Have Narrow Ent-ape* 
From Being Buried Alive 

The old brick building at the rear 
of 49 Elmwood street, Newton col- 
lapsed Monday afternoon about 2:30 
and two men who were working on 
the second floor of the structure nar- 
rowly escaped being buried in the 
mass of debris and automobiles. The 
structure was built about 60 years 
ago by the late George W. Bush and 
was used for many years as a livery 
stable, in recent years it has been 
used for automotive purposes. It was 
owned by the Estabrook estate which 
also owns the Elmwood Street Gar 
age. J. R. Estabrook of Arlington is 
manager of the garage. On either side 
of tlie structure are two brick veneer 
buildings, formerly used as parts of 
the Bush Livery Stables. 

The first floor of the building was 
used until recently by the American 
Steam Automobile Company. This 
company moved out several weeks ago 
and subsequently trucks were garaged 
in the old building. A couple of weeks 
ago one of these heavy trucks broke 
through the floor. As a result, altera 
tion work was started on the building. 
No permit for this work was obtained 
from the Public Buildings Department 
of Newton, which was unaware of this 
work. Monday afternoon as a man 
named Brown was working on a car 
on the second floor of the building, 
the car started to roll toward the 
rear of the structure. At the same 
time an ominous rumbling started. 
Brown's agility of mind and action 
saved his life. He rushed for a large 
sliding door which opened onto a 
ramp between the doomed building 
and an adjoining structure. For- 
tunately for Brown, this door, which 
had been closed, slid open as the 
building sagged and he made his es- 
cape as tlie floor dropped from under 
him. Another man named Hall was 
also working on the second floor of 
the building. He rushed to the front 
of the building, which fortunately did 
not collapse, and clambered out a 
window where he hung until the dust 
cloud settled. Then he escaped 
through a side window onto the ramp. 
As tlie rear of the building collapsed 
five automobiles which were being 
serviced, fell into the cellar amidst 
the debris. Two were the property 
of the Anderson-Cadillac Company and 
others were owned by Newton Turner. 

The rear wall of the building bulged 
dangerously in the direction of the 
Boston & Albany tracks and a flag- 
man was soon on the scene to slow 
down passing trains. Buildings Com- 
missioner Chadwick came to the place 
and made a preliminary investigation. 
Tuesday and Wednesday inspectors of 
the Public Buildings Department and 
Police Inspector Patrick King made 
an investigation of the circumstances 
leading up to the collapse. They find 
that because of the alteration work 
on the building, the lateral support of 
the structure in the rear part was 
weakened, causing it to fall down.

Memorial Day— Tercentenary 

Parade Plans Completed 

To Start At Newton Corner Fire Station — Will Be Largest 
In City’s History 


A five months’ celebration of the 
300th Anniversary of the founding of 
Newton will begin this week with the 
march on Friday, of more than 5,000 
men and women in the largest, most 
colorful Memorial Day Parade in the 
city’s history. 

Soldiers from the Harbor forts, 
sailors from the Charlestown Navy 
Yard, and a troop of cavalry will aug- 
ment the military companies of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, Sons of 
Veterans, Daughters of Veterans. 
American Legion and Spanish War 
Veterans who will honor the memory 
of the dead heroes of the Civil War. 
Music will be a feature of the long 
line. Seven hands will take part, in- 
cluding the famous Weymouth Post, 
American Legion band of Weymouth, 
the DeMoIa> Band of Newton and the 
Cecil Fogg Post, American Legion 
Band of Boston. 

Twenty fraternal organizations and 
service clubs will also take part, in- 
cluding the Kiwanis and Rotary 
Clubs, seven lodges of Odd Fellows, 
500 Boy Scouts. Masonic Lodges, 
Massachusetts Catholic Order of For- 
esters. St. Jean Baptiste and other 
French societies, and St. Nicholas So- 
ciety. Umberto Lodge, and other Ita- 
lian organizations. 

Mayor Sinclair Weeks. Chief Mar- 
shal. with Wilfred A. Wetherbee, Chief 
of Staff, and Edmund T. Dungan. Ad- 
jutant-General. will head the line of 
march. Prominent citizens and mem- 
bers of the city government will com- 
prise the Mayor’s staff. Civilian mem- 
bers of the staff will wear formal dress 
and military members will march in 
service uniforms. A detail of police, 
made up entirely of war veterans will 
escort the staff. 

The units will assemble at 1:30 p. 
ni. in side streets off Washington 
street in the Newton Corner section 
of the city, the head of the line form- 
ing at the Newton Fire Station at 
Centre avenue and Washington street. 
The line will move promptly at 1:45 
p. m. and march west in Washington 
street to Newtonville, the various 
units falling into line as the head 
passes the several points of assembly. 
At Walnut street in Newtonville tlie 
parade will turn south and will then 
march over the following route: — To 
Washington Park, to Park Place, to 
Cabot street, to Walnut, to Newton 
cemetery. 

Memorial services will be held by 
Charles Ward Post at the Soldiers' 
Monument in the cemetery, and will 
he participated in by veteran organ- 
izations only, after which the column 
will march in the same order through 
Walnut street to Beacon, to Centre, 
to Tyler terrace, to the Newton Centre 
Playground, where the column will be 
reviewed by the Chief Marshal and 
the Chairman of the Newton Tercen- 
tenary Committee. Refreshments will 
be served to all organizations parti- 
cipating in parade. 

One of the most picturesque cerem- 
onies of the observance this year will 
take place at 4:00 p. m. on Newton 
Centre Common, at the Flag Pole in 
front of the Mason School. There 
will be drawn up a platoon of "Colo- 
nial Soldiers" in the quaint military 
dress of 1776. on the site of the an- 
cient muster field and with brief 
commemorative exercises. Mayor Sin- 
clair Weeks will place a wreath at 
the base of the monument there. 

The next great event of the Tercen- 
tenary year will take place on Tues- 
day. Wednesday and Thursday nights 
next week the Pageant-Drama, "New- 
ton — The City Beautiful". This elab- 
orate event, on which the city has ex- 
pended $15,000 will he staged in a 
natural amphitheatre on the Newton 
Centre Playground, weather permit- 
ting. Performances wiU begin promp- 


tly at 9:00 o’clock in the evening. 
More than 400 men. women and chil- 
dren will have parts in the pageant 
caste. Nearly 3000 persons will be 
accommodated each performance. Seats 
are on sale for 50c and $1.00 in all 
branches of the Newton Trust Compa- 
ny and in the First National Bank of 
West Newton. Free seats may be 
obtained by application to Mr. Ernst 
Hermann. General Director of the 
Pageant at City Hall.

NEWTON WINS 

FROM EVERETT 


Playing its best game of the 19.10 
season the Newton High baseball team 
scored a 6 to 3 victory over the 
Everett high school team in a Sub- 
urban league game at Everett last 
Saturday. The victory was the sec- 
ond league win for the orange and 
black which seems to have begun a 
long delayed hitting streak. The de- 
feat of Everett brought that team 
down to a cellar-tie with Newton in 
the lengue standing. In other league 
games Friday and Saturday other sur- 
prises were handed out. On Friday 
the Cambridge Latin nine took Brook- 
line over the jumps 6 to 4 to drop the 
Wealthy Towners out of a first place 
tie with Rindge. The shock was evi- 
dently too great for Rindge as in their 
gnme on Saturday with Somerville 
they weakened in a ten-tuning battle 
to give Somerville tin* verdict, 7 to 6, 
and bring about another first place 
tie with Brookline, while both Somer- 
ville and Cambridge Latin were right 
at their heels in a tie for third place. 

Tom Rhodes was on the mound for 
Newton nt Everett and pitched a good 
game all the way, fanning six and 
passing but two. The Everett batters 
could not solve Rhodes and made but 
six hits. Newton began to hit Dewey 
Vacca, Everett's highly-rated south- 
paw pitcher, from the start and he 
eventually gave way to Shea. Colby 
led the Newton attack with a triple 
and two singles while Elrod poled two 
nice hits ami Barry a triple as part of 
the orange and black’s nine safeties. 

Newton scored two runs in the sec- 
ond and four in the fifth while all of 
Everett’s runs came in the third. The 
Everett runs came on a triple to score 
a runner from first followed by a 
couple of Newton errors. 

In the second Newton took the lead 
with Colby’s triple to right, the fea- 
ture of the inning. Colby later scored 
himself. Everett then took the lead 
in the last of the third. 

The fifth inning opened with Barry’s 
triple to left and the count was tied 
when Elrod brought him home on a 
sacrifice fly. Then the barrage of hits 
started. Colby singled and stole sec- 
ond. The next hatter scored him with 
a single and took second on the throw 
home. Three times in succession this 
same situation occurred with the 
Everett outfielders trying in vain to 
cut the runners down at the plate 
while the batters moved to second. 

In the field the local players made 
some nifty plays to stop Everett ral- 
lies in their Infancy.

edge of the brim. I was resolved that 
I would wear it and I did. My perserv- 
erance triumphed but the blooming 
hat was made to look in a couple of 
days as if I lmd worn it a month. 


Changes in the ranking officers of 
our police department, brought about 
by the retirement of experienced of- 
ficers who have reached the age lim- 
it and the promotion of others, gives 
us a chance to do a lot of tilings to 
increase efficiency. I mean that this 
is an appropriate time to make our 
police force one that is fully adequate 
to take care of a city of more than 
00,000 population. We’re getting in 
tlie big city class and that necessit- 
ates considerations that have been 
previously overlooked. 

Personally I have always believed 
that the size of the Newton force was 
not sufficient to cover a territory of 
as many square miles as is comprised 
by the several villages. Another thing 
that has remained one of my convic- 
tions is that the city has been stingy 
with its police department appropria- 
tions. From my observations there 
lias always been a desire to measure 
the size of the force by the amount of 
money appropriated. No one has ever 
made suggestions looking toward 
future. It has always been thought 
wisest to get along by spending as 
little as possible. 

Now I am not pretending to argue 
that a lot of money spent in police 
salaries is going to make a perfect 
department. But I believe that some- 
thing is needed besides the annual ad- 
dition of one or more patrolmen, with 
now and then a sergeant. Tin* aim 
should be, as I see to it, to arrive at 
some particular objective. We haven t 
a traffic squad under a lieutenant, 
which even smaller cities enjoy. We 
pull a route officer off his regular 
duties and station him in u particular 
spot to catch those who fail to ob- 
serve the Wushington-st. “stop” sign. 
Tlie rest of that section of tlie city is 
unguarded while this patrolman is 
muking life miserable for out-of-town 
motorists. 

We haven’t any substations worthy 
of the name. The city is too big and 
now, with an increased population, and 
too thickly settled to have only one 
police station, which is practically 


the situation today. Somebody fami- 
liar with policing methods should be 
consulted and a definite plan for the 
development of the force laid down. 
Anything that is done should be with 
the thought in mind that the city is 
growing. The sooner this problem is 
tackled the better. 


I have noticed that the board of 
aldermen declined to grant a license 
to a traveling show with a merry-go- 
round and other attractions. It strikes 
me that these things have a place but 
that it is not Newton. What they offer 
is the same as an amusement park 
provides. The latter is far better 
equipped and controlled and is the 
more suitable spot than a lot that is 
probably in the real estate market and 
will some day or other be occupied by 
buildings. 

It is easily believed that the occu- 
pants of dwellings in the vicinity of 
these traveling shows get an earful at 
night from melodies ground forth by 
the operation of the merry-go-round. 
Then there are crowds who come and 
go and usually it is late enough be- 
fore they go. Anybody who works 
needs rest and although they may be 
able to stand one or two nights of 
continuous revelry, either as a parti- 
cipant or an onlooker, a week or tw’o 
of flying-horses and other tent shows, 
right under one’s nose, is tough on 
the everyday individual. 

I do not feel that anybody in New- 
ton is deprived of any needed recrea- 
tion or pleasure by the failure of the 
aldermen to vote favorably on tills ap- 
plication. We have one of the best 
amusement parks in the country with- 
in our own city limits and it doesn’t 
take long to travel to the beaches to 
see other outdoor or tent attractions. 

It seems to me that the traveling 
show that provides a merry-go-round, 
ferris wheel, etc. belongs in the dis- 
tricts where those things are a novel- 
ty. They must he a hoou to rural 
communities. The proprietors. I sup- 
pose, prefer to pitch their tents where 
the money is and not where patronage 
is more or less restricted. Therefore, 
they like to get into odd corners of 
cities. However, that’s their lookout 
and as u city like Newton lias also its 
own interests to guard I think that the 
aldermen mude no mistake.

aid of brunches, blossoms, lights, 
colors of spriug, and summer hues, 
transform through the evolutlous of 
lovely movement, — the former Wild- 
erness of the Pioneer into the Uardeu 
City of Today."

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


As is customary with all Legisla 
tares, the present body waited until 
the closing hours to dispose of a num- 
ber of the most important matters of 
the year. 

The action of the joint convention 
Monday on the proposal of amend- 
ment to the State constitution to give 
the State authority to establish a uni- 
form State-wide rate on tangible per- 
sonal property was the surprise, or at 
least one of the surprises of the year. 
Under the rules both branches must 
hold two sessions of the joint conven- 
tion on separate days. On Thursday 
of last week the joint convention or- 
dered to a third reading the taxation 
amendment by a rising vote of 95 to 
40. The question for the session last 
Monday was on agreeing to that 
amendment. Had it been favorably 
acted upon it would have gone to the 
Legislature next year and if agreed to 
by that body would go to the voters in 
1932. There seemed to be little op- 
position at last week’s joint conven- 
tion. However, at Monday’s session 
this week there was a strong appeal 
on the behalf of many spenkers against 
interference with local assessors. It 
is not beyond the realm of probabil- 
ity that between Thursday of last 
week and Monday of this week local 
assessors throughout the State got 
very busy, for the attitude of a large 
number of legislators had changed. At 
least, that seems to he a plausible ex- 
planation and local assessors, like 
every other group of individuals, 
have been known to lobby. On the 
question of agreeing to the proposed 
amendment there were 130 yeas to 
114 nays, the amendment not being 
agreed to as less than a majority of 
all members elected favored, it. 

Another proposal of amendment was 
hat providing for the districting the 
State into Senatorial, Representative 
find Councillor districts and making 
certain changes in the constitutional 
provisions relating thereto. This was 
fought largely on party lines, the 
Democrats contending that they were 
not given a square deal whenever the 
Republicans constituted a majority 
the body entrusted with the task 
of redistricting. This amendment was 
ordered to a third reading by roll- 
call 151 to 91 and agreed to by roll- 
call, 156 to S8. As it has already 
been agreed to by the Legislature of 
years ago (1928) it now goes to 
the voters for rejection or ratification. 

The supplementary appropriation 
hill of $3,251,419 was submitted by 
the Governor this week and provides 
for improvements in the fire preven- 
tion system at State prison and the 
Concord reformatory, the building of 
more State roads and buildings and 
many other much-needed public works. 

It makes a total general budget of 
about $64,00(1.000. 

The Governor did not like the way 
tin* House disposed of the bill creating 
a division of the necessaries of life 
in tlie State Department of Labor and 
Industries. It was one of his pet pro- 
jects and he showed that he resented 
lie fact that it had been killed. 
Promptly he sent in a message asking 
for practically the same thing that 
had been tossed out of the window. A 
message from the Governor is the 
only way in which legislation that 
has once been rejected may be revived. 
The action of the Governor has the 
desired effect ami within a few days 
tlie Ways and Means Committee came 
with a hill which was almost i- 
dentical with that previously rejected. 

The members of the city councils of 
Boston, Revere and Cambridge will get 
increases in their annual salaries, 
providing the voters of each of these 
ities vote in favor. Newton, which 
iays it Board of Aldermen no salary, 
will read with interest that Boston 
ouncillors will get a raise from $1500 
o $2000, Cambridge from $500 to $75o 
and Revere from $300 to $500 provid- 
ing a majority of the voters cun lie 
persuaded that they ought to have it. 
In view of recent doings of tlie Cam- 
bridge city council it will be interest- 
ing to note how tlie voters react to 
the proposed pay boost. 

A hill signed this week by the Gov- 
ernor gives cities and towns the right 
appropriate money for the uniforms 
d firemen and policemen. Many mu- 
icipnlities have already adopted that 
lustotn. Newton never lias. Now it is 
not Improbable t hat somebody will 
make til*- suggestion for this city. 

The hill to increase the powers of 
the Boston Police Commissioner in 
tiie licensing and control of taxicabs 
in t hat city was agreeable to the Gov- 
rnnr except in that it restricted the 
number of taxicabs that could be op- 
erated in Boston to 3000. Governor 
Allen conferred with Police Commis- 
sioner Unit man and then sent the hill 
n k to the Legislature to be amended 
by striking out any limit. The Leg- 
islature promptly saw the Governor’s 
point of view and adopted his recom- 
mendation. 

The city of Everett wants biennial 
municipal elections and will get them 
under the provisions of a bill signed 
‘liis week by the Governor. 

A lot of hills for the taking over of 
bridges between cities and towns were 
neatly disposed of this yeur by the 
passage of a resolve for a study by a 
special commission of the State's 
policy in regard to bridges and con- 
struction and maintenance thereof. 
Due of tin* projects t hut bus bobbed 
up regularly year after yeur culls for 
a bridge between South Boston and 
Hull and (another between South Hos-

CRITICALLY INJURED IN AUTO 
SMASH 

Sunday afternoon as Fred Higgins 
of 25 Hale street, Newton Upper Falls 
was driving a small coupe along Lex- 
ington street, Waltham, the car skid- 
ded off the street, went down a slope 
into a wooded area and hit a tree with 
great force.

Lnst Sunday morning at the New- 
ton Centro Woman’s Club House the 
Mather Class hold Its final session be- 
fore the summer vacation. 

Prof. Klrtley F. Mather lectured on 
"The Responsibility of the Individual." 

This was the fifth lecture on 
"Christianizing the State,” and was 
the InsC lecture for the season. 

As time advnnces, the world Im- 
proves. It would 1m- most unfortunate 
If the present race of human beings 
were the best attainable. There Is 
hope for the future. Man is not the 
end. „ Ho holds potentialities for de- 
velopment. Within limits he Is mas- 
ter of his destiny and determines his 
own future. Conditions on the earth 
determine the trend of history. Mun 
reached his present position because 
of Ills Inherent capacities. The sum 
total of nature provides un environ- 
ment fnvorable to human development. 

It is true that man has Ideas, but 
Ideas are not Inventions which man 
has made because he wanted them. 
Idens and ideals are forced on us 
from without. Good, true, and high 
ideals are the ones found by exper- 
ience to be best fitted to enable man 
to live and prosper, and sometimes 
the process of acquiring them has 
been painful. 

Three things have made human 
prosperity possible. They are: 

1. Human intellect. 

2. Human cooperation. 

I 3. Sense of social comity. 

Because man has a brain the In- 
dividual has a heavy responsibility for 
the right use of it. Of all creatures, 
man has the widest variety of ways 
of expressing his own characteristics. 
He adapts himself to conditions when 
necessary and makes over his environ- 
ment when possible. The South Afri- 
can bushmen are sharply limited in 
| ways of expressing themselves. The 
mediaeval alchemists had more ways 
of expressing themselves but fewer 
than we have. Individuals make suc- 
cesses of their lives when they best 
coordinate their activities. 

The second cause of human pros- 
perity is cooperation. This extends 
the activity of the individual from his 
own intellect to hiH dealings with 
( other people. Cooperation may take 
, the form of friendliness, hrotherllness, 
j love, or a feeling of kinship. An at- 
tempt may perhaps be made to he 
. kind to every living thing. This is 
unlikely to be overdone to the extent 
j of being kind to mosquitoes, but there 
is a certain kindly feeling for other 
animals and for other races of human 
! beings. Friendliness is highly de- 
sirable. 

| The third division of this subject 
goes beyond individual intellect and 
group cooperation, even though the 
group be very large, and becomes a 
; sense of social comity. This is a 
trifle difficult to comprehend. There 
! is a feeling that what is good for 
j society is also good for the individual, 
and vice versa. There Is a con- 
| sclousness of social needs. We should 
enlarge our hearts to include social 
demands. Perhaps it might he called 
j the higher selfishness. 

1 The responsibility of the individual 
| is to develop all these three things 
for himself. He should not trnin his 
intellect merely to absorb knowledge. 
The brain is not intended solely as 
a storehouse of information. It is a 
machine or factory where things are 
accomplished. We need a creative, not 
a conserving, intellect. When the 
brain is used, it improves, within lim- 
its, but the limit is not likely to be 
nvaclicd. There is a wiilt- margin of

safety before If reaches the point of 
collapse. 

We shotild take something In which 
we are Interested and use the Intel- 
lect to develop It to the best possible 
advantage. It may not appear to be 
very Important, hut It will p.epare 
the wny for something that Is more 
Important. We cannot always tell 
whnt Ik inconsequential and trivial. 
That remains for history to decide, 
and history Is the summation of trlval 
things. We. should not underestimate 
the things that we do. Of course we 
need encouragement at times. It is 
well to be told that what we are do- 
ing Is worth while. Often we are un- 
aware of the real significance, the true 
worth, and the high value of our own 
dally lives. 

There are ups and downs in human 
progress, but the general trend is up- 
ward. Prof. Mather claimed that hu- 
man nature Is changing at a higher 
rate than for thousands of years past. 
We see little change. Inborn charac- 
teristics seem stationary, but even a 
generation ago there was some differ- 
ence somewhere. 

We occasionally get a racial infer- 
iority complex. We constitute Indi- 
vidually but a tiny fraction of life 
on the earth, and the earth Is only 
a speck of dust in the universe. Then 
why should we count for much in the 
general scheme of 'things? There is 
a vast importance in tiny units. The 
electrons and protons are individually 
very diminutive, but nevertheless they 
are collectively important. 

Jesus valued human personality. He 
even emphasized the importance of 
even one sparrow. It does make a 
difference to the universe what any 
unit is doing. You cannot do anything 
and get away with it and say it does 
not matter, because the contrary is 
true. It does matter, and consequent- 
ly there is a heavy responsibility on 
the individual. 

In the expansion of our hearts prac- 
tice makes perfect. Experience helps. 
The art of being kind needs to be prac- 
ticed. Our technique can be develop- 
ed. Start at home and be kind and 
expand from there. You will discover 
ways and means on the way. The 
trouble is to start. The attitude of 
kindliness is what is important. 

As to the welfare of society, suc- 
ceeding generations are going to be 
just as dissatisfied with us as we are 
of our ancestors. We blame our pro- 
genitors for the World War. hut if we 
don’t do any better, we'll be more 
to blame, because we had the lesson 
and ought to profit by it. We should 
not become discouraged and give up. 
merely because we know we cannot 
wholly succeed. Let us do our best 
to he a good citizen and have confi- 
dence in the good {mentions of human 
beings. The dangerous man is the 
one who does not care. 

Some think that, because the world 
lias improved in the past, It must con- 
tinue to improve, and we need not 
do anything about it. Such optimistic 
fatalism is an unfortunate error in 
current thought and expression. 
There is no basis in fact for this neo- 
fatalism. Evolution guarantees change 
but not success. It does not insure 
the goal. The responsibility for tak- 
ing the successive stpps that are nec- 
essary rests on the individual. He can 
take it or leave it. Responsibility ex- 
actly equals freedom and opportunity. 
Truth crushed to earth will rise 
again only if some individual stoops 
down and picks truth up and puts it 
on its throne again. To transform the 
world into the prophet’s dream, good 
forces are needed, and they can come 
from individuals and from them alone. 
One step at a time must he taken in 
the right direction, and it must be 
taken by each individual. 

Jesus was optimistic about the in- 
herent worth and intrinsic value of 
human beings. He had faith in God 
and man. Sometimes the yoke is gall- 
ing, but, with the available resources, 
the burden is easy. Each of us has 
a small but tremendously important 
part. One step at a time is all that 
is required, hut it is required.
